"An importfiiit htstoriail work/' wlys a writer, **im its own best in- 
troductioD^*’ TbU nuinol lie the case, however^ witli unpretending little 
aketebes of two of the eariic^ Eiiropeaii settlements in ludliL, wbieli, 
baring frulminiited to the cmiuetice of luxury iidiI power^ liave now 
dwinJIcil flown to the conditLon of "the City of the Dead/' and are 
almost forgotten, m if overwhcluicdp like ariotJier llcreuJiuicujn or 
Pampii, bj an innndatiDn of lara, though In ronlitjattestiDg theluftiicneo 
of that suhtb etement of gmdual deterioration through |folitlcnl rieis- 
sittiiles which perraileB all nations. 

The history of auch places requires seme words of Introduction ; and 
the Preface hcing that part of a work which is hj coiiYentioiMl] licence 
set apnit to include all ciiplanations relatice to Its purpose and methoth 
I trust I may he allowed the privilege, ami not Ik coitsidered m bjing 
myself open to a charge of egotism if t enter into [lersonal details to 
describe the atepa by which thla work has attained its present form. 

Two yrare huTc elapsed since I bmi the honour of reading before the 
Bombay Branch of the Etoyal Asiatic Society a commuincation entitled 
" Notes on the iiuFtory and Antiquities of Basscin^’' The faYoureble 
reception accorded to it by the nieml>crs of that lenmed body, and the 
demands, luadequately aujiplied, that arose for copies among outEiderSi 
— n. result that far siirpELssed the Rntiirally sanguine esfK^ctationa of 
a young author in the outset of hli literary career,—encouraged me to 
prepare A second cditlEiii with conHidcrnhle additions. In the interval

I bfti e tlnis hrutighi witlirn the narrow compa^ of Ji monograph my 
researches on the history and nTchseolo^y of an important Section of the 
Xortbcm KoiVkanj — limitidcii on one iode by the sacre<l VDJtitraTi! and 
Chaul Ti^er^andhy theSaliyfidri ntogc and Arabiui Sea on the otlicrj-— 
from the eoiliest mystic tintes of the Porutias to the present. 

Though so insiginficnjit in aizcj—about sixty milea long by twenty 
brofidp—this trad of land has from a very remote iieriod been known aa 
clvllizedf on aceount of the numerous arehitectural and eplgraphlc mo^ 
uumenta existing thereoii^aiid the allustens to its rivera and towns found 
in the Greek and Arab itineraries of the early Christian and Middle 
agcs+ Ethnoluglcally spcakingi the region comprised between the above 
hoiuidanes is the richest for the uumbet and mriety of racea, raDging 
from the highly iutelleetual Bruhnum to the tiger-worshipping Warik" 
all living, without evincing by any palpable manifestation their cthnie 
antipathies^ among the low-lying plains and detached hills, the fantastic 
outlmcs of whoso rocky peaks stand out weirdly against the gigantic 
escarpments of the Western Ghli1;ii. 

And now—to enlwmcej, doubtlesa, the historical significaace of the 
place—^therc has sprung from amidst the two ruined cities^ and like the 
Pheenix of old, os if from their oivii ashcsi the modern city of nomliay^ 
which from a desolate nnd swampy islet has, by the intelligence and 
energy of Its present rulers, lieeii miseil to the rank of the chief port of 
Western India, and commcrctal eapit4i1 of the whole jienirisnla. 

Thus Bombay — like, probably^ no capital rity in the world—|ireeeuts 
to the sehuLar tbe coDtradietory RS|»ect uf lieiug at the same time 
Siirrnuudcd hy seats of very oiicieut eivihxation—Buddhist^ Sivaite,^ 
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Mnhomednn, inJ Portn^iefiq— mi] wilil eomitry inbalilted by |>eo|?le i£ 
eai'Kge uti i\\c race Uiiyg in tbc deep recess of tin? S^tptkiis, 

It \m oAen been remarked that tlic Etiropoan iiBticms ttIi® liavc 
bitlierto held tJie largest tcmtorml |m9$eBaions m India hASQ at homo 
little territory themselTet^ Eijgknd^ whieb homt reigns ooTErtign on ibe 
proud UifciDc of Aurang^ebe-, was as Intcos tlie I Stb ceutiiry known only na 
a remote isbind In the German Ocean, ilolbindi^ amongst her morasses^ 
dyke^ and muddy hmks^ after auecesafully rcisisting the uutocraiic power 
of tli« mightiest mmmrchs of their tinie^—Charles V. and Pldliji IL*— 
tlie ebiralry of llie haughty Spanlardk and tbe cxtenuhmtiog fury 
of the Inquisitora, without posaesshig mtmh land at home, had Womc 
rich at the spicy Archipelago at the extremity of Traiis-Gnngetic 
India* And Portngol, the smailoat of all, thd iinwiekliness of whoso 
** little body with a mighty soul,*^ as a writer eirpreoaes Ltt and *^the 
narrow bonuds of which,'* aa one of her national historlaEifi observes, 
could no lon^r contain the greatnoos of ita nuti^-e hearts*^' creeted 
a commerdaL empire in the East, wMeh for rictent, opulence, and 
splendour liaJ until the \iclory of Plassey no rival in the Mstory of 
nations. 

U is of this vast empire that the now ruined cities of Chanl and 
Baasohi were two imiHirtant empcim of traile. They were, bcaide;:!; 
when in their iutlmy ilays^ the miniature of the Lnso-Indiaii civilkation 
of the agu+ Within the compressed an^ of their walls were contaiuetJ 
apphoiiccs tlial iiii|iarted gntce and dignity to life* Cbivalzy, rciigioiis 
enthusiasm^ scholastic pednntiy, and seignenrial arrogaiiee gtamped the 
impress of their character upon every surrounding; and episodea 
verging on romance, and the pasaionsr misfortunESi reverses and crimes 
amidst a motley popnlAtionj made up both the poetry and prose of 
life^ some incidents of which would certainly furnish ns rich a fNtbiiliiTn 
for the novelist os their cou-r|nesls ai]d trinm]>hs have already lent 
Inapimtioji to the patriotic mind of Luiz dc Camocus Lu the clatu^ation 
of his fainoiis ** epic of commerce***

Ereii fit iht present dny^ among the LhotiSAiid ns^iKsatifins whieh 
crowd upon the mind when we gaze iip&» iheir ru\m^ none ih merne moving 
than the thought that we have before m the reUcs of a chilization. 
that, w]iatever ita faulu, or bowsDCver aonchroiii^tic Ita inatiUitlonj nmv 
appear to the pre^ot dwellora on the globes tJiere ie no doubt that It 
ajiBwcred Lu purpose wcllp met beat all the eaigendes of the time^ and 
when It became effete ceaeed to ckLiI^— a mere i|iie4tion of evolution* and 
not of revolution. To try to prolong it* however, bevond the jhiHchI 
it was intended to serve in the eonoomy of Immnn aoeietyi to strti'e to 
extend it outside the sphere witMn which i|^ was demgned to tnotc, 
would natumlly amount to involvbg It in ruin. And that Ls precisely 
what took place. 

Among the institiitioiLS of that civilisation which contributed mtrtit 
to the decay of tlui empire—leaving aaidei of course, causes whrjse 
Dpemtien ap^Hiairs to lie jwnnanent among all naitoa^ siieli as tlie raptd 
acemnuLition of wealth with corresponding inertfuse of domestie indnstTy* 
the loss of their moat vigoroius youtli* &c.* niid those^ mijuatifiablc 
accomjmninicnta of a vkious aduiiuislralioiip as peenlatioil* rapine* 
and comiptioa of morals—were the Inciuisition and the,Muim$tIc 
Corporations- 

We know already the liirm the sviwt daf^of the tnqiiiBition aiiil the 
dungeons of the Holy Office did to the Portuguese rule in India i but 
the mnnnslic bodies did still more. They grew to lie nu imp^ri^m in 
impi^rh, and at a time when the Portuguese Govemmeut was beset 
on nil sides by numerous cneinies there were none the Viceroys feared 
more thnn tile frinrs and their sceiihir brothers the priests. The 
Jesuits arrogated to themselves magisterial powers, andp in deliaiiec 
oftlic courts of justice^ dealt out penalties to members of their can- 
^ gregatiaus before their churches. They also collected the enstoma 
duties from vessels sailing lii the rivers on the marghis of which their 
iConveiiLs hapjicticd to lie aitiiitcil* siieh imjiositiou being enforced 
with the threat thaEp if they refused Ln pay, the can non planted on 
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the towers wodd shatter tliEiii tu pieces*^—regordlesa alike of Ihe 
eitoTtioiiatc Datitre or immoralilj of the black-uiml i\iu$ levkil hy tliesr 
toiLsuneJ and cassoeked brig^ands^ and the i.isorpatiofi of tlic King's 
right?. The DoinhiicnnSt n traditiou has it, atliftnied to cross the 
cartb^s t^adec?, crawled thmngb underground jmtsageie, conTcrdug the 
cowl into a piaski in order to repair to the liaunt?/of dissipation. 
And the reralcitmut Fmticiscanjf, when menaced with the battering of 
the wfllLs of their monfiatcry' by an iinned galley unless they showed 
subniksiaa in the GoTernment, replied coolly to the ihrtat by e]£posing 
the Sacred Wafer ou the window facing the guns, fully aware that only 
such a prooeeding would disann the enraged mnrincr.f .\iul tiic hlas- 
jAemy of the religiout—fur auch it was—met with but piety, na an 
ironleal coruinehUry on the case statc?i on the part nf the military^ who 
would not fire a single gun as long ns the Holy of Holies was Ikble to 
br crumbled into diist« 

Such were, thru, sameuf the abiuica which preelpilated the ihU cf the 
empire wliiehp having fa tlm bi^iining of the *eeoiid hall' of the 
flUlecnth cenltiry given eeiilcut aigua uf brighter titnea dawning for it 
iu future, had about the end of the first halfof the seventeenth century 
bcliL-d auch liope^ and the tloom of demy wa.s visibly stamped on its 
forth L\ad* 

I hrtve been fmiii tlu' firist aware of the grxat dillitultiea with 
which [ hail to contend, not only in flisintening documents relative 
hi A [Hzriod that Iuia added romantic pages to Indian history, and to 
individuals whodistiiigtiishcd theiusetves either by the brilhniicy of dieir 
heroism or the magnitude of their vices, aud which for the first time 
see the light of publidiVt hut idso hi describing monuments whose 
decayed state defies the kvciiest scniiiuy, and in porlmyingmi unrAiniliar 
state of sEu:ictyi wjiieh rci|iiircs the hand of a mooter genius, like a 
Gibbon, Sismondi^ or Michelet, to do it jnsliee*

Now a word about the iilnstmtion^- These luive been it continual 
sourm of mmoynoce to me. No sooner were pbotogmpbH of the mins 
takeu than liicy Ugau to fade awny. The ruins that did not admit of 
the application of the eainem had to be siubniitted to the iithugraphic 
nii, hut in no InsUmce did they cotnc iij? to the standard of my 
lestheticsj as they will iiuti I am afraid, to that of the reader. Wood 
or copper engraviog done in Enrope mmh} have certainly pleased me 
more in al\ respeotai hut the distance was the obstacle. I had the 
aUematlve of either suppressing tlie illuatrations altogether^ or jiubUshiiag 
tiicm just na they fiic^ I have preferred to adopt the latter course only 
in consideratioci of the fact that the state of the ruins ia very precarionsp 
nnd tJie ^ollogers. Like the meflkcvnl Homans, who hniit their palnei's 
with the stones of the Flavian Amphitheatre^ arc n‘moviug the materials 
from the renumnts of the convents and churches to bilihl their ownltonsos; 
Rjo that if deferred, unless there was nnather ninii to take my phice, of 
which there is no prohabiSity jusit iiriw, the mins would run into mounds 
of earth, and no record of their sliajK^ wcnild Ihi lefl to the ]iresent and 
future generations. 

In conclusion, 1 glmlly take this o|i(^iortunity of recording my ohliga-

harbour of the Sttuie Jiftinc. It b alluftted in 33^ X. Lftt„ aud 72“ 
&9' E. lx»iig.< and is abuiit 3U milea soiith-ea;St of BunihAy* 

Adjuiiiiug the above, ci]i the maTgiii of the same creckp b tlw alill 
more aiicieiit eity of Ciiampavath tiie origin mid politicnl escbtenco of 
whieh arc lost in the dim tnidirioiui of the \mU It liea as if wedged 
iu between Bevadnifdil aud tlie hog-hfleked liilb behindi only two railed 
furtlivr to the uurth-iraatr and eoimected witli the former by a loug 
shady atreet—the dismal remains of what was oiicc a pkisant aveune 
oftrvf?a« It is referred lo in old Portuguese chronicles os CAau/ dr

by low ridges Separated by sfightly uudiiinteng vaUeys^ tJic trap is found 
to be tlie moat cou^ptoLioiis geologii::al feature of the coniitry ■ Tills high¬ 
land terminates on one side at the foot of the gigantic escarpment wiiicli 
walls in the exletislTe pInLemi of the Dak hag from the low plains of the 
Kunka^k and rises on the other abruptly in n apur to the iiorthwardi 
wbicii is dhstiiietly aceu from the ses^ The trap is met with either 
in ^bulor nias^s a few Teet below the soil, or projecting through tlie 
surface iu irregular Sihapeless boulders vim ing in size from a fewiuehea 
to several feet in diameter. Some of these display ferruginouj* bands 
of the hydrated peroxide of iron or brown hannatite^ imparling to it a 
hue not unsimilar in appizarnnee to the luteritic coloration so promi* 
nent among the hdls of the South era Koiikan^ The boulders are* 
lunreoier^ found to lie basaltic in strneturet and to rest on beds of the 
frriih'Water khah-i.

to the popular ootioii, consist of 360 teniplr^ 360 tatiks, and 3,60 
shoais. There is a trarhUon ciizrenL atnong the maritime pupulatioo 
of the place* which is folly borne out by historyp that long before 
btlahp Bassein, ak$4 Bombay rose irno reputatioti as ba r boors, (Jhaul 
was a safely nifigabie lii^er and a very coinniodioufl roaiistead. It ii 
uecesaary to remarli, Itowever* that tim repiiLatioo was earned and 
niaiotained in the days of the infancy of ikavlgation, when the toiiiinge 
of the largest vewet did not* ]»erliapSp exceed that of the ordiiiarv 
Portuguese caravel, Tliis land locked hilet, nioreover, not unlike 
several others on the const, has iu eoiirAe of centuries been gnniualtv 
Hlled op, Dot only by tliesih and saikd deposited by the stream enter- 
ing it, but also by other causes. Close to the shore—for instance, 
where the mins of the fort stand in pleturesidue Isolation, surrounded

not long pieserve the integrity of hm dominions^ which were soon 
divided into fifteen .MabAls, the principal portion iKing inherited by kis 
son PraiApa Bbldi, who was at last defeated and dkpossessed of his 
Icingdoni by the itivoders froJii Cbardp under ibe leadership of his 
brothrr-lii-luw nnmed NAgnrSbAli, nntU the latter was In bis turn de¬ 
feated by the Mahomedaiis f 

Coming down to the Mnlioinednti period, it strikrs ns ns probablo 
XJm whifn tbe .\iuhomedaits bml establkbed them^ekes in tbe Dakha^, 
they lost 310 tltne in seouriEig to thetnitelvi^ for both strategical aud 
coniEnercinl reasijn>s the seaports of the KonkoiQ and that they did so 
there is bisturical evidence to prove. 

As early aa 1347 A.&,* whs-n Snltan A-Ia u Eiin IJnsealn Kungob 
Bllunany kcanie king of the Dakhan md fised his resident at Kul- 
bnrga or AJfiiubAd, all the counlry lying bihvcrn the nwr BbirEia ami 
the vicinity of the fortress of llEidrA, aurl froiia the port of Chau I to tbe 
city^jf Bidnr, was soon broiiglit nitliin the circle of his possession8-J

all jntmm in their jwwcr the prosj>erity of Chfiiil. It was from this 
dljf ns w'cll na from Ooa, that Sukin Feroz ShEih u«d to dcMpntch 
veepels even’ year to procure him tho nimrmfpietiires nnd curious pro¬ 
ducts from nil qunrtcra of the then hnown globe, mid to briug to bis 
court persons celebrated for talent. * 

But both Fctok Shy I and his successors were uot entirely engaged 
m the pan be cour^'^ of trade ; a little cnnipiiiguiug with the neigh- 
bouring Trindu ebieftamSk utid Occasuouat skirukiaLies with the re^lj 
iu tlkcir own doinliiioiis in the Kuhkan^ were be no meAna imre. Cu 
im Xfalhk nhTiyilr Khajeh Jebnn Gawan bad to Inarch with n pow^er- 
fill army agnuiat the iSniof Kcihiia and refractory rajaa in the Konkaiji; 
DUil, as on olJicr nccasionai, the troops were ordered from Cliaul to join 
him ill this acrvicc-t 

Of the fourteenth centiiry wc hare no traveller recording hLs impres- 
sions of the city of Chan], except^ perhnpai he whom Yule not iunptly 
cnlls the lying ^[aiidrvi]|,” The compa^ of his travels^ wliich,^ if 
true, would ecrtninly et|uah tf not BurpiL^s, that of " the Moor,"* includes 
Chaul among his otlier numerous iM'regrinations, !le refers to Chaul 
thus: ** Kst ct non longe ab ista iiiMtdn regia iusiiln t*ava vel Chavi 
(here lUkhiyt adds a margin nl note—lasiila t'hava vel Chaiil forte) 
r|uaf a primo statu multbm cat minorata per mare. Hi etmt intldelis- 
simi Foganoriiui. Kam tjUKlam adorant :5o!em* alii iAmnht, ignem, 
aquam, et tcrrani* arborom vel serpeulcm* vd cui de mnn^ prinnS oh* 
vlantn ibi mtgni mures, quos uns tlicIinuB mltas^ isiiat in quantitate 
par VO rum caiuim.

aecood 4)uarfcr of tbe NtJi cento ry* Sir Jolin ^landeviU here openly 
plftgiamea not onty farts, but cTeu the tnoogrtl Latin of tbe Friuli 
monk. It appears strauge thnt Jordoniiff, hndng been at ThA^ 
only n few y enrs beforo OdoTic* shoiildf like Odoric himielf, hate 
omitted to mention ao cloae and ftonri^bing a place as CbauJ; 
but most probably they confiiied tbemseivea to tbeLr mbsionary 
truck, and did not care for describing ptaeea they did not visiL It 
is adll etranger that M&tco Folo and Ib« BatCtta, who triTerscd 
tbe peninsula on Us western side about tbe middle of the ]4th 
century, akould ha^e remained nb^lutely irticenl about a city wbichp 
according to the te-stiinnuy of the Arab writers who preceded them, 
was a flourisbi ng cm porium of tropic with tbe West, KennEl h the Fa the r 
of Indian Geographyp retnarka that “little tan be gleaned from Marco 
Polo/' and that “ the travels of Cosmns in thetiib century, atid of the two 
Mahomednii travollera ill the fltb, rkfford few materials for bi&tory;^*f 
It was so* 1 dare say, in tbe days of neunell ; since then it has been 
ascertained that the ombslon of the name of Uie Koiiknii by Marco 
Polo ia more appareni than Teal, for his Thljf^A itanrla for the 
Kofkka^— 'fhAi^A benign as It was in Uie tbno of AhBliUiii^ the capitul 
of the Xortheni Koiiknn. 

Rasliid-ud-dim in 1310 AhO , ^tid tbn Bath^m about 13BI^ A.fi,

The Arabs, ns inenlioncd by their own histo^ 
riausi made during that time &cvrral dt^Rreuta upm) the west coostr 
and, though tliey triad o no hxtd stay in it^ a nunil>er of individual 
merchants estoblishe«l tlienuudrcs there and eortried on a brisk businest.

It wis during these fimes thAt the Russian tTaTcller Athanaaitis 

Nikttui first visited the city of Chaul. He writes in 1470 a-d. thtts ;_ 

” Wo suited six weeks in the lava (a vessel) till we reached ChiviJ, 
and left Chivil on die seventh week after the great day (Eiaater 
SvindayJ, Tills is an Indian country. People go about naked, with 
their heads nncovererl and hare breasts; the hair tressed into one taiJ, 
and thick liellles. They bring forth children every year, and the 
children are many: and men and women are black. When 1 go out 
loaiiy |jcaple follow me, and stare at the white man. 

“Their kiiiaz (Russian word for prince or chief) wears n fota (a 
large silken garment still worn hy the women of the lower classes of 
Russia round the hcsil or over the npper port of the body) on the 
head j and another on the loins; the boyars (noblemen) wmr it on the 
shonlflera and the loins; the (priucesies) wear it also djqnd 

the shoulders and the loins,* The servants of the kniaz and of the 
boyars atuch ibe/ufa nnind the loins, cariring in the hand a shield and 
a aword w n scimitar, or knJvw, or a sahro or a bow and arrows 
but all naked and barefooted. Women walk ahont with their brads 
uncovered and their breasts bare. Boys and girls go naked till aeu'ii 
years, and do not hide tlirif sliflinc,”") 

As the aceounts ol Cravellerji, in the absence tif better malerials, are 
the only naitiml ami easy method of attaining a tolerably acenrate 
knowledge of the place, each illusirating the other and serving as a 
commentary too on the brief teat of its precursors, showing at the same 
time the mivance or decline the place has undergone during the 
couraeof sgwi I <|Uotc here from the travels oft Boman wlio followed 
the Rimsitn aliont thirty yosrs after. Re describes the place and man- 
oem of the inhabitants in much the tame style ns the Rnssiaa does. 

l.udovieo di Varthema, who travelled in India from the year 
1303 to 1305, Had was an eye-witness to tlie first commerriaj'en- 
tcrpri.ve of tlie Piirtuguese on the western coast, writes t—” Deport¬ 
ing from the said city of Comb«a (rambsy), I travelled on tmtil

During their ascendancy in tlw Indiui seas the Portiigncse never 
aspired, in spite of splendid upjjortuiiiti^ both in Gnjaral and the 
llakhaii, to ac 4 |uirc political niid territorial Lntiuence, but confined 
them selves merelv to the acquisition of ininritime and trading power by 
the estahilshincnt of factories on the coast and stnall garnsous for llieir 
defence.

When Vasco lU Gama arrived, on the 2(Jlh May 1A99, at Calinit.* 
which was then the principal emporium of trade in that part of India, 
sending ont every year above five hundred tlujw tu the ftt-d Sea. he 
^voured to open communication with the Zaumrin (Samondrv 
Bnja) in order to obtain such privilege* nnd fadlities as would 
e^blo thePortngn^tOcartyr on an a.Ivaiitageoui commerce widt 
this nch conutry. Re landed, and with gn^ pu^p ^ade his ntiuear- 
an^ kfnrc that pmee. who, actuated by motive* of the soundest 
pohev. *howed a decided disposition to favour the admiral and liis 
ww. Swn after, however, the intrigues and malirions rcimrt* of the 
Mohomcdaiis from nnd Ambia. who emmunnded then tim

It wai#* notmthstandiug, higlilj impatitie under the eireuiu^nccf ta 
overlook the fiict that the ^ralioniedmis* thita hrougbt iuto eli^sc 
rompetitiuii with the foreigner, would iH^tHtath this Brejning frkbLijehip 
Dourhh hostile intention.^ moved a.^ they were* heyond the tWIings 
ot pulitteal Amhitluiianil niereantile ctlpidity, hy thdr natuml Imlreil 
towards tlie Christians. But Cabmh Itappear^. in aptte of ail his 
lent quAliti(»* allowed liLinself* through Aym Correii, to fall too easily 
into the snare bid for him. 

The eonsequeoee waa that the king and hb myraiiJona who never 
ceased for a iniKiient to plot against them, and watch for an o|>pQf^ 
tunity to attack them, fproUtcd by the uyclreunnipect eondnet of the 
Poftnguest*, who had boen ircaelierously Induced to eapturc a zuerchnnt 
vessel with Bcvrii ekplianta on boarcL This affordiug tJiein a pretext 
tor the outrage, they stormed the building and overpowered the inmates. 
IMieirtiumlier amounted to aeventy, and being niiabte to redst tlie tlioiu 
saiirls of Moor^ Nairs^ and others who in a body as^Ued the factorvv 
hlU of them, the factor Ayres Correa incEuded, wetx? slnughli rctl on the 
spot, die rest escaping mto ihe sea to swiui over and seek ahdter on hoard 
their vessels. The factory wad first plundered and then it'duced to 
nsliea- Tliw nsay be approprintely do-'^rilwd as tint juanspieiotis he- 
gilining of the hostilities wheeh raged almost iininterruptedly for two 
ttudiiries between the PortugiuiSe on the one side and the Moslems and 
tinidus on the other, with a short Interval of peace* until the whole 
fjibrie of the former tottered to its very foundation* and fell a rich 
prixe to ttic energetic and moral endeavours of a great uallun* which 
now happily swny's the destinies of ihirt iinportant conut ry- 

Cahral a rctaliatiun was si.‘Vrrc+ The Zamorim perixdviug that the 
inalter was taking a grave tnm* nmuife&ted an anxiety to rnltivato the 
friendship ofsiieh powi-rfnl stranger?. This b in atoordanci^ with the 
amgnbrohameler of the Orientals, who from the days ofTnxileii, Portia^ 
and utlicn; of the time ot Alexander of Maeedon downwards have hern 
iilwnys playing a simllur r'Ve. Out Cabrab detennincd to avenge iheir 
brutality, on a sudden made a rnrious onset, capHtrcd ten .Moorish 
ships, IrHnsferretl their cargews to his own veMels, tmidc their crewa 
prisoiier^i, and then nuiging the captured vi^saeb in a line Isefnrc theoUv 
at[ them on Hrc, exhibiimg tliom in full bbxc before tliv citimis 
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of Cmlicot. Ue tlipii (Irow his tliijis ap in line of bnltte nuiI 
opened a furious cntiiuiujuJe upou the city, whteU wm destniyeU 
in several plncea, hundreds of its bhahitsnts being kilk'cL The 
Zamorm liimself hiul s nsrroiv eacape, bs oik oriiisffti’ourite Nsin ikas 
struck down besiiU liim by n csiuiou-btll ^ sud he luistUy fled Lito the 
interior of liis couutry, Cabral then set sail for Cochiu, and after an 
encounter or two with tiie Calicut devt slnrted on ids huinewant 
Voyage, arriving in Lisbon oo the 31st July IMIL 


Ifelbre Cabral's arrival at Lisbon, a third Bmidoient, under Jood da 
Novo, was on its way to India; it eonsisted of tlirco sbipa and one 
caravel with .tOI) men. lie was followed by Vasco da Gnina, in bis 
second voyage, with a fleet of twenty ships and tlie title of Admiral of 
ilie Gasicru Seas. The details of the conflicts which ensued, nlthougb 
highly entertaining, possess little interest for my subject. Vasco, 
Jiowevcr, succeeded in forming a triple Rlliaiiec with the kioga of Cucbiii 
nml Gaunoiiore, and sailed for Europe ou the 2IHh Beeeuilnrr tliu:), 
reaching Lisbon in the following September, 

Some time after, the Viceroy, Lom Erancisco d’Almeido, arrived in 
India, lie soiled ou the 25tb March 150& from Lisbon iu coin- 
nioiid of a mngiiiflcent fleet of twenty-two shipB,* nirryuig. in 
addition to the crew, l.iiOO' trained soldiers, and arrived at Angediva 
on the 8th September of llit same ycar.f Cabral, tlmugli 
his rcseiitmcut was suflick'nlly gratified, had thought of apptyiug 
to the Zamoriu for further ndresa; but lenrubg that he had eoiui 
tcuBiiced the outrage, he left ibu reprisals to Vasco da Gama in his Bccond 
voyage and to Almeiila. A powerful fieet was then equipiied bv the lat¬ 
ter to demand satisfaction for the injuries that had been siistaiued bybii 
country men. All tbis^ to cut the story short, wbs at last obtained. 

There was thus a respikij but the calm waa not unlike tlut which 
fonrlmde's greater dSjiasters. While most of the Porlugnese officers 
were engaged in the conquest of Sofnia, the Zsmorln of Calient, 
always instigated by his Mohoinedan subjects, wm wcreily making 
exertions to mLic up enemies against the Portuguese, imd enter¬ 
ing into an offeDsiye and defeasive allLnnco with the king of Gujarat, 
Mahomed Shah, wm tlirough him intoking the assistance of the

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Mamoliike Sulinn of Kgypt to driife nsiay ilie ilrcoxled Farait^ from 
I he Indian sent. Altncida, bein|^ made nwarc of llicac madtiiiatiDiiSt 
aent hii Mil Dom Loureufo d*Almeida with eteven veotcls to emUc 
about the co«t and countcraet the designs of the Zamorin by destroying 
the fleet he had equipped. Dom Louren^'o fell in with them at the port 
of Cannonorc while on his way, and after a severe engagement put 
them to flight. A great hwtT, etmsiitingof ships laden with spice, was 
taken; and after sinking some, and ninning others aground, Dom Loii- 
ren^-o returned to relicTe the ^rrisoa of the Angediva island, which 
was being besieged by the Mohomedans under the command of a 
renegade, who, on the approach of Dom I,nitrenw, maile, with his 
barbarous host, a precipitate retreat, and in their hasty flight they lost 
wvtrEl of thtir 

Three two signitl victorire, one foIlowLn|; the oLher, achirv^d hy tJie 
^Tllour of llic youiigei^ Almeids^ seemed to hiiTc inapSjn.'^ the encmj 
with terroFij tmil made them (so it was imftgiiird) more eatitfous ttiaii 
ever in nny new Attempt egaiiift tlieir jrivaltf. But this wsis n mistake. 
The irrepressible ZamoriUi tt^lying on the predictions of his wiKord^ 
and soothsayers, was Arming afrotsh n fleet against tlie Portugnese, 
who this time were aomewhat distracted by ft petty strife with the 
SoetPlrinre. Xo sooner was the news hcArd than the Vireroy sent his 
Moti» Dom LoiLTca^o. with a, stpiadron cf teit ships to cruise about the 
sen. On IiU way in search of the Cdicnt fleet, which Kad sailed 
iiortlimirrlj, Dom Loureii^ ibf the first time east Anchor at the 
rntraniei; of the port of ChnnJp into which seven vessels of the eneni'^ 
■filtered withont saiiiting his standard a Dom Lauren ^o upon this 
foliowrd them in his boats, and the Monrs^ haring no other rreoiiree 
left, leaped overhoiird and atts^mpted to eseapo to the shore t but 
while in the water many of them wore bftrbarouilr bIaIil This almost 
unprovoked enielty was soon followed hy another fitilL more estcrrahlep 
io which Tronealo ¥m was the chief actor. While on bis way from 
('ftnnannre to join Dorn Lourf:in.^ii Vos fell in with a Mahomi'Elan ship 
having a Poitug^iese pass but in sjntc of thia he sunk the vessel witli 
her cfcw sewt^i up in sails^ that they might never be seen igain* 
5^caji?e]y even for n day did this rnhuninii Dction remain scertt, as the 
perpetrator had jwrhaps thought it would, fur the body of one uf ibo 
Moors who hail been thus basely destroyrd was washed ashore, tbo 
victim being recoguised as the iiepbvw of Afarnalc* a rich nirrchont of 
Malabar. From that niomcnt the latter ^worc vimgeoucu agiiDst the 
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Portiigucsp, \rhLch terrible Oftth WAS the harbinger ef all the calamities 
t}iaL GubHcquentlj befell the Portu^iese at Chaul find clgei^here^ as dm 
5eir|UcL wilJ EboMr. 

Dam Louren^, on returning fram Chniil with Tes^lj kdeo with 
hojw and other goode eaptored there^ fell in with the Cdieut fleet 
near DabuL He andtored nff die iiiouth cf the river, eager to rlc- 
atroy it; but on cnlLing a eonnei] of hia ofbeers to consult with them na 
to what ineosurea were heit for an nttnek, they gave their opinioo 
nnauinioj|ialy against any oflTeiisive aetlon^ the fleet Imving entered the 
river, which was too narrow for a aueeeasful combat. On his nirival at 
Cochin^ flushed with victorj' and hearing rich spoil from CImul, Dom 
Lonren^ expected to be received with lionour liy his fatlier ; but be 
WOE, on the coiUrmyk much to his disappointment niid mortification^ 
threatened by die Viceroy with piinbhment for not having eiigagett 
the eoemy at Ddhnl and destroyed their fleet, notwithstanding that he 
had the cxcum to urge of having been overruled by the votea of bis 
ofHeera. This severe treatment preyed on the young man’s mind, and, 
finding that all efierti to conciliate bia father and regain Iiia favciir 
were of no avmb he onerificed li'ta valuable life b an actioo at ChanL 
tu the river of Clianl have his l>oiiea Iain for the last three centuries 
and n halTj and of the millions who have frcqneoted die peri since then 
none have knowu the spot which was the Inst resting-pinee of the brave 
Dom Lourentjo d'Almeida. 

But I am afraid I anticipate. Some time after the first victory of 
Dom Louren^ at the Chaiil river, while x\Ebu[|neiT|ue was engaged 
before Ormnx, the S^nltan of Egypt—to wiiom a deputy, rtrpnted to be 
a man of sanctity, was despatehed from Onliciit by instigntioiu of 
hlnmale, the uncle of Vns‘s rictim—fitted out a fleet of twelve sail 
widi 1^,000 Alauieltikvait which he sent, nmlcr the coinmand of Amir 
Hussain, to opimsc the Turtugucse In India. At this time the Viceroy, 
who wa>j nu the Malabar eofist, had ordcml his son Dom LtnirenMi 
with eight ships to scon? the const ns far as Cliaul, and wait there to joiii 
another fleet from CochiUt which was being pte|inrtdi—orders that were 
well received by his son. FI is fleet having arrived off Chjml put into 
the hay to take in provisions and reffe^^hmenlSp On hi.^ arrival there* 
Dom Lmiren[jo recrive^l mtelligc'nce of the llci^t of die ^nltnn of Egqit 
liciiig on its way to India, hut, believing it to lie an nufoiindcil rnmoiir, 
wfut ashore with most of his officers,. Chmil was then n place of 
eonsidc fable trade, riaiiig from ita former deendcnee tb rough the eser- 
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tiDiaj of ike AhuLAdnugar kin^Pp whi> kaU hut one mitritime city for 
their exteiuire territory. TLis^ reuavatian whjs^ moreoverj fadlituted by 
its conrenEEiit Bitiiatinn u hii entrepot b«twi?eii Gujnrk nud ^iljtljibaTp 
aiid an outlet to tiie escjiorta of the Dakhnu, 

'Jo resumej hoMieveTj the thread of oTir narintirc. The news of the 
arrival of the KgA'|PtJui) (leel having been coiifii-iiied by the Govenior of 
Cannnnorep who wjis intbnricd of tli* fact by llie H*ol|-bnown pirate 
Timojap the Viceroy despatchetl Peilro to Cbaul to direci Dorn 
Lourtneo to proceed atid rtigogo the rteet. This lias been n-ga ruled ns 
a wrong step oti the part of the Viceroy* It is by some opiin^d that he 
should iiimself have started for Cimul to reinforce his son's Itcel. 
OtherSp again, say (hat Doni Loureueo himself oji the ap|>raiieh of the 
enemy's Hect Bhonlil hntc steered out of the river nud engaged I be 
enemy on the sea. Uut wg art all apt to be Vk'm after the events 

UuEseiii, a Perslen by hJrth nud admimi of tluc Eg^vptqjiD nivy* 
had oticc beforcp on his way from Kgypt to Initia^ ejt.perieneHJ in a 
formal engagement Yt^iy hiwsh treatrnenit from the two Alrneidas^ nod 
was thirsting for Tengennee^ Mahk Ky/t*, a native of ^Samiatio, whn 
had renounced CkrL^tiauity fur Mubomedniiistn^ and throogh his 
singulnr deiterity ns an archer had not only regTiittod his liberty— he 
bad been a slave of the king of Cnuibny—but through his skill got 
himself ugmiuato^j Governor of Dio» was ftha a i>worn foe of the Portii. 
guese> Tbe hatred that hotli theso mi’u bore tovYsrds their cooimon 
enemy was a bond of uulty Ix^twoen them^ and they eombiiled to plan 
the destTuctlon uf their rivals. 

Husseiu and Malik Eyilz met amid great nejoieings nt tbe point of 
Diu, and while consulting how to lay ikc anibiiaeadep or disotissipg 
other more or less well^levUcd schemes lo antmy tlie PnrMtgoesie with 
I heir Joint fleets, news was brought to thetn tllnt Pnlii LoiTrcn-^o d'Ah 
meiclfl had andmred }m veasehs before Chniiik and hud lanckd Ma iiicd, 
being ignorant of the ttrrival of the Egyptian dcct in tbe liidum i^eas. 
Dom Jjouren^Op on lieiiig made aware of thbf did not at first take 
iDueb keedi depending upon the friendship of Ki^iini-iil^Mnlk, and 
believing iJiiit this soverelgLi would not permit any surjiri:^’ in liLs 
domiuiona ; nkljough it was for his own iiiterei^t tlmt tbU pseudo- 
friend of tkeirs had advised his subjects id kts-p on gmid leniis nitli 
ihe Pontig-jese traflickitig in his porls. 

Dom Louron^n helirving in ibis outward slmw of friendship , 
thought he ndglil ^'dVly remain a little loti^r on lami with ^nue yflnx

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entcrtainihg himsrif io slioatiii^ md ntblftic until 

hnd tbc cpportuuiL^' of joining tbe fltet fmin CocbiD^ It was indeed 
rumoured ftbroatl ttmt tho combined flett? Ji^d been setn ott ihe coast 
Bailing southwardsboi Dom r^otireneo made lio account of thiSt 
icingiDing ihein to be the tbij^s from ]Mecea whteU were beru dailf 
eipocted, o^r, os others statCp to l>e the fleet of Albui^Eiertjue, who waj 
sent out to succeed the Vicopuy* 

One of the sbip^s crew at last irapied nn extensive fleet from the 
top of the niiinima!!jt» but be could not droeern their strejigth. Tliey 
began now to aus|>ect the Lrutli, liiassela wa 4 t really advaociug that 
way with bb red imd white ensigns udomed with the black crescent, 
and n diiplay of oniaTnentoJ bmtting m if on a gain day j while the 
Mtutc Eya^ was follomng in tlie rear to concert an attack against the 
Portuguese. 

Dom Louren^ had no iooner given the necessary ordera to his 
men than he saw the Egypt bn ships advancing ngainst thctii. The 
Mamelukes had buoyed thernsrirea up with the hope that they would 
surprise tlic Pfu-tuguese, and (liey gave uiidignifled cipreMion to their 
feelings by shouting niid gesticulating aihI niaklog divere other demon- 
fltrations nf joy at Imving so ciip{xortiinely found the enemy whom they 
were tn search of> at tlieir mercy. The rortiigiiese, having just had 
time enough to place tlioniselves ia b good position of defeocep gave - 
the enemy a warm feception, Husscim believbig himself secure of 
victory os he had suqiriivLj the Portuguesti shipsp detortnined to 
board in person the flag-ifhip commanded by Dom Ijjurcn^. Tor this 
purpose he opened the attack with a volley of shclh, airuws, hand- 
grenades^ and other vrar-engincsi enveloping the fleet in clouds of flame 
mud smoke, but his attack was rctimied with such clcterminalion and 
skill that he at Iwt desisted from attempting to board the vessel, Other 
Egyptian vesacb attacked Iho Porttigmac ikjuadrnn throiighoiit the 
day* though from a ilistauce, hut as night opproflclied and separated 
the combntanti!^ Hussein retreated with his vei^k^Is to the opposite 
bank of the riverp among the sands, for hk griiattr Mfcly, to prepare 
for the renewal of the flglit the next mondiig* 

This brief respite for the night ivns by the i^^rtugTlPse in 

prepamtipms for the comlrat the next day. Dom Luurenco. being 
sdll ignorant of the confederary between Amir Hussein arid Milik 
Eyar, give, at daybreaVp tbr eignal to renew ihc figbl- The ittsek 
made wilh great vnrt^y and ardoiu-p and Dom LoilfCnro wa^ 
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sanguine of boarJiiig 9bl|>, m^hicb haps rnisshareii by Pedro 

Z^am^to and the other ciLptain^; but^ not befog able to approach close 
eootighp on accauQt of the sandbanks, he was obliged to re^t uitlsbed 
with cannoTiadiDg thenij and this he did the whole day, aud isi;tceeeded, 
iu>twithauiiding U^e greater numerical strcogUi of the enemy in ships 
■nd men, in eapLuring tno galleys, all the men on hoard being put 
to the sword. Tlie combat was carried on with inueb ariloor and 
intrepidity on both sidcSt and the Portuguese seemed fast gaining 
ground, when Almeida^ fuToured by the wind and tide, made the 
attempt to board the Egyptian flag-ship. The rietory was almost 
uebievedp and Lhe Moors were limping orerboird to eseape to the sborr^ 
when the Inconsiderate valour of Francbco dc Xhaya, wJio began to 
pursue with a lance the enemy in Uie waier, turned the scilea against 
the Portuguese. The Moors returned to th? combnt with the heroism of 
despair^ and Dom Louren^waji uiisuecessful iu his attemptp on account 
of the contrary currentp to board the tpjscL Malik Eyjk> the Gover- 
nor of Diu, ill the meanwhile put in his apprarance in the harbour 
w'ith a welhmnDDed fleet, consisting of forty vessels^ coming at the most 
deeisiTe moment to the relief of bis lliissein^ the Egyptian 

admiral. Not daring at once to engage the Portii^pse, be cartic to 
anchor at theontranee of tbecrcekp near enough to tlussein to joib him 
the nest duTp the Purtuguese slackeniDg their eflbrts a liitlcp beiog 
somewhat alarmed at this formidable and unexpected circomstance. 

On observing this state of things* Dom Loureurap although twice 
wounded by arrowsii rEtuined bis prciience nf mind, ffe despatched 
two galleys and three earaveli to hinder the union of the two fleets 
of tlie enemy* and this they did so etfeetnally that Eyiiz was obliged 
to change his ])osltiaii and retreat foi shellcr to another site. Bom 
f^uren^o was then advised hy bis captains to set fire to the enemy^s 
vessels, but he said he wanted to s|Mirc them Co lake them over as 
trophies to his old father. Tim little vanity had blinded him to tbe 
danger of the momenh 

The baltlis however, still continued hetween Dom Lourcni;o and llus^ 
setn until night again parted theni, both sidea endea von ring to conceal 
(heir losses. In the e^uning, after the cet^ation of the fighb the Portu¬ 
guese captains met in council on hoard the lUgship to deliberate on 
what was aest to be done* and they were unanimously of opmiou 
that as it wsM nnoafe to defend ihenisidves in the narrow river of 
Cbank which waa being rn|ndly hlocliaded by the enemy's fleet, it wu 
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i^ielL to eKdrcbD prudDiice, und midenvour fa bring ibrir ^bip^ uut of the 
river into the 0 |iett seft diirhig the nighty to effeet a tlcceot retreaU 
before Malik Kyibip who ti much more feniiidable mitagonUt than 
thejr had been nceu^toitied to deal wit bp had jabnl the reioforcidg 
fleet. Bat Dom Lotiren^Op rememheHng the displeasure of bts father 
fit hit dccjineij to forte the Cnlieut fleet to oetioa m the river 

of Dabuh oTid being healJe^ of a tetipper mure vaLifiiit tlun discreet* 
rir solved not to steal a wav bv night; fearing that’ hia retreat to the 
open sea might lie conatroed aa a flight. lie determined to make 
the best of his way by broad day%ht» resol iitely awaiting bi tl^ 
meanwhile the evenls nf the next moniiiig. 

The morning mrived, nncl \talik Eyilz* perueiviog that the Bortiigoese 
ships were ready to Jtet sail with the first tide aft^r daybreak, inter¬ 
preted tlie alterAtion in the arroiigeiiieliU ns a preparatioii for a re¬ 
treat, and rtdiaiieiiig/therefore, from the plaee where he Jiad Lnken 
aheUrr^ bublly attOL-ked thetpi^ imd, ifiiflismnyed hy the havoc wTOUgllt. 
nmoiighisown crew hy the constmit eaimoonde of the Portiigiicaep 
preased close tn front in orilp^r to intercept their piy^sagc, Unforta- 
iifttely at ilits thne iho ship of l>oiik LfHirenca ran fnol some fishmg- 
htakes in the l^d of I be river, and then wa^ upon the rucka. 

Pel Agio tie BnuKR. who rammftiideii the tn»arest galley k fastened n rope 
to the stranded vessel, and plying all hi>4 onrs was iiirking inetfrutlial 
efforts to tnw her offir when, n hall happening |o strike her hull near 
the rmiderp she took in iniicli wati-r mid wm in danger of sinking. 
Then Prlngioeiit the ropcnff, and his own ship was irreiL^tihly Twrne ant 
by the enrrent to the sen. The nfliutTs seeing the impossibility of 
extricating the Adin]ral> vtSM?l from so perilonti a position^ a boat was 
sent to Bum Lniireiuvi entreating him tn save fiis person and preserve 
himself for another eomliat. The gallant and higb.-spiriled youth 
replied, however, that ‘‘he would never he ginlty of such h piece of 
treachery as* to leave in the inreh those who had hitherto hi!*i 
uompanions in danger.” Accordingly* he everted lilmielf to ibe ut¬ 
most extremity hi this prerarions sit iiation, nnitiinting his thirty men 
(nut of n huiulredp seventy being hirtf Je cnntfAift) both with woi^ uid 
by his rxaniple to ilefend themselves. They fought like lions, and. 
rejecting all proposals of lioiionrahle surrender* arinisticoi &c+p offered 
them by the enemy, fr^mlvcd either to wive the ship or die in the 
atieiiipt. Jn the midst of this engAgernent a ball broke the Adialrala 
thigh. Ordering hi« men to plan- him upon a chair resting agninsi the

When at last, after a Tigorons. reBistancef 
Th-e Moora boarded the aUfp, and fnimd Gwto upon his imuHer's body 
wliidi he defended, he roseaiid slew eb niEiiy of the Mcwira na approtcli- 
fd the body of l>om I*<nircii^j nniil bq himseir fell dead naunig thenii 
At Irngtlfc t]iq el dp sanh, tnniJ out of tbe hundred men who belonged to 
her Only nineteen escefiHjd. At the close of the eclioii itwns Jound ihnt^ 
innlli the Portngnere had lofrt one hiindrEd and forty meiii besidfs one 
hundred emd tw^-nty-foiir wuundqd* while the enemy'B loaa \& esti mated 
nt npwarda ofsix liuiidrqil+ Theaeconnts giTpn by the Portuguese 
chrouklersand the Mnhomedan historians differ widely as to the loss iu 
nien. Ferisbta ndding <bat nlthougb 400 Turlis were honoured with the 
erowu of imiTtyrdoin, no fewer than hOOO Vortugnese infidels were sent 
to thfl infemnl regions. Hut they all agita? that the Portuguese m this 
ix^cosion esptrleni'qJ a severe check* losbig hath the ting-ship and 
their Captain,* Aniotig tliose who disthiguishcd themselves most In 
thy engagement was a sailor by nnnic Audrqa van Purtiia—others call 
him Andre Fenmmlcs—a native of l^pnrto, w ho, stnnding on the top of 
the niaininnst, aUliough having previously lost the nsq of his riBbt 
arm by a nuisket-halh defended himself wilh only his bft for n long 
lime against the encniy, till at length they prnmisetl to spare hlr+ 
life, rprill this he jiutrenclcred hhmwlfp and was afterwards restored 
to the I'ortiigncRe, He returned at Inst rtafely to his coinitrvv und 
was well rewarded for his rnre bravery by the King, The rest of the 
^i|uadroTi continued their flight to CantiniiDre. 

Siuch w fw the end of poor Dorn T^itirenra* Still yoinigp he was one of 
the moRt dlsllngiiished sons Portugal ever gave birili lo. He was much 
loved by hi.-* menn not only liccanse of the coiwtant exhibit bn of his 
bravery and prodigies of vnloiir in the biUlC'lirld, but nlsooli accoLint 
of his oilier qnaliti cat ions and hb geiurnl good conduet^ In tbe taking 
ofMomhaza j |ii oblniniEig?utisfaetion from the rcg<,‘nt ofQniloti, who had 
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amst offered aiiksult to hltoiimlrviiwn ; iti tlie mtiI comiisi with the 
of tlic Zamorin which wns lieinj seerrtiY prepartil Afaimt ihem, 
and whose prrpdration wu made kaowu to him bv the Afnre-mentitmed 
traf^eller ImJoiico dJ YArthema; in a auccexiirul mmhat at Pftnane ; in 
Htabliahing ne^tiatiotia with the Maldives and Cevlon, the princi¬ 
pal liiog of which iainnd he compelJed to auhmit to tbc King of 
PortttgnI j fliid iu acTeral otlter ftetioog both on sen and on land.—in all 
these he ptajed n most distinguished part, displaying an unriflunted 
coiimge, and a noble and considerate intcreat for* tlie welfare of his 
eamjnuiions in the field. He had been about four years in India, and 
it may truly be said of him what a British essayist has said of Blaise 
Paaeal, only in n differetit line cf thought and netloo;—'MVhen we 
thiuh,” says llogers, “of theachiereniejits which he crowded into that 
brief space, and which haTc made his name faincma to all generationa. 
wo may well exclaim with Curneilie, ' .V peine a-t-il v£cu, quel nom ii 
n laissc'! ’ ”• 

The combat being now ended, the ]iolicy of the victors was to pursue 
the vanquislicd by going down to Calient to join the fleet of the 
Zamorin prepared there in order to make a general attack against the 
Forttiguese. Hussein was of this opinion, in which, however, Malik 
Eyas did nut agree, for he took altogether an opposito view of the matter, 
aud persuaded his fellow-admiral to sail with his fleet back to Din. 
Malik Eyliahad, hesidrs a clear mind, tort, politeness of manners, and 
nn air of gallantry, {|iialities which nre held in sucli iiigh repute aninag 
the Orientals, and which made him take special care of his prisoners 
and render their captivity as light as possible. He also tried to get 
possession of tbc corpse of Dorn Lnureu^o ia order to conaigu it to a 
decent grave, but it could not be found, or. if found, could not be re- 
cognizrtl. EyAz at last wrote a letter to the Viceroy on tbe death of 
bis son. to console him on bis loss, aayiug, among other plnliitides, that 
it was a subject for consolation to n father who loved glorv to leoni 
•tljAl tbc son he hud lost in the midst of such a high and hopeful 
career was worthy of him, dying as he did on the bed of Imnour. 

The Viceroy, long before receiving this condoling letter, was made 
aware of the unforlmiate event by the fugitive reniiianls of the tleei 
which had, in the meanwhile^ arrived at Canutnore and given him 
all the details of the action, concealing from him, however, the death

spoke in p^blIc^ of the death of hiii sou na the denth of ii ChnetLsii 
herOk ftiid worthy of one who had maiouiiTied hitherto by his conduct 
the traditions of bla noble anecstars, he siibseqilentiy withdrew to his 
apsrttnent^ frorn which be did not come out for three days, neither did 
he speak of hta heavy nilafortune to any ouc^ 

The viclora were in the rEicauwhile overwhclmctl with joy, and the 
whole of Iiidift rang with the cry of ^letory from the bps of tbe 
blatant ^[ahumedcLiis. They then spoke but of Amir Hii^in and 
Malik Ey-iVz ns tbe most celebrated men of the day ; nil the kings of 
ibe country sent them ambassadors with congratulatory addresses, 
and the people eelcbntted the triumphs of their gencml!! with fL^ea aud 
pageants of rare splendour^ The victors wore tlieir tutelnry^ deities, 
and the people hehoved that the moment had arrived for their deliver-- 
ance fiom the oppressive yoke of tbe foreigner^ These demou&tmtiona 
of joy nddfd to the ifHietinn of the bereaved fathcFf and tendeiL also 
to inflamD hia wniti)^ Taking advantage of the two fletts which had 
and veil from Portugal, the venerable general set out to wreak bis vea- 
geance upon the Mnhomedans, or rcvcugi; the death of his bmve son. 
ft would have been tndiied dlthcuit for him to bold the sea, hut for the 
opportune arrival of the fleets of TnBSail da Cnnha and Afibnrt dVAIbu- 
querque, Tlie Viceroy had thus under him the comhlttcd armameuts of 
nineteen vessels commnndEd by nble offtecro, with 1^300 rorthpMwe sol¬ 
dier! and marincTs and 400 Mslabarcsc on boards with which force he 
set sail on the 12th November ISO^k amh having flrst sunk and 
burnt some Cnlicut ships on hb route, anchored off the city of BAbul, 
which he destroyed, making n descent upon it. The resistance was, 
however* vigorous. Piles of the dead formed n barrier more formidable 
even than the palisades erected round the cityv but the assailants 
atriviog among ihemsolves who should he the foremost, the artillery 
of the besieged being happily of high range and passing over tbrir 
heads* they pressed on to the mtnpirts» whict were sciJed, and 
thr city devnstftied snd twjtcd (o the ground, [t was rhm giveji to 
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plundePp* md uUiirtcitEk mluccd to Thuir miplly wrs &n ihli 

occnsioii pf so glnring b nature tliat U giife rise to the liroverb^^ 
cLjrflp: “ Ijfit the wnith of the ramngt fall on you as it did oii DahuK’’ 
ilRTiiig accomp1ifibe4 thia liopleasaDt taskp he-let out for Diu on the Ihd 
February I5y9p where he aebktKl a splendid Tieinn^ Ofthb engage- 
ment there is no mention made in the AlaJmmetliLn history of Gujarat, IjuI 
the Porlugaese Aimali^t^Vacconutsare too eiF{:iJtnsbiiitia] to be doubted. 
Harmg at Iwt concluded r treaty of |ipAce with Malit EyAi, who now 
hastened to court the frieudship of the Portuguese, the Viceroy feturiicrJ 
to Cachiup md on his way made the sovert^igii of Chauh NiAiiin^ul-Mulk* 
who was Lutimiciated by the accounts of the late yictory. n iributaiy to 
the King of PortugrU^t Tins took plocr iu April J309. 

One year fiibsier^uent to thia eTreut the Viceroy was, through the 
imprudence of his odieer^ iueolml iu n scuffle with a band of 
Hottentots at Saldintia Pay* where he had stopped ou his way home, 
uud died^ being wauudedby ajaveliu iu the neck. Besides hh prudence 
nnd valour which Imd coutrihuted in uuudi to exteivd the coi]{|uesta of 
his uatiott, Uoin Fruuciseo d'Ahiicitla, the seventh son of the Condc 
d\4brautc.-s, had u]m other aceomplii^hmimta. It wns he who first 
discovered the Likud of MndnguBear and gave it the name of St, 
Lan'reucet which tinlfiei according to ^Maudeblor:^ was meant either to 
honour hiaaou, or the saint of the day on which the Jis(;overy was 
made. Hia dL>«intcrestedues9 was equni to hia vjdouCi fotp unlik[« 
Rome of his aiiece^njij he returned home fniorer tliau when lie 
left Lisbon for fudifti Jlis dentil has beeti a never-eliding tiierue 
for philoiophicBl dkeourscHp and* among otliersp there h n cDiitem- 
porary ivriter who moralLzes on the sad eveut thiia z —“ That the 
mm who had trampled u|ion cmintlcii«i thousands of Asiatics, who

he ia nientioiied in liiN bj Duarte Barbosa, who* under tile iiatnc of 
Cheiib describes the place thus i— 

** Leaving the kingdom of Cans biy^ along the coast towards the ioiithi 
aE eight leaguca’ dktincet there is a tine large river, ami on it is a place 
called Cheulti—not very Urge^ of hainlsome honseSt ivliich are all 
covered witli thatch* This place Is one of great commerce in mer¬ 
chandize, and in the monlbs of DeccinbcTT January, FebruiTT, nud 
March there Are many ships from the ^falnliar coutitry imd all other 
parts, which arrive with cargoes. That is to snv, those of ^filnbar 
laticn with cocoa nuts, arecos, spiee^ dnigs, palm Sugary emery, and 
there they make their sales for the continent nnil for the kingdom of 
Cambay; and the ships of CAmbaj come tjscre to meet tlfcem laden 
with eotton stuffs. And mnciy other goods which Arc AVAiiiblc in 
Mnlahafi and these are bartered for the goods wbicli have come 
from the ^filahar country. And on the retnrD voyage they Ell their 
ships with wheat, Tcgetahtes, millet^ rice. Sesame^ oil of sesame, of 
which there is much in the coantry ; ami these Malahiirs also buy 
inAny piece* of line muslin^ for womenk hcadnilress, and many hey- 
Tinies, of whirh there are plenty in this kingdom. A large quantity 
nf copper is sold in this port of Cheuh And at n high price, for 
it is worth twenty dtteits the huudredweight, or morcj because in 
the interinf money is made of it, and it h also used thrmigliont 
the cntinirT for conking-pohs. There ts also a gtVAt consumptiuu 
in this place of quicksilver and vermilion for tlie interior, and for the 
kingdom of Guzarat, which copfTcr, quicksilver, and verEnition i* 
brought to ihis place by the .Malabar merehnnts, who get it from the 
factories of the Kiiig of Portugal j apij they get more of it by way os' 
the .Mckkah^ which comes there from Din* These people wear the 
bey rallies put ou for a few days nearly h% the raw stAte, and afterwards 
tlify bleach Elicni and make them very white, and giuri them to sell 
Eheui abroad, nud tints ^omc are met with amon^t them which are 
toni. In this imrt of Chml there are few hilmhitmits, e!i;ecpt during 
three or four mouths of the year, the time for pntEing in cargo, whrn 
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there jurire merabuita rroin ikll the udghbuurhfKxl, and tliev make 
their barg&iiiH during ttiii period, and despatch their gooda, and after 
that return to their hLUiti^s iiniil the next season, eo that this place ii 
like a fair b Uiusc moiUha, There ta a Maorish gcutleiuai) ns govenor 
of this place, who is a vassal of the Kiug of Dceatii, nud cdlecta his 
rentiaes, and nccounts to him for them, fie is called Xcch, and does 
great service to the King of Portugal, and is a great friend of the Portu¬ 
guese. and treats very well nU those thnt go there, and keeps the 
country very secure, lu iJiis place there is always a Portiiguea* 
factor appoiatvd by the cajitaiii and factor of Got, in order to 
send from this j)lac(; provlaioas and other necessaries to the city of 
Goa, and to the Portuguese Keels and at a distance of about a 
league inland from UhtuI is a place ivhere the Moors and Gentilea 
of the cities and towns throughout the country come to act up iheir 
•hops of goods and cloths at Cheul during the iMrfore'nieutioned 
months j they bring ihcM in great caravans of domestic oxen, with 
packs like donkeys, and on the top nf these long white sacks pluced 
erosBwtsc, in which they hiring goods; nnd one man' drives thirty 
or forty beasts htforc liim.”* 

During the Governorship of I.oi>o Soares d'AI bergs ria, in the year 
I5ie. pcrmUsioii was ohtaioed fn?tn Niiam-ul-^fttlk to establish on a 
larger scale a factory nt Chaul, and to hnve freer iicceaa than the Portu- 
gu^e had hitherto bad to this tmpirrUnt herhour- It is on thisocci^ 
lion that the Porluguirsc chroniclers make the finrt nicntiaq of Mahim 
and Bandura, nit hough it has no great historical iniiwrlauce attached to 
it. It was but a stnniush by Dom Jmiu dc Monroy, who. while the 
Governor was engaged in the lied Sea, haring ordera to cruise nlongthe 
coast, entered the Mabim riv«- and met n nntivc merchant vessel, the 
crew of which on the appronch of the Porttignesc dragged her on shore.' 
and, taking as much of the cargo as they could carry, rnu off in haste! 
Monroy then took the ih]p and stceretl towards Chant. Passing near 
the Mahim fort he ordered a discharge nf nrtiltery ngninst it, nnd 
went on hb way ; the native captaui of the fort, by imnie nignji, 
extremely vesed fur this ontrageons provncalioii, equipped in liaste 
ten vessels, and fo1Iowe<l iu pursuit of hfonroy. They met at the 
entrance of the Ciiaiil river, where Hogiiji wns defeated.

Toisfortiirtefl were the firing 
of the powder-room of the ship comnnEinded by Anton in CorrcA, by the 
Mahumedan crew of n ves- 5 i*l cnptkireHl by him on liis voyage from 
Ormuz to Diu, on hnsird of whieli they were mwide priJOilCffl^ end 
iy which they blew up the poop into the nir nloiig with the brave 
eooqncror of Bnhrayn end ell his rich Iwty. This wrus followed by 
the defeat of the little fieet that was sent under Beja to make the old 
demnDd in regard to a rite to const met a fort at Din* whicb not only 
met with * Atom refLEsah but in thr ArtilBe wliich ensued on that occasion 
one of their gnIleyA wroA flunk. Diogo Lopefl at last, owing to thew 
disastersp ahniidoiud the project and relired precipitately, harassed ae 
he was by ^Inlik Ey/n and his compeera in tk-^ rear, until he arrived at 
Chaul. 

At Cbniil, Diogo Lappa met Fema5 Cnmelicv who had come with 
permission from Nitaio-uhAIiilk to erect a fort on the site of Iteva- 
dan^a, where the Portuguese Lkad niready bkdlL in 1 jl 6p a mlAerable- 
locking little lioiiflc etllpd a factory. They were^ howeter* praclically 
maitera of the place to sneh an extent as to enrage the MahomedonSp 
who through sheer jcalokisy iiad murdered the first factor^ Joao Fer- 
niinde9> whose place was tlien ftllcd by Femail Camello.* 

Some of the chrotkklera state that the permiMkon for the ereetioa 
of the fortress was not only willingly granted by Ni^iirn^iil-^lnlk* but 
almost pressetl on them to be executed expeditkously, in order to spite 
the Gujarat king, with whom the Nizalm was then at war. For this 
pnrjicse the king of Ahinndoagar, who hath ^ slu>rt time before, had 
hki eily burnt by the iJilhul firet of Add Khan, despatdied to th^ 
Portugneae factory a person whom Barros calls Letcfican ( Lallf Khan) 
to concert mensortAatld draw up an agfeement or treaty between the 
two parties^ The govemorsbip of the ^tahomedan city of Chai4 had 
then fujlukk vacant, and wits in dispute belwcei'ii twn rival brothers named 
Sheikh Ahmid and Sheikh Mahomed, the highest bidder for the priie 
succeeding to the place. 

Dingo Lopes was not stow to profit by so advantageoui an offer* 
The irealy being ratified and signed, the building of the fort waa

Tlic i^aIU liring once creel (hI, tlie workmcDp to ivliose toils a great 
inipetiiB wm imparted by tlip receipt of letter^ from the Kitig of 
Fortugfll desiring them ta build n fort fit Cliaul ns well aa li DiOp 
applied themselves it €9uv^t to perl^t the iiuier apart men Es of tlio 
building. \Vitliin this time the eliargc of the factory Imd pasaeil 
over from Camclb to Diogo Faes, Being aware that the erretioo of 
the fortfOAi of Chnul wna begnii^ which woiLld event uallj prove 
prejudicial to hh interests, Bialik EyAis lost no time in makitig hia 
appeamuee before Cbaul wiili more than fifty vcAseIi> and BUiik a 
large Portuguese ship of Pedro da Silva do Meueies sailing with a rich 
cargo from Omniis* He then oontitiiied to hlockado the fort of 
Cliaul for three week a, doing considerable dacnuge to the srpiadroTt 
which was opposed to him, and altogether hamsing them greatly. 
NotwithstaiiJing this, the construction of the fort was persevciiiigh' 
carried on. About thb time Dlogo LopeSi learuhig that his successor 
had arrived at Cocbiii and his presence was oecessatr at that places 
Biui being chagrined, moreover^ at tlie inglorious result of the tmvnl 
eoeouutera aljovc aUmled to^ forced his way through the enomy^s fleet, 
leaving his nephew lleun^juc dc Meuezes to coitunand the fort, and 
Fernno Bejn in eharge of tbe ships, consisting of two gallrys, tbree 
caravels, one foiat, and one hrigautiue, to opjKise the aggressions of Malik 
Kyuz. 

While tlniH forcing hia way, escorted by lib vesselsp Diogo Lopes 
waSp besides some untownril accEdeuls of tide and head wiud^ met 
with a vigorous attack by Ag.a ^lahomed, who wna then eomnmnd- 
iiig the Cambay fleet, aiuh being iudefatigabk in seconding every 
iiiteutiou of his master, had himself done all in hLs power to hinder 
the establishment of the Portuguese at Chaul. He wo^ however, 
defeated, akliough the victory coart the Portugtiese the death of 
Fernao Beja, who is erovmeil by the annoJIsta with the pnm|KmA title 
of ^^Gctieral of the Sea.” This memorable engagement was seen with

at 9tube. Bejn wnii much regretted^ and his place was teinporarily 
occupied by AiUouio Cuiffta (not the one blown up near Ormuz)* • 
pending the atriToJ of Dom ljuia de Menezes, broiber of Use luw 
Goveruon who baJ btwn appointed in lits place General of tin? 
ftea/* 

To seciirc the entnince to the riTCPp the Pnrtngttcse hud conatructed 
n Tcdoiibt or bulwark on the side opposite to tile fort, and placed it 
under the command of Pedrn Vaz Fernieo, nn old officer who had seen 
service in Italy, with a gnrrisott of thirty mciu Aga Mahomed Landed 
30U of bis men by night to stir|mse this bulwnrk; but the Etna!I 
gorriiifoii^ tboagLi the captain and several men were slain, Taliantly 
opposed them, and maintaiued their ground till relieved by iluy 
\'az Percim with a rclnforccnieiit of two armed boats containing 
BiKty men, wJio put tlie enemy to flight, a fter ho Ting lost two of 
their chief oilicers and a hundred mcn« By this iulgnal sneers of 
the Fortiignese the enemy wore mueh dniiuted, particularly a cerEain 
ivheiki] Xlnhonieil, a great man in the city, who pretended to be a friend 
of the Portuguese* hut yet did everything In his power secretly to 
molest them. On the occasion of the defeat of ligti Mahonied, thia 
sheikh* beltmng him ignorant of his perfidy i sent to congratulata 
Autonio Correa ; but the latter, well knowuig hb treachery* fieut him 
in return the heods of his messengers, aud hungup their bodies, for bia 
edifientioji, along the sbure. The Sheikh was taken abae'k at this act^ 
and lu revenge proceeded to open hostilities, encouraging Aga 31 a- 
botued to persevere in the blockade* giving him at the same time 
iutclligciice that the Portuguese were in want of ammunition j but 
Dorn Lnia de 3feuezes arrived in the nick of time with rcinforM- 
ments and a supply of ammunition aud proviflioua* beside the new 
captain of Chaul* SiuiiB d\\i]ilrade i to them Correo resigned the com¬ 
mand* and the blockade was raised. Some of the ehroniclera relate 
wonders of this siege. They tell us of n soldier^s shield on which n 
cmcrlii was represented being spiked with siijty darts, none of which 
touched the crueifiK; and of others baling twenty or more dam on 
them, which were likewise uninjured*

Tlir n«xt liutaHc«l hcrI in ronnection with Ciwul m tin arrifil 
of VaMo da Gunu in its port im hia third mid lost voyR]^ to India aa 
the aecond Viceroy of the Portoguese dominions io the Eut. On 
hii way to Goa, off Dabnl, he met with a fierce tempest which 
Was about to etisitlr hia fleet, and which Vasco da Oaina, with bis 
usual Masff froid, used to explain away m a symptom of the ocean’s 
fright at his presence: he was dnYcn safirly to Chau I, wbe» he cast 
anchor on the 8tli September 1524, and took, according to Barros, 
his title of Viceroy, following the esnmple of Bom Francisco 
d'Almeida, who had taken the same title on his arrienl at Canoa- 
nore. lie did not land at all, but on his arrival Simou d’Andrade, 
Captain of Chaul, went at once to pay his respects to the Admiral 
on board bu reasei, where, says Gaspar Correa, '■ the Viceroy did 
him great faonourj and gaiie him and all the Captains of the fleet 
Urge presents of refreshments, because he was very grand and liberal 
in his eipenditure.” * Then the Viceroy appointed CbristOTnOi de 
Soma captain of the fortress, and boring made, in conformity with hii 
instruciioDs from the King, several other minor appointments, be sailed, 
nftern stay of three dnys, to Goa, carrying with him all the officers who 
did not belong to the local garrisoo and were unmarried, or had no pre¬ 
test wbatercr for staying nt Chaul, promising to each a share of the 
rich ipai) of a Mabomedan ship which he had captured at sea on liia 
way from the Red Sea to India. The goods on board that ship^ when 
valued, were found to contain one hundred thousand ducats in g ol d, 
nod two hundred thousand more in merchaiidiie and slaves. 

Bom Duarte de Mcneics, on entering upon the government of India 
on the 22odof January 1322. hnd sent his brother Bom Luis de 
Mcocms, the General of the Sea in Cliaul, to Ormna to quell n rebellion 
of the .Mnhomedaos, and nRerwards followed himself. The Maho^ 
mcdatis showed opposition to the obnoaians tnensnie ndoptf d bv Bom 

Dnarie'* predecessor of appointing Portuguese officera u, the custom* 

house of Ormii*. to prevent certnin frauds that had bem practised bv 
the native officers of the customs. Bn Bom Luis going to Ormira 
Chanl was left entirely In the care of Sinimi d'Amlrade, who had bremi 
his enieer here by caj.iuring two Turkish galleys and gaining n victory 
over the people of D.ibul. By this success that city was reduced, and 
made to pay tribute, and also to cede to him two of the enemy’s

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vbipt. In the meaD^'liik the fort of Cb&ul^ whith hitd b^giij] to he 
bath in 1531^ had beeii eorapleted About 1524^ mnd oominntided cTen 
the entrtnce of the hurboar of Bombn^p in which from this (kte the 
Portuguese fleets were moTiog freely. 

Op DomDunite puttmg in ai Chanl, where he met ChristoTaO de 
?ou£a as ('spuipp he was in formed that the ViccroTp Vnaeo da Gama^ 
had left orders not to (dlow him to land- ilalik Eyat in the mean¬ 
while appears to have been terrified by the repented Eiaecesses of the 
Portugnese, for he at once withdrew his fleet from before Chaub to 
return Again in 1S2S^ when a great number of theships of the fleeh which 
comprised barqnesp were destroyed by the nllied forces of tbe Portxi- 
guese and the King of AhtnadongAr, A valiant Moor named .^lexiath 
(All Hhah) was in commands He had done much injury to the tnbjects 
of Nizani'Ul-.Mulk and to the Portuguese trade at Chatil during the 
captaincT of Christova^ de Souza. In consequence of this, the present 
CaptaiUt Fmneisco Pereira de Berrtdo, dcKianded aid from the GovemoT* 
Lopo VftE de SftinpayOt who Accordingly set sail with 4D vessels of 
different siecs^ in which wort 1*001^ Portuguese saldiera, bcjides a consi¬ 
derable force of armed nativee. in tbLs cicpcdltlofi LLcitor Je Sylveira 
commanded the small vasscIa that were rowed—they all being MalabAr 
TcaEtls, which, by the early writers ore called t&tur*, 

&C+, and are in fact rowings boats—while Sampayo took charge of the 
sailing Teasels^ Oo arriving at Chnuh Sam payo sent 80 PorluguEsep 
under the command of Joao de Avclar* to tht assistance of Nizflm- 
nl-Mulki and then sailed towards Diu. tt was on this oceaabD that 
Bombay was for the second tima visited by the Portuguese. Off Bom¬ 
bay the Cambay fleet, of which he was in search, was descried ; some 
of the ships were detached and sent round to secure the entrance to the 
Bandora creeks to prevenc the enemy from rseapingp while Sylveira with 
bU brigandnea and rowing-buAts bore down npn them* Daring the 
nigbtk which WAS spent in the Bombay harhoaf|*thecnJwt of both flcflts 
observed in the sky a comet of evtrwordinnn' size, sword-like in shape^

Kotwiibstatidmg, I he engagement took pUcc^ AJiitle before 
thU* bowcTer, Ssmpayo got into one of hia swifl Ikttc boats and ordering 
alL the ships of hU fleet m a line made a short speech to each of them. 
encouTPging them to netionj and then gave the order for flghting 
After a fnrioua cannonAtle about or in front of the Bombay harbonr. 
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iho Portiignpsr ujiillaiitlv boarded the cuenij, who attempted to flee 
round the hni-boiir through the BwidorA creckp but found it block- 
ndrd, nnd Ali Shah esenped with only ten of his barquci, all the 
Tfftt being taken. Of I he 7^ vessels captiireii, with n vast mini her 
of prisoners and much artillery and nbundAnce of amniiitiitton, 3S were 
reinined as serviceable, the re^t being burnt* It was on this ofcasion 
that Thima. Salsette, niid Bombay were made tributary. All this tiiKpk 
place in February 

In this naval engagement Francisco de Barrio de Pnivi was the drat 
to board tlie enemy's vessels, and obtainetl the prize of ItXi dnenis 
whkh hod been previously ofFenxI by Sampayo fur snch an aclp The 
Portiigtiesc hlstorian^^ state that, ah hough the enemy lost so many 
ships and lives, the Portugnese lost not a single nwn. On this La6Un 
remarks:—Pent on lea crolre sans Icur fairc tort et fans iliniinuir 
beaiicoLj|i IVplat dc Jenr victoire en concevant trop de mi^pris pour 
Ics enniimis, a ijiii ila avalent affaire ?''* 

Thciietachmeiitmit toJfizaniHil-Miilk* assisted by 1,000 native sol¬ 
diers of that king, acriniml great honour by their gallantry, tlisir com¬ 
mander, Jofto de Avebr, being the first to s^lo, with their asiUtnnce, 
a fort belongkig to the Gnjarikt king tUl then thought impregnable^ 
Haring flUin the defenders, he delivered it op to XiiAm-til-Afulk, who 
had for this purpose first implored ilie M of the Fortuguese. 

[n 1530 thf Portuguese had a SE|naLhle with Nizam-nl-Midk, who 
had at length come to the dt^temhiation. In spite of all his ntnicable 
overtures, to show the Portuguese his undisguised displeasure at linving 
hcen compelled to cede them a few roixls of the grminil at the L'hnul creek. 
This mtsundersUnding appears to hare nriginnted from the then cap¬ 
tain of Chmd, Franeisea Pereini Berredo, hnving, St the request of Ni- 
z^m-ubMulk, proceeded withn deUehment of 2{!0 fueu under \m per- 
sonnl eommiind to overUirow his enemy the king of Cam bar, who 
was at the head of an army of 12d>0fi, but only to return afker aulfiT* 
ing a severe repulAi\ Hence the cletcnTiiiiation of Nidiai^nl.^iJiilk 
to show hia displeaiiure, whieli indicates fo whal extent the frieudshin 
he bore to ihe Portuguese was induced by selfiiiEerest, Ffowever 
ilifferencRl were Soon made up. but the gwil nndenstandtiig, 
ficsal in its nature, lasted only for a dt^rade, during whirh period 
Chanl was the only powerful Portiiguei^r naval station oii this pnrl

The saoeess of llic Pprtug'iierw^ tinder Sampayo had terrified all 
the princes of iDdia who had been hitherto their encmlea. Nirnni-ah 
Miilk and Adil Khan sent in their ainba^dors to the 

Viceroy, Doin Canui cle NoroiihiL, to miew their fomier treaties of 
peace, and the Zamotin was to obtain more honourable trealnictil fn>m 
his employing the mediation of a coiutnandatit of %ht fort of Cliali;* 
near Calient.* 

TIu' iiesE. imjHjrlanl eepiit in connection with the hiatoiy of Chnnl 
is a grand inival review held in the harhtmr of Doinbay^^ llic largest 
fleet that ever croased the Uonibay waters, comprhing four hundred 
yeAstds of all de^ riptiona. priiitipally frotn Chaul, were aMenibled under 
thrconiniauil of Nuno dn Cniiha, Govemor-Geiieral in India, cmivLy- 
ing men, of whom no leas lluin soldiers and saihirs 

were Enropenus, There were, brnidi^i. 3,000 f.anara and Mnlalinr 
anldiers, aOOO slaves, and nbout 5,000 native seamen. All of them 
wtre paraded on the site of the present Eaplnnadct and it wm a spku- 
dill speetneic, say the clifiiiniclers, to ace these setdiens, in the cjLiidut 
||;audy eostntnea of the time, nioviog on the then nlmost ilcsolate 
ialcind of Ihimbay, Imving for n hackgToiflnd ihe array of veswlfi Iriug 
at anchor in the harbour, and all pre|MiTing to sail for the coiwpiefit of 
IJiii. This took pbee in Jannary l5:ih They sailed towards l>iu on 
the 7th Febninn, and earried by assault a strongly fortiiicd 
ill the islaiul of lieyU in the Gnif of (kitch. 

Some time af^cr, C'hnul wait visited by one of the gTs?ntest Portu¬ 
guese travellers? the yet hi tie known Fernati Mendes Pinto, fie 
came tlowai on board the eanle fiet't which hrought a new Captain of 
Chaul, appointed by the King, by nntne Jorge dn Lima. On arrival 
at (i^hauh in liS^S or the liegiiiiihig of 1539, he met here Sinind Gneiles, 
who was then theCn|itain of Chniil, mid to whom he mentioned all the 
untoward aireithnits that befell him on the wa\%+

In (he>«r 1540 Nltiin-ul-Mulk bfiiig delcrroiiied to gain posM- 
>>ion Tof the fortnwsea of Sangatv bul CBriinU (SanJiH and Karmila), ’ 
held by two gobjects nf the king of Oujarai, on the froniiefg of 
that kingdom, and which were fonnitlahle from tlicir gtretigth nnd 
gitiifltioii. took them hyMMutt in the abgence of their comiiiandeM. 
Doin Fmicigoo de Mencica, the caplain oflWiii, having Wo ap- 
pik'd to for help, went tu their aggiaraiK^ with 3IHI Kuropeaui and 
a (larty of t«tivc tnwju, and the fortregsrjt were slnniicd, retsken, 
and restored fo tlieir formEr owner*, and rortugnege gnrrigona left with 
hotli for tlieir protection. After a short tinie Nuism-iiUMulk, with 
an army of 5,Uil0, barini; mined and piUnged the two diairicta, the 
coimnamlerain dwpair abandoned the places. mJ, reaignbig their title* 
to tlic Portiigncse, withtirew to Dassein, tthence Meneata sent .niiplie* 
relief, mtend.ng to defend them. On hearing of this. Niriui^nU 
Mnlk sent nn edddimial foree of G.OOU ni„o, of whom I.UlHJ were mtw- 
keteers, and SOU wcll-e(niip|)cd horsemen. This great force liaving be¬ 
siege,! the fortress., which they twice aasaiiffod in one dav. ihov were 
repnlse.! with great sla.igl.ter. Tlmy again ag^auitid the 'trench™, and 
were opposed wjti, deformlnation, until, being much fotigoed. nnd 
suffenng from iiungcr and cice*sivc heat, !»[], partiea were under 
the ncee-wity of deelaring by oiuitml cooiciit a truce. In tliia 
interval Meiiete* having arrived with tflO Enropeaie^ twenty of whom 
were cavalry, seicml naibs ami l’.OOO native goldicw, the'attack wag 
renewed, ami after a Bhar|. ciieonnter the enemy fleil. leaving the ' 
ground about ihf fonressw strewed with arm* null lunraimittou.

The sreret at last got out: Fnratc KhAfi being Appohiied tlic 
comniniider of ^istani-itLMiilk i army, odvoiieeil with it ahont die 
end of Dteember, in fnliibteat uf the sti|mblion 3 of bii master. 
Ilis army eniisisted of 2S cliphniifs, Kim lionsts and 20^000 infnntry; 
mini ofcotinigc and willing to fight, Init wanting in one thing—dbci- 
pliiie—to make diem tine ioliiiera. 

Tbi ir rnnreh into the enrirona of the old city wm made nmidst the 
deafening soinitl ot cymlials, bt^nting of ilrums, and n variety of 
martial tmuie. Four thoiiaiiiid of the AhmndiLagitr cavalry then 
mnrchcfl alnitg the nortli of Chaul to cut olF the reiiifejiremeiitA 
anti Biippltcs from Baif^sein, and tliu spinal I fort of Cftmnja willi its 
garrisoi] of 4D men imder Duarte Pcieslrello, AU this ainasiiig 
oatenTation did not, however^ in tlie ha^t alnrni the PoftM.g?ieae citisens^ 
who, Indng fislly awake iw to wkai wna to liapjK>iT, tlisplayed the same 
sereneiJcterniination, iiitrepidity, niid willljiguc^ii to fight aatheir ronutry- 
Tiien at Goa. Tlse chroniclers attribute this dii^pni^itioii ofmiod to die 
I'ieiTov, Dtiiri r,nb d'Atbaide* the l^’-iril GniiuiLig of iho^e days, whose 
giKid example bad, more thaa any thing iasptred ihrpi with euufi- 
deace. JIc wna reeuiumeuded tiy many, esprcinlly the Ardibldiop, to 
flhninlon ChaiiUW the gn^tiT security of Goa; but he uiidanntcdly rt' 
solved to dk.'fend both. 

This WBUi n time pregoniit with grave eveam. Goa was tbea in the 
diroea of a formiihible iiivfwion. ffowever, those were the days iit 
which the cft|iiral of Purtagnese Imlin had not entirely dec-hned 
from ilA fornu r j^roufl eminence ofliivun' and jhiwcr* fliul romautic 
ineideiits nud deeds of valour were not nneonuiiEin.

Fnratc Khann immediately on his arrivnl nt Chaul, alHint the end of 
13ecembt'r I ii7(h marahaltcd Ills artillery nnd eU'jdtants in battle army* 
and having made sttre that in piirBiiance ef the league .\diL Klian had 
taken liie fichl before Oon, without awaiting further orders from the 
king Nis^aiii Shah, who was himself expected to join the campaign, 
gave iirdi^ra to curry the ]slacc hy a cow/i ^/e wptfi'a. Ilia attcinpt, how- 
evtTp proving oDsiicccssfoh he retreated into the irhapci of Mad re de 
Dens and wailed there until the king nrriixsd, alxuit the Idili Jaiuiary 
JiiJl, with the rest of his nrniy, whichp with that umlcr Geneml Farate 
Khnii, niiiounted now to 34p000 lmm% lOOptJOO foot^ 30,000 piniieens 
niid 4d>00 ineii cmisi^ting ef smiths* innsmis, nnd other artimii^ of dif¬ 
ferent luitiotinlitieBp MtcU as Turksp Pefsiniia, Ahyastninns^ niul a few 
Kiirnprnn rtniegtides. lie liiirl also 300 elejiliJinls with dO pierea of 
artillery tif eiairmmts with snrh names os ^ the eniel/ ‘ the 

dcvoiircr*' * ihn hntcherp^ 'the honour/ S;e.| and every kiml of 
nmiiiuoitioii. This prodigious force was encamped in the i-nviivnia 
nf Chsinl, which phtei^p though hut poorly fortiBed and with nnly a 
handful nf men to carry on its de fen cCp had a few* officers of :^in:h extra' 
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ordilwry coumgc, a« Dom Luis *1 d Mt^ncsrsy who luicl earned through 
hi5 cs]>loita the appeltatton of «o/ua vnundif and otbotB, that one of 
them wni aurdy worth a hundred of the enemy. Tlwt Nizam-iil-^tfulk 
hnd. besides, an ausiliary noTaJ forte to assist him from the Zamorin, 
which mustered twcutj*two paratUf carrying J,500 fusiliers \ this 
fleet he ordered to engage t]ie Portuguese in liic jjort, and ascended 
the top of one of his own mosijitDs to observe the progress of (he 
action, lie had, liowever, the mortili cation to behold from this place 
the crtishing defeat of the hlafabareso allies, in whom he Imd placed 
more de]ien[leiice than in his own army, 

“Thus,” says l^ria y Sonai. an army of 150,000 men sat down 
to besiege a town that was defended merely by a single wall, a fort 
not much larger than n house, and a handfel of men. Farale Khan 
took up his c]iinrters near the church of hladre dc Deils with 7,000 
horse and 20 clej>haut« - Agalas Khan in the home of Joaii Lopes 
witli 6,000 horse; Niniiri Khan between that and Upper Chaul with 
2,000 liorse: so that (be city was beset from gea to sea. 1‘hc Ni»im 
encaiaiHtl with the main body of the army at thefarther end of the town, 
where the ground was corcred with teu(s fur the space of two leagues ; 
and 6,000 horse were detached to mvage the district of Bassein.”* 
Although at the commencement of the siege the Portuguese garriaon 
was, ns above stated, n mere hnnclfnl of men, and the works being 
very slight no particular posts were i^sigm-d, all acting wherever their 
sendees were most wanted, yet soon nfterwartls the news of the siege 
having spread abroad, many officers and gentlemen flocked thither 
wiili reinforeemcots, so that in a short lime the garrison was augmeuled 
to 2.000 mea.

At last lilt rdiiforcetoeTits arrived^ in spite of nlL the efTortfl of the 
enemy to intercept them. The enemy had erected ft Iwttte?)'^ against the 
ifiDQnst«:ry of the Franciscans, where the Portngnesu had sooie ennnon s 
and Hs the gtmiicrs on both sides used their ntnto^l ciideavouna to hurst 
or disniount the opjHj^lte gntis, the cnnnon-haLb were floinetiuies seen to 
meet by the way. (Jn the etc of iSl. iRehnsttin tlie Portuguese made 
n sally upon soinc houses whlL-li were occupied by the Moonii, and slew 
n great number of them without the loss of evi-n one man* FtiragEM:| at 
this affront and thr late repuUe^ the enemy made ihnt Mme night an 
assinilt on the fortified’niouftslery of the Franciscans with fipOOU men, 
expecting to surprise the Portngues+p but were icmn undccehcd by 
losing many of ilieir men. This assault IftSied with great fury for 
five hoUF^; and as ihc Portuguese suspected I he i-npoiy were mider- 
minlng the wall, and could not sec by reaion of the darkness, one 
Chrislocau Corvo thrust himself setcral times out from a window, wilh 
n torch in one hand and a buckler lu the other, to discover, if pCMtsibk\ 
what they were doing. During this nssault those in tfte town sent 
out fts^istonee to the garrison iti the inouftsterVi though with iiHich 
liozard. When morning brake and the nssnilants had retired, the 
lunnastcry was found all stuck fnll of arrows, and the dead bodies of 3(KI 
Monrs were seen around its walls, wbile the defenders had not lo«t 
a single man. 

The enemy rencwcEl the nasnnlt on this [iiast for fivcaucces^ive days, 
nnd were every time rc|uilsed by the Portugneae with vaat slaughter, 
the garrison often sallying nut and sire wing the field witJi eihiiii 
enemies, h was nt length judged exjicdieiit to withdraw ib^ men 
from this place into the town, lest its loaw should oceasiou greater iujiiry 
than its defence con Id do fierviee. ^renteen of the Portngnesc were here 
si Ain. One of these used to stand oo a high place to notice when the 
enemy fired their eannon, and on one oceasiau said to the men below, 

if these fellows should now fi.ra liafipadiUo (a cannon 18 feet long to 
which that name was given), it will send me to sup with ChrLst, to 
whom 1 commend my soul* tor it points directly at me.*^ tie Imd 
hardly spoken these words when he was tom to picct^s by a bnU froiii that 
very gnu. On getting jKkssrssio^dVfcjif w^iiastery uftlir Fraiiclsi^us 
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i\it^ fired ii whofc street lo tlie town of Chmal, hut cm nttempLin^ 

tu take posi b Fome hc^ufOA they were driven oul with the luss of SOO 
nseij. At tliitf time Gou^nla da Caiaifim went to Goa for more re^ 
iiiforci^mentB^ as the gnrrisoii waa mueb pressed, »nd brought n relief in 
two gnJIcTa.

W'iih this smnlt bniid of only 70 soldicn Pere^treKii 
sallied otiiagninst the ei.riny,a)id with such sneccss that after emeriug 
ihi- little island with dead hodies, the rest fled, leaving their cannoii 
And a eonridcrahlc quantity of Animunitioa and provjsioDs. 

Ill the nieniitiiiK' the Moors coutinued to hatter L'haul mthoiil 
intcrmiaiiion for a whole inonth with plcci^ of huge eaniicm, 
every day espending ngniiisi Us weak defeneea at least ttifl balls! 

J his treineuiIoiiB cannonade did tiTUeh damage to the houses of 
■ he town, in which nia.iy of the brave delenden were stain. On 
one ocension sis parsons who wen* rating together were ilestroved 
by a single hall This furions Ijattery was commeneed against the 
hnstioii of the lioly Cross, and was carried on for a eonsidenihle wav 
along the defi-neea of that front of the town, levelling everything with 
the ground, Tha hesiiged used everj- precamion to shelter theni- 
wlves Ly itigging ireiiches; hut the hostile gnimers were so esjiert 
that they elLVoteJ thi ir guns ami made their halls plunge among 
timse will) considered tlieit.selves in satety. On observing that one of 
the enemies' batteries beyond the cLoreli of the Daininicous never 
ceased its destnietive fire. Perestrello detached 1 20 men ntider Ale^- 
amire dv Somut and ugnstiiilm Xuiie*, who drove tlie enemy 
after a iigorons resistance, IVwm ihe Uttery with great slangliier 
set their works on fire, and ievetJed them with the grouml, withoni 
siistainnig any loss. Among the arms taken in lliis successful sortie

several large houses in which they eiideavonred to usiahlisH

some Are wnAfleddeiitallY communicated tu Uie mine diidiig tiie 
conHietp and it blew up vrhilc fitUl occupied by the PortugiieH?! by 
which 4’2 of tbcif ^Idlers were destroyed, without the least injury to the 
Moores who then pleLiited their cnlonri im the niina, Niuiiri Kluln 
Tnftde an asaaiik by night with (iOO men upon the bastion ot‘thc Holy 
Oosii, in which Ferdinand □ PcTeim was posted witli ilO tneiip reluroreetl 
hy llenrit|tlc dc Betancourt with a few mart.

'I'he iwu mTnEnaiiilers hastened to juiii tbelr men, mid theEi directed 
lliem to dei^Lfoy the wurks they hnd so gnilantly won, PiTjdesed with 
m iimny losses, the Nizam made a general assault at night with hi^f 
whole nriiiy, attacking nil the posts nt one time. Every one almost tliey 
penetrated; hut the garrbuisi exerted thciniehca with so miieh vigour 
that they drove the floors troiii every ^Kiint of attack, aini in the 
iiujrniiig above 5ihl of the eneioy were found alaLu in and alwtit the 
mined defences, w'hile the Portuguese had only lost four or five nifii, 
Aiaiiit this tinve the defenLlcra receiveiL a reioforcemeut of above 2nU 
men from Gon, Dlu, and Basaeiu, with a large Eupply of ammuiiitioii 
and ]irovis]qi}3; but at the gamo time they wore much mlBisted by 
n troublesome though not mortal thEeasCj by which they became a welled 
all over m as to Icme tlio use of their Limbs. 

Having hiefrootnally fiidonypuretl to stir up enemies against the 
Portuguese in t'amhay OEi purpose to prevent relief lieing rent to I lie 
bravT defenders of Chaul, tbo NtRlim made evei^ efTfirt to bring hLg 
arduous cuterjirise to a fnvoumhie eoitelusiou. Tlie house of Kiino 
Alvares Peretm, licing used ns a stronghold by the Pnrtoguesei was 
battercil during forty-two dnya by the ctiemVi who then assaulted it 
with 5,0Cin men. At first the dcfemlcrs of this imal were only forty 
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111 number, but twenty more came to their usiistance immediatelv 
and screml oiliers afterwards. The I^Ioors were repulsed with the 
loss of 50 men, while the Portuguese only lost one. The house of 
Nuno Veiho was hatiered for thirty days and assaulted with the Minie 
success, only that the Portuguese lost ten men in its defence. Juiltintr 
It no longer esj^dicnl to defend this boiwe, it was undermiued and 
eiacLmted, on which the enemy hastened to take possession and it 
wna blown up, doing consiilerahlc damogc among them, but not so 
inac lu espi-cted. The jtiiminrr wna now alniost spent ; above 
6,OUO cannon.balis had been thrown into the town, mme of whicli 
were otprodigious sbe.* and the Ntei.m seemed determined to continire 
the siege durmg tl.e winter* Alojut 200 Portuguese, appalled by tbe 
dangers of the siege, had alrearly deserted ; but instead of them 300 
men had come from Goa. so that the garrison w«» ereo stronger tfasu 
«).. the nth of April, Gno™lo da Camara made a sortie upon 
jOO hlooni in an orchard, only fifty of whom escaped. 


tortune could not be always foronrable to the besieged, tiy a 
chance ball from the enemy, one of the galleys which brought relief 
was Blink with 4ft men and goods to the mine of dO.ftrtft ducats. But 
next liny Ferdinnndo Tellej made n sally with 100 men,, and gained a 
Victory erpial to that of Gonralo da Camara, and brought away one picre 
of eamioii with some nmmunition, arms, atirl other booty. This action 
was seen by the NbAm himself, who mounted liis horse'to join in it in 
person, for which purpore he seized n limce, which he soon changed for 
a wliip. with whieli he threatened to chastise bis men. upbraiding 
them as cowards. The Korcugnese were now so imirsi] to danger that 
nothing eould terrify them, and they seemed to court death, imtead of 
shunning it. on all occasions. Some of them being employed to level 
those works from which the enemy had been driven near the monastery 
of the Franciscans, and being more handy with tbeaword tlisn the siiade 
drew upon thcmselres a large party of the enemy, of whom they slew 
abnve 2mi, yet nut without some loss on their own side.

When the siege hnd eonttnued to the beginning of June, the attack a 
and batteries were carried on by hoth aides with aa mneh obstinaej 
and Ttgonr os if then only begun. The house of Nuno AKnres was at 
ihia time taken by the enemy* through the carelessnesa of t he dofeiiders, 
and in an. attempt to recover it 20 of the Portuguese lost thek Hves, 
without doing mutch injury to the enemy. The Moors, in the nejet 
place, got posaesaion of the monastery of the Dominicans, but not without 
lieftTT loss^ and then gained the house of Gou^io de ifenezes, in 
which the Portugnew suffered severely. The hostile hattencs kept iip 
a constant fire from the end of May to the end of June, as the Kizsin 
had resoh'cd to make a hteach large enough for the whole army to 
try its fortuue in a general assault. On tlie 2@Eh of Jiiue, everything 
being in readiness, the Nizamis whole army was drawn up for the 
assault^ all his elephants ap|iearing in the front with castles on their 
bneks foil of armed men. While the whole ariny stood in espcctation 
of the signal for the assault, an officer of note belonging to the enemy 
was slain by a random shot from out of the E^ortugucse eannou, which 
the NLz^m considering as nn evil oinen ordered the attack to be de¬ 
ferred till nest day. On this occAsion sia of the garrison ventured 
beyond tbc works and drew a multitude of the enemy within the reach 
of the Portuguese fire, whieh wws so well Ijestowcd that 118 of the 
Aifsoilfljits were slain and 500 wounded, without any loss on the side 
of the defeinkirs. 

Aljonl noDD on the 29th of June 1571 the NMm gave the signal 
for a^snuk, wheit the whole of his men and elephAiits moved forward 
with horrihlr cries and a prodigioits mm uf warlike instruments. The 
Portugueic were drawn up in thek several posts to defend the ruined 
works, aitd Dom Francisco de ^ffLSra^renhasJ the Com mnuder-in-Chief, 
placed himself opposite the Miziim wiiU a iKrfJy of reserve to trlieve the 
pOHts whenever he might see neces.sary. The day was nltemniely 
darkened with Smoke and lighted up with flames. The slaughter end 
cOnfusimi were great on both sidea ; aomc of the colours of the enemy 
were planted on the works, hut were soon taken or thrown down^ 
along with (hose who had set them up. The clrphanta were made 
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rimiik l>y ths iisil:* who conducted them, ilmt iVy might Iw the fiercer j 
hut, being burnt atitl wounticd, many «f them rmn miMlIy nboiit ibc 
field. One (hat mu much valued by the Ni*iVm, having his hoiwinga 
*11 in Hume!), plunged into the gen nad «wam over the bur, where he 
was killed by mcaninjh.bdJ from one of the Portuguese vessels. The 
Moors continued the awault till night, atmble to gain possession of 
miy ol the works, and iheo dtw off, after losing obove 3,(Jtl(J meu, 
among whom wca* many olRcers of note. On the aide of tlie Portu- 
gueae eight gentlemen were slain and a small number of private 
soldicrfl, 

Nest day the ^f^K>Ta asked leave to bmy their dead, and n truce wns 
granted for (hot ptir^mse. “ While employed in remoring their demi. 
some of the Moors.” adds Faria y Sotiza, - naked the Porluguese what 
woman it was that went before them i,i the fight, and ifahe were alive 
i>ne of the Portuguese aiwwcred, ‘certaiiUy she was alive, for she was 
intmnrtaL' On tJiis the Moors observed that it must haw been the 
Lady Mariatn, for so they call the Blessed Virgin. .Many nf them 
declared that they saw her nt (he hoiuc of I^nren^o de lirito. and that 
she was so brigiit that she Minded them. S-me of them even went to 

see her image in the cliureh of Chant, where they were eonverted and 
rehiaiiictl in the towjt,”* ’ ' 

The Ntzim wmt now seriously disposed for jieace, and tJie Portu¬ 
guese commander e^milly ». yet neither wished lo make tim first 
overture. At length, however, advances were made, and a treatv h i 
on toot. Faratc Khrin mid Aiaf Khiui wen- cammissioners fmn'i the 
Nkriiii, while Medro dn Silva mid Antonio de Teivc were deputed by the 
i’ordiguese rommnndcr-in-chief, and Francisco Mnsearmihits by tin- 
raptmn of the city. Accordingly a league nffeusivc and defeiisii^- was 
eoncliided in the iimne of the Niaim and the King of iMm^fal. whieh 
was eek-lrmted by great rejoicings on both sides ami the interchange nf 
rid, presents This, howeyer. might easily i,„vc been accomplished 
wdhont the efTiisjoii of so much blmnl.

Cbtul had now entered agaiii into a period of peace and prosperity* * * § 
tta trade was aetive, and the city improving in splendour and arebilec- 
tura] beauty. Cesar Fredene, a znerehant of Venice who visited the 
city in 1563, seven years before the siege^ describes it from n tncrchftbt'a 
point of view^ thus 

Beyond this (Tliiibaj is Cbaiii on the continent, whete there are 
two eitiea, one belonging to the Portuguese* and the other to the 
Moors ; that which belongs to the Portuguese U lower than the othcfi 
commAuds the mouth of the harbour, and is very atroogty fortified. 
About n mile and a half from this city Is that of the Moors, belonging 
to their king, ^amaltict^ or Ni^ftm-ul-Mulk+ In time of war no large 
ships can go to the city of the Moors, ns they mnst necessarily pass 
under the guns of the Portuguese costlea* which would sink them« 
Both cities of Chani are seaports, and have grent trade ju all kinds 
of spieea, drugs, mw silk, manufactures of silk, saodalwood,. Martinf 
Ftf/tziw,* porcelaiu of Chiim, velvets and scnrlcls, cloth from For* 
tugal and Mecca,f with many other valuable comuioditira. Every year 
there arrive ten or Bflern large ships, Laden with great nnta called 
Giaffra^'l which are cured or drled^ and with sugar made from these 
nuts. The tree on which these nuts grow is called the Palmer 
and b to be found in great abnudance over all India, especially be¬ 
tween this place and Goa* This tree very much rmmbles that which 
produces dates^ and no tree in the world is more profitable or more 
useful to man ; no part of it but serves for some useful purposcr neither 
« any part of it so worthless na to be burnt. Of its timber they build 
ships, and with the leaves they make sails. Its fruits, or nuts, produce 
wine, and from the wine they make sugar and pi fieri This wine w 
gathered iu the spring of the year from the middle of the tree* where 
there is then a continual stream of clear liquar hke water* which they 
gather in vessels placed on purpose under each tree, and take them away 
full every morning and evening. This ljr[uor^ being distilled by means of

Tilth a qaantity of white or fakck Zim», and io a thort time it bccomet 
a perfect wine. Of the nyttthey make g^ent quantities of ofI. The 
tree it made into boards and timbers for building houses. Of the 
berk cables and other ropes are made for aliijiis, which are said to be 
better than ihoK made of hemp. TJm bniuclict are made into bed¬ 
steads after the Indinn fashion, and into JJoaoscAee (?) for mcrehandjae. 
The Icarea being cut into thin slips are woven into saila for ali kinds of 
ahips, or into thin mats. The outer rind of the nut slam|i«d serves 
as oakum for caulking ships, ami the Jiard inner shell serves for spoons 
and other utensils for holding food or diiuk. Thus no portion wlml- 
erer of this tree is w worthless as to be threwn awsv or cast 

inlo the fire. \VLen the nuts are gewn, they arc full ofa swrei water, 
eiwllent to dnnk, and the liquor eoutained in one nut is sudicieut to 
wlisfy a tlurstv person. As the nut ripens, iMb liquor turns all into

When the husband dies, his wife ia burnt with him j 
if she refuses, her liead ia shaved ondahe if held in no account, Thev 
will not hury their dead, because tbe body would generate worm^ 
and when it Is consumed tliE worms would ftnrve>*^ Then Fitch with 
his oomponioiis went to Gof* and reEunied to Clianl alone on the 2ad 
November 15^90. Having remained tweuty-lbree dnya therci he sailed 
homeward at last, arriving in London on the 29ih April 1591. 

Now we come ta a euriona incident in the history of Chauk one 
that hm often been described by hblorifn* and travellers. It oc^ 
eurred in 1594. This waa a time Hlgnalizcd by events of no little 
historical iuterest. The seeds of Eiirupcan jiolicy and Chriatlau re¬ 
ligion sown broadcast during the century whieh was coming to a 
close* by tlie Portuguese in Indin, were bearing fruit; and, although 
the national power waa on tbe declme* iucidenla of bravery nnd deeds 
of heroism emong those who had adopted the creed of the Portiiguesn 
were net uticommon. The old city of Goa, the capital of the Portn-

"Opposite to our city of CfiauL'^ Mys DSogo do GautOj “ and rtm- 
ning liJilf across the mouth of the riwr» is a high and precipitous hill 
called the Hock (Morfo), which the forces of Melique (the Ahmidna- 
gar Icing) had coaTertcd into a great Partrufj)' as sCroag u env in the 
world. This H ock wea surroiiaded out hree aides hj the sent a*td on the 
fourth was a ditcli which extended from the sea to the rii'cr* and 
which was crussed hy a wooden drawbridge. On the jaref aide of the 
^tch was a high and strong wail, aUo eiieuding from the sen to the 
literj and relie led by two great hasdoiu. Between the bastiona, and 
looking down from tlje wail, stood n hronie lion with this inscription— 
‘ Ifone passee me but fights.* 

" Crossing the Rock about the middle was another wall with b«. 
hone, and on tlie top of it a great imd strong tower which conuoanded 
the summit, and was called the ‘Tower of Itemsiantt.' From the 
highest point of it looked down a bronw eagle with extended winga 
and with this itiserlption—‘ ^Vone passes me but flics,’ At the point 
of the rook stretching further into the jiTcr was another great and 
strong bistioD. There were thns sceen, in all, armed with more than 
70 pieces of heary artilloty. Inside the walls tlie Moors had a deep 
cistern or Uiik, well built of costly cut stone, several magarinea full of 
warlike stores of all sorts, and aome good houses. The garrison 
consisti^ of about 8,000 troops, borse and foot, among whom were 
many rich and noble Alooro, who were quartered mitsidc the walls 
la costly tents of gay colours. .Adjoining this camp wns a hnsar of 
nearly 7,000 souls, all engaged in trade, which contained everything 
necessary for (he wauls of such a popuiniion, and here also was great 
store of rteli stuiFa, money, and mercbaiidijEc.”* 

It wssfrom this place that the Mahomedans, notwithstanding the allU 
ance that existed between Ahmadnsgar and tl.e Portugnese, began to 
molest the latter hy cannonading occasionally the Portuguese fort from 
BO commanding a position as the Bock. The Portuguese had leveni 
encounter, with them, and. though fortune wm not alwsya propitions, 
t icy seemed to hare fonght with some suceess, psrticularlr ou the 
occasion ofihe arrival of a pony of M„g„|a „ho had come to' witne« 
the defeat of the Portugueae, which they considered a certainty.

CiiAii], Kieml militury parliw bebuging to Nkftin Sbih wer« nent to 
mfesl the ilwtricta tuound the Purtogiiew forts of Bnssein ud Chaul, 
where they did their wo rk spreading hm tw and degolotion in their trun. 
As the Aloort coiiudcrfd the capturt' of Uhaul to be near at hand, seeing 
that their eannoti had made considerable intpresainti on its walls, 
fourteen hlognl chiefs, as abo^-e stated, eauic to be preient at its 
reduction; hut iu a aortic mnde by the Portuguese nine of 
these were slain and two made captives, the remainder sortng ihem- 
selvas by ignamiiiiuui flight. The eunuch Tlianadnr, caminedder of 
the besiegers, wjis mortally wounded, and died soon afterwnrdE, as did a 
Turk who was nest in co m maud. On this Farhad Khiin succeeded 
in the conduct of the siege, and gave the Portuguese no respite 
by day or by night, continoally battering their works with his 
powerful nrtilkry. The garrison in Chaul consisted of I.IHIO men. 
to whnm Alvaro dc A branches brouglii an additional force of 300 
from Uosscin and 200 from Soisetie ; and being now at the head 
of 1,500 Portuguese irnopa and an ci|iial number of natives, mercc- 
oarics so brave and foitbful, however, that, says Faria y Souia, " they 
often voluntarily interposed llieir own bodies to protect their mnstera,** 
Abninclirs api^ointed a day for nuiking an attack upon the enemy. 
All the soltiicrs having on 2iid SepleuiLer attended mass and con. 
fessedbefore starting, and all the eburcbes and canTenta being kept 0|>eD 
for prayers, the Portuguese embarked in a mini her of small vciuela and 
croMed the river, after which they forced their way to the Mdrrti, 
where the battle was renewed, Abranehes having the vanguard, and 
Dom Cosme de Lafoilar the rear. Ten elephants were turned loose 
bythe Moor^in eapecUtion that they would force the Portuguese 
troops into disonler; but one of theise being severely wounded by a 
Portuguese soldier turned back and trampled down the enemy, till 
falling into the ditch lie made a way like a bridge for passing over. 
Another of the elephants forcing his way in at a wicket in the works 
of the enemy enabled the Portuguese to enter Lkewise, and they 
slaughtered the enemy almost without opposition up to the “ Tower 
of Resistance,’* where they made their last stand. Some accotitits 
say that U),t>00 men were stain ou this occasion, while others estiniair 
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ihe AUhomnlnu hiatonao. liowcv«r, Rcknairlcdgei tho Iom of (I'OOtt 
nifiu Ftrlifil Kliiti, ^th Lis wife and dnoshtcr n»re nrndo prisoiicn, 
nnd oolv Porlugiifw wtre slain. The principal Looi;- consisted of 
/S pieces of cormon of estwordinaiy «ze, n mst ■pinntUv of ammunt. 
lion, many horees atid five efephants. fVhnd Khiii bc^iae a Chris- 
tmn before he died; so did hia daughter, uJio w« aeut to Portugal, 
blit hts wife was nmsomed. This action, whirh was at fi«t a pitched 
battle, evrntnany degenerated into an Lrn'grdar fighs of hand-to-bnnd 
conlltcH when the power of a little liimdful of diseiptiued men fight- 
ng against overwhelming odds was made patent in the emsbing of 
the barbarotis legions of the enemy. The losnlt once more fiatfered 
the pndo of the Portiiguiw of Chnul, and obuined for them privileges 
which up to that time the citbCDa of Goa onl; Imd enjoyed.* 

We now enter upon a stage in the history of (^ha.il winch, for 
want of a better designation, may be named tlie stage of decrepitude. 
Having spent the bloom of her youtli, so to speak, in settling herself 
firm m the lioggy marsbes of lUvadan^, aurroimded by a host of 
tuberous eneniies. ami the vigour of her middle age ’in rwisting 
t^ repeated incursions and sieges of her neighbours, the noble city 
ufChaul now falls gradually into a stage uf douge which forebodes 
proximate dissolution. The decade from 1590 to Ifiurt is spent in 
useless scutHes among the civil population and some parochial 
irom7/erie, in whici, the inevitable priestly clement occupies tlic 
foremost jikce. Surfeited with the rieli endowments from the Por¬ 
tuguese fidalgos. and the not less welcome fees from the poor native 
Lhmtions, whose numbers were rapully increosiug, the priests iiirued 
their energies from the field of evsngeliiation and edueation of the 
people to the law congenial arriui of otldcies. iiame of the friars at 
last, in opposing thecsublisliment of a custum-hoiuc at Cbaul acted in 
a way so disloyal mul disorderly as to provoke a rebellion, ami comMl 
the most pries t-ndilen of .Spanish monarrhs. Philij* It., who was then 
nlaa the King of Portugal, to write to the then Viceroy. Conde <la 
Vuligueim, givmg vent to his imfeigned regret aud ii.digna'tion at their 
CODUUCLt 

Then followed a long mtmal during which Chmil eujoved a state of 
comparative security, lew from tlic terror iiisplml by the Portuguese

juncture to IcAFc the Portuguese and their subjects unmolested, and, 
taking adTsntAge of the rcbeliion, sent an army to tike posswiou of 
SuJsctte and Baa^cm. Uts objeet v^jks, however^ defeated. 

The year IS 12 saw the Sfogiil before Cknul^ as irell as before 
Damauti and Bassein, with the intent to act Sre to it, in revenge 
for the Injury done by the Portugnese to bia fleet near Surat. 
He besieged the town, desolated the surnDunding country* and when 
peace was purciuiscd by concesaiana and preseuLs tbif arraTigements for 
the defence gave once niore to CbauL the beat governor it ever bad, 
one whose nimc bas alfcady been mentioned iru a vAlonoua and genial 
officer—one of iboac who arc, says Lafltiii], destined to do houour to 
the nation in which they ore bom,—Rny Freire d'Andrade. 

On taking possession of the goTeruoraliip of Cbaiil vacated by 
Manud d^Arevedo, who wag appointed to o similar post at Dio, hii 
AClivc apirit being unable to remain idle, Ruy devoted bit time and 
attention, in the absence of military anlerprise* In wliich he was aa 
skilful as Intrepid, to tbe study of the native courts of Cbaul and the 
adjoiuing countries^ their mauncra and customs, and made the native 
priucea^by his bebaviour towards them, so attached to the Portuguese, 
that it is said that during his govcniorship luorc solid conquestA were 
made by hissnavity of manners and thorough understanding ofthepecu-^ 
liarlties and interests of the native papulAt!an» together with a display 
of fine diplomatic tact in his intercourse with tliemi than by the force 
of arms. Two treaties of |ieace were, during this interval, made with 
the Mogul and Niz;lai Sh^h. The former was signed b? two com- 
tnissioners from their respective govemmeuts, and the latter brought to 
a favouralila conclusioii by the intervention of Add Khnn.* 

Such a state of things was reductive of tranquillity and peace* and 
of this wc have evidence in the writinga of travellers who during the first 
quarter of the i;th oontary visited Cbaul, and have left ua a record 
of their inipresaJena^ 

Of these travellers Pietro della Valle eomes first in the order of 
priority. He visited Cbaul twice, in 1623 ajid lfi2S. His aecounti of 
the two cities of Cimul are^ however, loo long to enter here. But we 
shall liave to refer to him hereafter agaiiit^ 

How we come to a period ju which Ghaul is in a state af rapid d|* 
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clme. SllIJ, inatwd of bring d«ajigii{|ent tA the gntdujil d«liDe» 
obvious to every one's eyea^ the Chaulese continue wsiog boildinga, 
trhich serve perJwps the jiurpose of disguising nil eppesrance of iui^ 
rrun™t ruiu.* They seem, indeed, to tw supremely indifferent to 
the ioevitnble deesy end dissolutioti which nwnits misgoverned settLe' 
menta, nnd mtiieh overtakes them aliuoift unawnres. This is partly 
sceounted for by the fact that while the miiitnry spirit of the Fonu- 
gneae at Chaul dechned, the eeclesiaslinil poww went on ever ineress> 
ing, and the nativij converts they made gave to the governtuent a 
auppoTt sesrcely to he surjmssed hy any of their political transaetions. 
The middle and end of the seveDteentli century, which were marked 
in Western India, as in aome hingdoma of Kuriipe, by rcvolntionary 
events of vast and lasting iniportanM. could not pass over without 
dramog Chaul into their turmoil. During this period a new empire 
Wif founded hy I he genius of one man, who Ims not unaptly been com¬ 
pared to Gujtavnis Adtilphns and Julios Ciesar, allliough liia rival 
Auiang^cbc njeknametl him <" the mountain rat.” The cooeiucsts which 
in the I dth oentuiy the King of Delhi had made iq the Deccan, suhae- 
quratlv divided among his lientcunnts, who wtablishcd themselves as 
independent rulers, were in ilie course of this century absorbed inin 
the dotmniona of Sivajt. ^Voiding together into a jKnverfnl nation the 
people, who seemed to liavc lost, if they ever had it before, all 
Sense oi nationulity, and wlio, although atunly and euihnriaatie under 
a fit leader, had never had any systematic training, Sivaji. himaelf 
rifling to the posit mu of a |iowcrful liasiern monarch, raised his 
native subjects to so higli a condition as even ihe Porlugnese coa- 
verts, m spite of their variona pririlegeit, never dreamt of. ||is do¬ 
minions grew eventually to such e Iielglil as to create an empire 
that forty years after its fminderV death was eiiorting at the gates 
of Dellii, from the Great Mogul hiiuseir, grants of revenue and privileges, 
which, to use Sir Hcniy Imwrence's words, " not only confirmed them 
in their own. possEssiou, hut Buthorized their inquiaiiorinl interference 
in eveiy province of the Deccan,” and ’■ where,'’ adds Ciptaio 'fl’est, 
'^the MarAiy hnd the right of mterferener, he soon gained the sq. 
vereigrt¥,”+ They had, in fast, hy the year I75S fulfilled the 
prophecy of ilivaji "that they should water their horsei in the 
l#dus and in the Honghty.” This state of things, however efficient

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at tlie time, eoiild not last long. Tlteir acquisitioiia proved onljdelnaiTe. 
A Kildien', naturally of* predatory type, brought under disoipluie 
by the infiueiicc of a great man, km aooti broiien up into a luoli on the 
death of their leader tud of * few of hi* wise sneemisora. Both in the 
rise aitd fall of tHeir jmwer Chaul'a destiny him intimately iuTohed. 

If I were to enumerate their Bcrirs of atiaeks or plundering ts- 
pedilions in and shout CUiil, It would carry me far beyond the limits 
assigned to this sketch, hut I shall aJInde to a few anllent points on the 
wjij as we proceed on tracing the sequence of ei'enls. 

In Ids I, while Sivaji was meditating a blow against Snrat. whither he 
went, it IS said, b dlsgiiiic, and remained tlirce days gathering inform¬ 
ation and marking the opulent houses iu that city’ Chaul was startled 
by the fonnntion of his camp in its vicinity. » if his designs were 
against It. But this tms a stratagem, for a similnr camp was also 
formed hcforc IlMsein, both made with tlte object of coiiceaUng hts 
intentions ngalnst Surat.* 

About thii time the Fnrtugitissc h*fl to dmi with, besides the MnrA- 
this, two rival European net inns, who were by degrees trying to 
deprive them of their former conquests. The English, after capturing 
Ormni m 1S22, which piece was one of the principal ports from which 
Chanl imported horses, whereby nt least * show iif tmde wm kept up 
there, l»d the island of Bombay cedcd_ to thrm, whose riaing 
prosperity was soon destined to eclipse Chaiil for ever. It is not reallv 
m the nature of thinp that two cities of any great pretcasions, even if 
under two powerful rival nations, should nt the same lime Houruh in 
iuch prosimity as Hcutihny luid Chaul. The Dutch hncl on their aide 
captured Cochin in li;!i;t and deprived CIieuI of one of her best 
fellow.scBports: nnd when in the fnllowbg year peace was concluded, 
the Portuguese abandoned their elnira to tho monopoly of the Eastem 
trade, which hail for nbouf a eeotury and a half beeti ochictrd by 
the enterprising valour, military skill, atii) political sagacity of the 
ofltcers who bail auprems command in Inilin, and who have a title to 
be ranked with powoti* most eminent for virtues or abilities in any age 
or nation. + Mr. Naime writM! *' .A compatison between their (Portu- 
gvtrte) esploit.4 nnd settlenieniii in a Inuidfed year* and those of

np that kingdom, thejunsdictioii of the KingofAhumihtagiiT la said by 
Ferlshta to have extended lo within eight of ChauL:^ This state¬ 
ment leads one to aujipose that the ancient Mahomed an city and erwk 
had by this time glided away Into the hands of a se|Miimtc govemor. 
Malik Ambar died lti lli36| niid in IfiaO* or ten years after, the whole of 
the Eohliana dominions of the Ahmmhiagnr kingdoin were ceded to 
the king ofBijiport and then taken by the Mogul* About tliirtv veara 
after they were in the possession of Sivaji, 

On the I^tli October 1079 a petty naval fight took place olf Cbtul 
between Daulat KhiVn^s fleet and the Fngitifh grabs nodcr Kcigwin,the 
commander of the Bombay garrison. The English lost the grab rallied 
Dove^ hut the enemy's gnlllvatB, amounting to fifty, were pursued 
into fthoaJ water to the bar of ^ingAtna, until several of them were 
captured, some sunk, and others put to tlight.J 

About this time three faninus travellers—an Englishman and two 
Frencbmeii—refer to both the cities uf Chaiil. The first in ehrono^ 
logical order is M, deThcvciiol, w liowan at Chnul in .lanuary Ifififi, He 
refers to the Portuguese cily thus l,r l^urt def’liHoul est dedifficile 
entree mais ir^s seur, rl k raliri de to Lite snric de gms lenia .

apeaka of the Mahcnmiinn city in 1573 as a city utterly ruitied by 
the troopfi of Sivajij while of the Fortugneae city mention will he 
made further on. CarriS visited C'hntil in the same year* from 
whence he went to l^ppcr Chou], wlierc he says he was Irrnted with 
much civility by iilvajl^s officers, ftml having receivml his pass, whidt

been the least like them, de«rib« at length the furtifleations nf Chsul, 
and Rives the following description of tlic teinperitnre and nstuml 
products of the plttce" The air nt Chau I is more hot than cold: the 
Mil Ihereibouta proilucc* all things e*icpt rairins. mits, and chestnuts. 
OAen, cows, and horses are herein great numbers.” This vaguenesi 
about the ngricdluiral products of the coimtiy strikes ow as something 
similar to that of Vartlicnia, who refers to Uieui in almost iitentioil 
terms. Ogilbjr s work tn 6ve vohiniES was published about lfi70. 

In 1670 Moro Pant was the Suhedir of Sivaji in Lpper Chaul, from 
which place he a letter in the beginning of Dwember, 

through an agent nanicd NiirAymi ,Slienvl, to the Bombnv GovenimeiU 
to settle payment of what remained due from Sivuji Vn Osendeu's

BmuIm the MnrafbAi, the Portuguese of Chaid hail nnotlicr enemy 
m the iicighbourhomi, who eontirmoLisly liarasseii au.I worried tbcm' 
Ihis was tlie welUiiuwn SidLf This indi^dnal. about the mid¬ 
dle of Dccemljcr 16Sl. without the least proyocaiion, sent a large 
number of his gnllivata ilown to Cliaitl, aad, passing the Portugut^ 
fort wiUiout showing any offonrive sign there, mvaged uiiceremotiioiisly 
the adjacent country, and proceeded to assault tbc town of Upper 
Gbnul. which belonged then to Samblulji, but wns unable to do bq. On 
this sudden appearance of the SidI iu the Clmnl waterN SambliAii 
ansious for tlie seeurity of bis town, sent forth will, messages to the 
Bombay Oovemmeut and the Portuguese of Chaul ihreatening the 
former with invasion of the English territorj- of Bombay if thev coptioued 
toadmit the Sidfs fleet kto tlicir harbour, and to fortify the islaud of 

blephanta. which would thru Imve divided tiie command of tlie harbour 
To the Portuguese nt Cbaiil he wrote upbraiding them for suffer-* 
mg the descent of the Sidl in his territory withiii sight of their 
wslls, and demsiidcd ground under their fort to build a fortification

of UhftuI, but could make no progrtw, owing to the dUdpline and forti, 
ficanons of the l>ortngu^. Tlxe Portuguese Viceroy, io the t„eanw},ile. 
as if to divert SambhAji a aitemino. bid riege to his ensile of Pouda- 
h,jt ^nbhilji, nlthough he set off from Cheul witli the reinfor«?ineut of 
d.00(H,o«c and J.|,0tJt> foot i„ order to raise the riege, did not discon- 
tmue h« own against Chanl.f Thk siege was again assisted hr a fleet of 
Sa,nbh„j,, which kept cruising about NsgtitnJ. Keuerv, nud Chaul, but 
could nut prevent a Portuguese frigate from landing n aupplv of 
military Stores and pravisions.t This siege was at last raised, w,d' the 
troops of Samhimj, then mnrelitd off and took possession of the island of 
Caraoja on the i2 Jth December 1 tifl.l. I„ September of the following 
year the latter island, ns well as tlie hills of Sauta Crnr and Ateari. wnt 
surprised and relmten by the Basscin Heel, and although Sambhaji eame 
down the Gbiits soon utter will, lii,UU0 horse to tbHian to mrage the. 
Jbrtoguese territory around, from Chaul northwards to Damaun, ]ie 
did not succeed in caj,luring cither Cflranja or CJmulThus the 
Portugese of Revadanda, nlthough submissively wailing t|,cir doom 
from the host of Marntbib in the ueighboiiHug citv (if Lhaul, showed 
»tdl a bold front, either from that innate feeling of suptrioriiv which 
did not desert them in the lost cstiomity, or from the jiectiilimas of

In l(j9l Autaiigzebe ilcekred war Agdnst the Portuguese, and 
during this and the follomng year treated their eubjecta witJi Eoch 
cnielij that uumbera were obliged to take refuge in the forta of 
Damauiit Ba^iu, and Chauh Peace was at last concluded, with a 
view to obEuiu eiuiDon. from the PortugoeBe for the rDdaedon of the 
Maratlui At the same time the Portuguese burnt three 

of the Matii^hA ships in the EAjApiir rivefp the largest of which U 
said to have carried 32 guiw and more tbm 300 meii.t 

About this time Chaul was visited by a very trustworthy travellerp 
Dr- John Francis GemcUi Careri. He was in Qiaul in February 
1 and refers to it as follows ; — 

“** Tuesday the 22nd, alYer sailing nine miles further^ w'e anchored 
opposite to the city and fortress of ChftiiL It is seated on a plaiD, six 
miles from ilie on the bsut of a river, which at flood will carry 
ony ship up to the city. It is enclosed with good wnlls. and other 
works^ and furnished widi excellent cannon. A fort, called El M&rtv, 
lecurr^s the entrance of the harbour, being built by the Purtugucic in 
the year J52D,§onlhe biff, by tJicir GmemI with lea yc of 

the tyrant AVrcffwafac/lt who grauted it upon condition they should 
hring him over three hundred burses of I'ersia or Arabia* * at reasonable 
rates, hecaii-ie of the scarcity of tlicni tlierr was in India, to serre him 
in hia war against 

Then nur author goes on relating liow Malik Ey'tr tried to ubatruct 
the building nfihc Porttiguest fortress ofChant, and how the building 
waa raised, their nttaek repulsed, and the fleejs of the enemy Jiijabled- 
He concludes thns:—"^ Afterwards the PortugncM! mode themselvea 
maitera of the city with case. Itj^ temtory does not extend abore 
six miles in length.

On ihu fnll of Bassein in 1739, Chaul was still in the hands of the 
Portngueaep hut when the Ma rath As tlireatcntd to besiege Ooa it 
was inrrendercd to ihciii as a sort of compromise. $ The MarathAa 
glftdLy took It and ceased to trouble the Goa people^ hut the unfortunate 
renmius of the Portuguese nrmicap which were nvarehicig frotii Jlnssein 
and Chan I to Gos after the raliia^ were nttneked by Kbtnx S^nvat 
on the way, and numberH of them mi^rably perished. A writer 
in the Bpmliajf Quarterly Bfuitv as$crta tlmt CimnI wus delirered 
to the English for surrender to the -iraratlins* As his descri|itiDn of 
the events that followed the fall of Bassslii ia circumstantial and. 
iuterfiitiug, 1 quote the following eitract from him — 

'^“The Marntlub^p on Iwing invited to propose their terms, sliowed 
none of that luoderatEon which luul nstonished even their cncintes at 
the capitulntioD ofBasseioi biiE assumed the haughty tone of Oriental 
conquerors, and treated the prostrate Portiigiicse with indi^rihablc 
coutempt^ At first they uot only demnnded the ccEsion of Chaut, 
but also of Damaiui, aud insistcil upon having assigned to them a 
portion of the customs at Goa, whicli they wpre to collect by station- 
ingn guard nt the port,—thus hopuig to insert the ihiu end of the 
wedge by which they would eventually obtain the whole of the smalh 
hiiE nio^t fertiJe, territory. Captain loehbirdp howeverj having been 
deputed by the Portiiguesp^ with the consent of flic liiiglhH Govern* 
ment^ to treat for them, ohuiJied for them more favourable terms; 
and induced their scornful enemies to show some forbearance. On

TJ>cir own envoy, pcrplejccd hy Uieir obstinney, admitted 
that he had discovered in them'a malignant spirit,' and Inchbird, 
throwing aside nil restraint, caelnimEd in disgust, ‘Surely such

However, this clerical opposition was liopricss from the first f b 
November Chaul was delivered by the Engbsh to the AlsriithSa, and 
all parties expressed themselves satisfied with the hoiiounihl* manner 
b which the conditions of the treaty were fulfilled."*

bear to the present day, besides signs of the ravages of time, the marks 
of Imvuig witbt«d Uie effeeis of a mking fire from outside. Several 
of the guns, winch were cue® in considerable uumher. wero carried 
oway by Dcm Martim AlTouso to Malacca, and although Antonio 
B^reo m JSSd r«emmcnded to l«ve them replaecil. it appear, that

taiit of ttll the other forts/’' buds fault with sevoml parts of ibe fortifi- 
cations, and remmmonds t^peckllv to bastions ??ain Jaemtu 

and Sam Lui-t, with the intervening wall, repaired ; the mJjoinnig moat, 
wliidi was being rapidly HI led with ^nd, dug up ; and n stocUde 
planted on the sen aide to oppose the tidal wate, which wii unEknnining 
thiilr foundations. The changes which Nature hna ainee wrought 
fire really remarkable. Places where the sea surf was then hui slowly 
ad^micing have Siucc l>een eotupletely rueroached iipnn; the wall 
breached at five to seven difTcreiit paiuiE along the Ijcaeh ; and the 
tidal current ptaeLdly enters into the fort and washes away the foot of 
the niimi of the moiiBstcries within, which arc in imminent ?isk of 
falling. A few of the bosibna niiil a huge portion of the wall have 
withhi the last twenty ymra tumbliMJ down, and iu a few years mute 
the remaining portion facing the sea will perhaps be hardly visible.

up with sand, although formerly it wns brood and deep, encompassitig 
the whole wall towards the land* and could lie (luocled at picastirc» 
Each of these gateways consists of two gntes^ viz, Interior and ex¬ 
terior.

tourist on landing here is an enormous liidifkn Hg tre^ {Ficm iai-/feir)» 
inrUich lias nothing tninsnal ahout it except ita roots displacing niid 
liifllng some stepping-stones which have the n|ipearonce of having 
belonged to n pier whleli once led the way from the landing^placr to 
the gnlewny of die fort. It appears that a jetty formerly siretidienJ 
ns far as the writer's edge, on which* aeeording to the testimony of 
Della VnUcp Carerii and others* jH'opk used to dbiemlpark by means of 
a wemden plank thrown at a hridge from their gnlleys. The tree 
appears also to be an ancient one | for Lafitaitr in his fHiitnatio picture 
of the fort of Chanh luiA not. apparently, forgotten to Atick op jnst in 
the foreground a hig tree, wjiich is probably meant to reprcdieut the 
presetit Indian fig tree. 

The sotitlicrii gateway lias now the thin wall to its rightdiand side, 
which once screened it completely from the river ^iew, partly knocked 
down. A slab 4 feet tnchea long by 2 feet 3| inches hrcwid^ roa~ 
tainiiig the figure of a warrinr in high relief in military uniroriTn with 
the insignia of the Order of Chrtsl and with n helmet, ia kt into die 
reinnining outer part of the wall, and was intended, It is lieliereih to re- 
pm»ent one of the kings of Portugal, with the smreely discernible legend 
of SIX letters In two lines O I Q A imil T O nt t!ic foot—the remains, 
f^rhnps, of thennTnc of Kinglkim Jonijor Dom ^hastiaPr during whose 
unhappy reign this wall was built- The figurn is now converted by the de¬ 
vout villager info the idol of Khanc]obii, his face brsmertted with oil, mn! 
the head danlied over with a thiek coating of red paint- An altar to the 
itifjtf Is raised jn-^.E in front of it, which receives the daily oferings of How^ 
era and riet% ami shares them with the warrioris figure. That die figure 
of one of the Kings of Portugid, who in days gone by made every esertioo 
in their power and siwrtt millions from dieir treasury to abolub idolatr}- 
in india, should now minister to the snpersUtions propcniitie^ of the 
descendants of their former subjeets, is a very humiliating nfleclion 
indeed- There is naeconsfiling trait Ln this whole tmuBaction, however^ 
Ynlidaliim though it may appear lo the bhIkt imagination of nn 
Bntit|iiaTian: some conscEentlous iconoclast has clearly knocked off the 
hands, ear^ and nose of t!ic saintly warrior, mid made llic facial siirfaec 
smooth nan alnb of marble. So strong waji the sligma attacheil 
to representations of hring ohjecti by the professors of Islam, that 
the most dbrepiitable prince among the >JahomeilaiiB felt a scruple 
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of ttms^ienw in sbnwiiig even n tacit ac^nitsiecitec in tkt Tuitornllj

Tlic greater fiart of tliU outer wsdl is now ilcmoluilicd, only a snioll 
portion ivitVi ii little oblong window above a well of watcfj and an open 
pimage towards tlic west vrilti the doorjMSta and Ihltel rapidly crum¬ 
bling away, remamiug* 

The exterior soutbeni gate way w built of black boaall, nad ii itif- 
momded by a crown nnd nrniorial bLariiigs caned im the same stone, 
but now nJioMt entirely overgrown with rank vegetution. It ii at ill 
in a fair state of preservation, altliaugh devoitl of tbe nnwiive teak 
gntCA cased with iron bars and spikes whicli once exiatiHl there, 

On entering the gate the vbitor finds hi mJelf in a little $K[Uare area 
walled in on all sIeIcs except nt the two gatcjs. To the right is a stone 
2 Icct 31 incbia long by 2 feet and 3 uichea broad, let into a iiole, from 
which it is half-loose. The Liiscriptiou on it, with an orti-siie ntttmipt 
at heraldic oriuLnicntation consisting of tbri'C filars and a mace—^posai- 
hty B coat-of-amnt of tbe Captain of the fort at the time thb wall was 
built—and the motto of 3ffrr/a, jro^iu pltao, alnvcnly Corred around, 
shows plainly eoougb that there is oat otily no cxcrfknce of epigra- 
phic art to he expected in tliU as in other iiLieripiiouj of Cluiiil, 
hilt tliat they even fall far sliort in coniplyiLig with the nrdiiLary niles 
of cabgraphjv especially in ihtir obsolnte want of regard for the sense 
of the clause or seiitcnce.

Having crossed the gates^ the touHsl has before him d scene which 
may Jtc cqEiftlletl, but not siirpnAsedi by any of the niiticd cities of the 
Fort^gue-iR' on the coast, cAcept the old city of Ooa, A pretty large 
town BiirroiiinilEM] on all siles, iacc where tht ans Im made some ugly 
brcflcbcB* by it high walh regular ibotigh luirrow uiijiaifcd streets, 
and hnU of bainlioo plastered vdtli mnd or cowdung and claVi and 
covered with a roof of ]nilm-leases and straw, ensconced in deep grorea 
of trees, wlicitr inBiiy acarrcdslotic and painted wood that once beloTigrsl 
to the Portuguese churches and monasteries la seen in grotcsi|ne patch- 
work. The natives of Chauh like the modem (loanesc mid the medi¬ 
eval Greeks nnd Romani, hate found it ehcaper to dig and carry 
Qway cut stoiies tlum to rjiimry them ; but, unlike the isibabitouto of 
tlie Etenial City of the day, they will never learn to have n gronil 
object in jiTCMrrving them. 

.Vt Chaiil the nmlerial intercits seem to liave prevailed over the 
Hcientilic, or the ntiiitamu to hii\ e got the tipper liatid of the artistic ; 
for oil no other ground equbi the presence ihc’rcof niehroken fragmcnlH 
of di»periH?il masonr>' lie itccounEed for, as well as the heads of the little 
wooden cherubim with stpiiiit cycf?, llMshefl cheeks, and elalwrately 
curled wigs, wbich were once to he found in prufusion iu almost every 
village and hamlet* as they arc still tii some. All these things 
can suggest to the pii&alug traveller no just ratimnte of the gL>ncrat 
strength and aynmielry of the edthees wherein these fragtnenta cnicc 
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occupifd not only i dffinile tliotigb siibordlitulc pitcc, bm tome of 
wbioh miut hiTC doubtless bad oasigried ibeni a diitbguubed place 
in the Roman, Caibolic altars of Chaul. The villagers'titilitarbuiiini 
i* illsplaved, moceovefi in some pleecs in so ileLasing n fonn as to 
make tilt wall of a church or mtmnsUfry serve the same purpose for 
hi* own etiug little sritiwe liovcii where three walls are built of innd, 
and the fourth is part of a eonveut. 

fJne does not inuel at Cliaiil the indlcatioiis of that power and io- 
Utieucc which is conferred on ft city by yeftTi of prestige biuI tradition j 
for bower Cluinl is/ uoi unlike Uoftthay, a mo^rn creation. U was 
first ft low swainjiy ground reclnifflcd and converted into a town, and os 
such it soon took ft high rank among ilicotlier numerous settlements on 
the const. Its TULiMi, as tlie eatUest Christifto ruin*, liowcver, deserve 
special 111 eniiou. They consist mostly of roofless ehurchea and convents, 
and stately mansions of noblemen and merchant*, cmbnwerrd nmidst 
pleesant gnrdena, now enenmbered with tbc {ffSrimffnllen edifices, and 
overgmwn with wdd vegetatiott j lofty steeples soiring high in the iky, 
willi nrclied belfries which once contained bells that sonnded inauy n 
merry peal, now mate for ever—nay, the abode of the ominoua owl, 
vrhosie discordant screech simply nddi to tbc dcsolfttmu of the plaw. 
jVU these things have n melnneholy interest of tlifir own, wlitcli will 
make, I liope, the riiins of Cliftiil, for mnoy n year to come, before 
they are miite swept off the earth's stirface. a place worthy of ft visit 
from llombiiy excnfMOiiists, n class dally iiicTEiising in number- 
, A little active imagiiiatioLi will not fail to bring llfi’ bsek again into 
this rnineil scene of thi' former power and glory of the I'ortugucse, where 
ire still to be found tin: relics of their past lieniitin and inemotUU 
of their dmninion^-iiow. nlav. Irrevocably passed awayand of their 
enterprises of piety mid Isndnble leftl for tbc spread of Cbristianity. 
which they prosecuted with all medio:vftl enthnsinsm. It would l>e 
easy, perhaps, to trues the footsteps of tboss who bye. it seems, hut

Tbb tower baa four etcibraanrej, and room# for a gnanl of aboui 
twenty-five soldiers. Prom Uio top of thU fnrtification tbo Portugueie 
cannou eoyld sweep the whole plain ouUide the walls. 

Another insoriptioiu ^ feet long by 1 fool 9 inehca broad, bearing 
a crosa at tlto top, on the mim side of the fort* reteni to that part of 
the wall which was known by the naitie of N. S, lia Coneei^9. It is 
the most recent of alb ftud wilhal the worst engraved. TJie decline of 
the power of the Portuguese in India Evems now to be reflected even in 
their lamentable decay m epigimphy, wbicli liad otherwise never men 
to any high ilegfct of perfection* TJiis stone wna Aome years ago 
reinated to Ibe house of the medical ofljwr of AlMg. and fnilhfnlly 
copied by Mr. 11 earn, (Ste plate F.) 

Besides these* all the towers and hnstmiis of the fort linve the 
Himes of the Baints, to whom they are iledicntcvd, iiiscnhed on them, 
althongh they have now become Almost illegible. Outside ibe wall 
lajidwards iliere wrts a fortified camp, rcinaius of which afe still rkihle. 
It WAS Uiincd O Citmp^ rfe Sum Joa^f or "the Cimp of St. Jolui.'" It 
w'AS occupied by the MnralHrl troops herere ibey gat posEesaion nf the 
forts of (;hniil and I he i/oVro^ ntid was gnrrisoued and equipped with 30 
cannyu af from 2 to 41) pounders when inspreted in 1728 bv the above- 
mciiLionid factor of Ba^seiii.f To Uje prriiwn of Ciinui I &hall bnvo 
to refer herenfler, but ill the mennwhile we will describe the adjacent 
fart of the Mvrra, or the Kfirlft hilh 

The fort of KdrlCj both iu it* jiIau and works^ is entirely diflercut 
from that of any other fort on the eoiiit. It liAf no tmees of 
MarAthA work in it, uor is it built quite after the Partiigucse mixlel. 
I have Already referred iti its general outliuCp and tlic haitle that wa-i 
fought for its conrpieBt. t It appeart tu have been rebuilt on the

It is, though strong, of lio greai sia* or boight eotnfuinfd urith many 
hill-foru, and derives certainly iti whole importanct from its position. 
Nor could it possibly have held the garrison described by some of the 
chroniclers at any lime, altbotigh a wosiderohje auiiliaiy force could 
have lain ontside it, as slated by ])logo do Couto and others. It is 
nevertheless a very striking moiiiunent of the Portuguese, and imlike 
anything eUc in the district. 


The fort stands on a narrow ridge of the «ck which atretejm nerw 
iJie mouth of the river opposite to the fort of Chaul, and is completely 
surrounded hy a strong wall. The Water Unitery, tnuiied Santa Cru*, 
lies lowest of all the works, and vessels of over fifty khis irnist enter thi- 
river almost withui pistoUsliot of it. Inside the wall there are two 
other walls crossing the ridge at the top, each being protected by 
towers and bastions, and dividing tlic whale TirtualJy into three differ¬ 
ent fortresses. ,The bastions are seven in Dumber, and, like lliosc of 
Chaul, m‘rc dedicated to saints, whose names engraved on them arc 
still faintly visible. The names of Sam Thiago, Sam Prnneisco Xavier, 
.Sam Pedro, and Pelippe, over bath the hastions as well as gate 
ways, arc still Irgihiu, otliers being entirely woni out. There is, berides, 
a butioii aliout the centre, with a pampt all round ; this, being the 
highest, was muned hy the Partognese ie/«,ir/e ^aenitHro. On the 
north side the hill slopes gently down Co the waieris edge, and ihis 
slope, being enclosed, like the rest of the rock, bv the ftirtificd wt% 
forms a broadway, which is also crossed by walls and bastion#! 
and ends nt tlio bottom in a wide level space. Here were the igDarters 
of the garrison of the Cuirass, nr Water Ilatlety, above noticed. On 
the most prominent jmint of the bill stood a large cross, ami there are 
KtiUeaisthig in the higliMt part of the Ibrl, dose to the ruinjofa 
inline, Ule remaijia nf a chajml. which in 1634 had onlv the chancel 
of stone and mortar, the nave being hnilt of bamboo mats and palm- 
leaves and (he roof thatched with straw, while that of the eliancet 
was tiled. It apjicars that, later on, tlic whole of the ehaj>el w.s 
built of stone, the walls of wldd. arc still standing, allhough now 
D..t.rcdy roofless and the sacn^ prednets converted into a eatilcpen.

Of inseriptioiis in the fort of t}ie W^rro there are only three 
remaining. One is placed over a doorway in the centre and highest 
jiart of the fort* about dOO feet nhovc the st^adoveh (See plate G,) 

The armorial heatitigs ftt the top of the above inserlption consist 
of the Portuguese quittai iu the centre ftiid seven castles around^ the 
whole being fluniiDunted by an orditiary cross n|>oii a dispro^iortionatcly 
long pedestal. 

There an? two other i[iseriptioiia in this fort: one iii sinlated over 
the principal enlnniecr and Use other is over an altar in the elm pc I 
before described ; hot both are vrnm away and Illegible, and even the 
procc^ of tsfampapn or rubbing would not, 1 believe, be as auecesfiful 
as the eye hna been. 

The fort of Koric ui stiil ni a jierfect stale of f^resert ntion, with the 
exception of an outer v^all ou the tastenl alopc, which has almost dis¬ 
appeared. Its situation ou a hill is, liowever, sofnvourahlo iti its prescr- 
valiou that the fort, it h pmumeih will probably be staisding C|uite 
perfect when not a rest^c of Chaul nr Bevadanda bi renmining, m mg

Returnitig once inure lo the riii[iH ofChAul, the Hrst object to atEmet 
onea attention ia the gnte^cay which Iciul-s to the Etatcly enelcriuri% half 
palace lialf fortressS, which was the house uf the capuiiii oftlic fort, 
one of its nparlmenta being set aside for thfi^/mwco, or jaiL This Wiis 
the first building constnieled in Chaul, And b ofteo named * tlic Uhaul 
Castle/ It was first erected as a factory in 1510, nod when fortified 
JD 1521 was^t jspnrt for the eaptahrs^ rc^aidencej the factor being 
lotigcd io H private house rented by tlio Governcnent specially for that 
purpose. The gateway lias tlie figures of St. Peter and Paul in 
two cousptcuQua iilchea m either side ovfir the eiUratice, and the royal 
arms of PortugaJ und the Maltese cross in the middle, rnrved in 
alto-relievo^ the whole bebg sumloiinti'^l W an ordinary eroas.

But to go back once more to the description of the mins. Half-way 
hclwetti the EDuthem gtteWEv and the Dewiy-iiicide hirach in the wall 
towards the lonil side, the visitor finds himself coufinDiitcd hy the 
niagnifieeiit ruins of two ckiirches. The liigkiy ortiomented faradc of 
Corinthian eoluruus to the left ar« the ruilis of the CKurch of the Jesuits, 
while llic thin wall with the fricKcd and ealuiiitiar porch cothet%ht 
fire the only reioains of the * Mairia " or Cathedral standing. This stately 
building has almoat entirely disappeared^ every aquare yard of ihe* 
available space being now ucrupied by eocoatiut and other trm. 

The ‘ Miitria" was one of the earliest ecclesLiiatjeal institutiona of 
Chaul. It was built soon after the conquest of Bassdn in 1334, by tbit 
indefatigable Fmneiscan friar Antonio do Porto* of whom we ahnll heju- 
more hereafter, lie built it on the ensitem intirgiti of the river* and 
named it " Igreja de N^osaa Seiihora do Mar/ or * Church of out Lady 
of the Sea.' It was then a amall eburdi^ hut hecatne by degrees the 
centre of a considerable [>arish, and was afHliftted to the Church and 
Convent of the Fraoebwii, which was dedicated to St. Barham. 
Some time after* the eouneetiou betweeu the two ceased* and the 
‘ Church of our Lady of tiic Sea' was increased in dimrustotis* assum¬ 
ing at last the proportions of a C«thed,ral, and was then raised to the 
dignity of ' Matrii* or ' 3P of Chauf as il was siylf*<l.

\ few yards behind the space once occupied hy the building of the 
Cathedral nre the ruins of the- ^lisericordia.**^ This 109 on old 
PorluguesR! chArltahle oistublishiiieut iiuder the management of a reli¬ 
gious brotherhood named **a irmnoflade da Misericordta.^^ The doEm- 
ments relating to its first uitroduetfou iuio Iitdia are now no longer 
extantp the oldest being a provision of the Oovernor* Nuuo ds Cunlia, 
doted the 18th dune 1532* ; lithough tradition ascribes its foundation, 
lo the great Affonso d\%lbU 4 uer<pe iu tbe year liiMp with fdl the 
rights and privilDges belonging to ft similar Institution in Lisbon after 
tbe pattern of which It was liisLltuted in Goa. from the latter place it 
soousjiread over every important sctdenieut of flic Portiiguese In India. 

^That of Chaul Is one of the oldest of the kiiid^ and had no hospital 
and a chapel, as is usually the kisc, nttadied to it. The State con¬ 
tributed mmuftlly the folio whig snuis of nmuey mid articles of food, 
&c. for its support :— 

Thirteen caiidiee of rice—in pardaos 366* tnnga 1, and reis 20. 

To the hospitah including the pay of one physickop ono surgeon* 
and one barber— pardaos CfiO, langas 3, sod reis 20. 

Ill time of war the filltmance was increased to 2,000 pnrdtoe^ od

cootributiona to build their own church, aa we shall liGrcAfter^ 

The ruins of the ^^^lisprieordia** con^at now of a few moiildcring 
walhj mercilejssly iuvaded by the rank Tcgetaiion, which makes iu 
approach repnbive, and of an underground apartment whicli ^as pro¬ 
bably the itore-Toora of the hogpital iu connection with Us but now 
the abode of a great many ofrcDsire creatures. The visitor who would 
find out the place has simply to ask the uativea wherx^ the * .Vr#n* or 
* Mi^ri Kof t is ; for such is the phouttic dtgeoeralioo to which the 
anhiinic name of ' ^Ibericordia^ has now been reduei'di 

Opposite the ruins of the " Mntriz/ on the other side of the miin 
street, are the ruiii^ of the church and conreut of the Jesnits. its ffoiil 
resemhles, mnlibled as it is, the fatnde of the church *^dc Santo 
Nome'" (Holy Naint) nt Basseiu, or the church "^dc Santa Fd*" 
(Holy Faith) and that of ■"Bom Jeaus*' {Good Jesiis) at Goa, nil of 
which were built after the model of the mother-cluiTch of the Jesuiti 
in Rome. The JesuSta’ chnrchat Clioul was dedicated to SS, Peter and 
Paul, find was built in 15S0. We nre told by the Je^uits^ chief ehrofii- 
eter in India* that ua early m lb52 St. FraneU Xavier was requested 
by thepiouB i[ihal>EtADtsof Chiiiil, who already had the FraneisoniiB and 
Douiiiiicans among them, to found a Jesuits' College there ; but as only 
thirty Jesuiu were then in India, and the saint was desirous of multiply^ 
iug, as he was wont to say, * missions rather than colleges," the rc(|nest 
could not be eoniplied with. The saint sent them in bis reply the 
following characteristic bit of advice It js not so good to have rnau^ 
personi engaged b one fortress, as to have niaiiy fortresses given lo 
the missionary work of one tnnn.""t lltmever, the cfFarts of the 
Cbftulcae to have Uic Jesuits among thenisehea did not c^asc until they 
actually had them, nUhaugh ucit without some opposition from both 
lay aud religioiiB hmlica. The Jesuit chronicler thmf narrates circum-

AS it WAS styled* the one abote mentioned^ to minister l>olh spi ritual and 
bodily solace to the sich and wounded there. This ihcir truly pious 
work soon Attracted to them the aytnpnthy of the inhAbitAnts of the 
city of ChAuIp The Fathers were besides in the habit of preaching* 
every Sunday and holy day, in the chapel of the "hlisericordk.^ 
Their sermons were so highly appreciated that crowds of people docked 
to listen to them* 

fn the * Mdlria ■ or Cnthedral they were not flllowcd to preach by 
the jealous members of other religious orders, who had long settled 
themselves in Chaul, nnd conaideretl this to be n priyilege Appertaining 
to priority. But this, like eveiy other short*sighted polityi was suicidal. 
The right of exelusivism was defeatt^l in its purpose by the people 
crowding to the chapel of the * hlLserieordia * to litar the Jesuit 
preRchers, either for piety nr novelty's sake* the other chnrchea—and 
especially the Cathedral—being left empty. The consequence was 
thRtthe Jesuits were at last allnwc<l to preach also in the Cathedral. 
The fruit of their preaching wns so profitable that they resolved 
to remsiu at ChnuL Tills was had news for those who did not 
like their presence in the city, and unfair means, sneh as the stop¬ 
page of pro vis ions that had been given thtni daily at I he hospital 
were soon had recourse to in order to compel them to abindon 
the place. In this object liowevcTj their euemies did not succeed, for 
the moment their provisions were aioppfd B, Jeronimo de Mene- 
Ecs and his wife, Bona Mark de Castro, came fonvard to supply 
them with their own provisions^ wb{elt were, the chroiiieler saySk a 
great luxury to them* ami in this comfortable sute they continued to 
carry on their minktrnlions until in the month of Jiilf:, oo the day of St- 
Mary ^fl^dnlen, the Jesuits were invited hy the Prior of the Dcmbi- 
cans to preach in their chiireh. The iiiviiaiiou being aceepltd, the 
Father ChriatoraJ de Castro preached an excellent sermon^ expbinlug 
to the immense auditory UNembled there the institution of the 
Society of Jesus, and cntrcAted tliem to contribute their mite towirdi

very abort time the church was built, wbieli was then followed hj the 
building of a college^ which waj ntteaded hy above three hundred 
aJumiUi The nunil>er of the Jeauits wha inereitsed from two to seven, 
and their eoUeginte instituEion divided into two sectiQiis—tlie upper» 
which taiight LaUn, logtc> theology, Ac,, bating boys on its roll i 
and the lower one -100, in wliich the rudiments of Portuguese graninitr, 
musiCp and Christian doctrine were taught. - 

The Kings of Portugal made to the Chaiil Jesuits many valuable 
donatloo^ atid conferred on thcTU high privileges p One of tlieae was to 
receive every year five hundred ducats from the customs, bnt as these 
duties were not collected, for several reasons, iintil the year 1633, as we 
shall a« hereafter, the grant was exchanged for a daily pension of 
one taritiif a silver coin worth ninety reia, to each of the Fathers* The 
decree of this exchange of allowance is dated Lltli May ]G&7j before 
which year they were paid, h appears^ five hundred ducots from the 
Royal Treasury, They were, besideB, the biiildErs of a great portion of 
the Chfttil fortifications^ and this was not (|uite a profit less work. 

Among thesnbseribers to the fund for building the church and school 
of the Jesuit:^, wrhich latter was »ome time nftcr raised to the dignity 
of ft college, arc found the naTiies of tlic Viceravp Dcm Luts dWtlmide; 
Dom JcToniuio dc Menescs, brother-in-law to Padre Chrtstovao d« 
Castro I Jorge Neto, mudsetcral others. Dom Francisco Masearenhas, 
the Commauder-in-Chlef in the siEge of Iflyl, made n danation to the 
chureh of two thousand pafflaoJ^ the intcTcsl of which was destined 
to be applied to the repair and mainlennuOE of tbe chufeh, a fund 
whieb was known by the Portuguese under the name of^^ Fnbriat di 
Egrejiu" But the principal contribiitor was Sebastin'^ Piuto, Kniglit of 
the Order of Cbrist, whose portrait is stifl to he sten in the convent 
of * Bom Jesus ' at Goa.* 

Several other facts in cotmeollon with the church and convent of 
the Jesuit* at Chaiil ate mentioned in detail hy their ehronieler*

or the ruins of the church and convent of the Jezulta at CbauJ 
there are at present only the huid&atuc facade alreadj referred to, 
and a few low walls surrounding a garden where wild plants now grow 
thickL}v hut sigTLi nre not wanting of itj having once contniiied some 
choice fruit and flower trees, for whieli the Portuguese Jesuits had 
eaniedoucc a Pcally enviabLe reputation- Among the remnants of 
those trees I observed the guava (P$ii£{um p^ri/emm)^ the rose-applo 
w/jyarrjX iJie cuslard-appic (jfaono squQtmM}, the jack- 
fruit (Jri^arpwi and several others^ 

The natives of Qhaul point out to the visitor the ruins of the church 
and convent of the Jesuits as 'Si, Paul the Stnalf and *St. Paul 
the Grcnti’ the former being the church, and the latter the convent 
and tlie college ruins^ 

Leaiing now the remama of the buildings of the Jesuits^ and 
proceeding on nurthward along the main road as far as the recently 
made arched breach in the waU^ about ten feet wide, and then turning 
to the right, ihe visitor is shown by the village efofrofla into a liltlcp 
dark, Bf^uare room overgrown with mnk vegetation- In one of the 
comers of this room a door leads to an intramuml gallciy which is 
almost blocked up by dil^rtSJ and fs disagreeably teiinnteil by that 
cies of hat Amo/opaj tnd^ns) which seems to take apcetal delight 
in living in desolate p\m^ such as the tomhs and the recesses 
and chambers of the pyramids of Egypt, and also And a congenial 
retreat in the caverns of Chaul. The vULager does not know the use 
of this littie kbytinlh j but there ia no doubt it had some military 
purpose of attack and defence for its objecL

The chancel !» itiJl tract¬ 
able» hut the little oval niche over the altar^ the sacraTinui^ Is now broken 
into a round hole for an iwigation pipe to fit in ; and, to make thii sa¬ 
crilegious opemtion still more shocking, the pedestal^ which once evi- 
dcDtiv served to hold a cross close bv;, ii now converted to tlie use of an 
aJtar to the IwW- But in ihU ilie Poftiigtiese have merely met with 
a tarilj retribiitioti for whal they did in iheir own iky a with the Uindu 
templFS^ 

By the ^ide of this church ia now a new Uindu temple, with ha 
indispensable drjiUmM^ta or light pilkrs, having an old jApal tree m 
cue aide, and a well of water, lo the bottom of which leads a gLIII well- 
preserved llight of stone atepa, on the other. 

But to return to tJie Church of the AugUBtLiis. This order was the 
fourth that came to Gm. They came first in 157^, uuder the guidance 
of their Provincial, Fr. Antonio^n Pai.vao, and it was not until I that 
they had a branch of their thnreh and convent at ChauL This 
church was erected In the latter jenr by Fr. J^nis de Faraiio, under 
the invocation of tia or *Ouf l^ndy of G racep * 

and their convent contained from twelve to sixteen monks, including their 
superior, which nuiuher lu the last century dwindled down to only two* 
III lS4lj wlienChaul was taken possession of by the MarjitMs, this 
wBL^ one of the beat-preservcil buildiugSp and they w ere not slow to take 
advantage of the circumstance, occupying it the inomciU they en¬ 
tered the Virgin Fort, the of the Fortiignese in Ituliii. The 8tnCc 
used to contribute an annual pension of 0Ot> xcrafiiis to the Augnsii- 
nlan convent at Chauf besides several other dcinations, and ihe monks 
were apparently leidlug a very easy life on them. 

A little in front of tbeae ruiiu arc the remains of the C:Durt4ionse 
of Clmul. It must liftve been a brge buililing, and its O^rifhr, or 
Judge, WAS elected hy the people of Chaul —a privilege whitili was 
uonceded tn them, after the fashion of that enjoyed hy ihe luhahitants 
of Goa, in

TLfii goin^ to tlie end iif llie direct ure observed* close ta the sea- 
beach uuil nlmost parallei to the proinootory of the MtWrOp llie ruius 
of the Church ftod Cbttvciit of the Franciscans* which played always so 
eouspicuoua u part in the nunicrouA sieges that the city of Cbftul 
underwent. Tills was a forUficd cotivcntp nnd some of its rloistera still 
remaiEuug arc retUArkRble for their castdliue ap]>enrance. This was 
after the Matm, the earliest churcli and convent of Chniit, built by 
that remarkably active Franciscuip Fr. Autouio do Porto* under the 
invoentioD of St> Barbara. It was the neit in ehronolo^eal prece¬ 
dence to their chnreh nnd eonvent in Ooap which was built soon after 
the conquest of tliat pUec in loll). That of Chnnl was built in 15-14* 
and the eUitrcli of Sra^ do .Mnr, wliieh wna eventiially raised to he 
the bEatriz, wos, when ft mere parish cliurehp subject to it- 

The Franciscans wTre the second neligious order that came to 
India after the discovery of the Cnpo roote. On the first cipodition 
of Vnsm da Gnuta two monks of the order of * the Blessed THnity/ 
by name BodHgo Annesand Pedro Covilhams wercj at tJicir own request* 
bmnght over to India. Tiie former died nt Midinde^ and the latter 
while presching on the shore Of Calietit was '[niirdciTi;l by the natives^ 
Then Pedro Alvares Cabral brought with him in I30t> nine fli.'culnr 
priests and eight FnnrcTfMSiiis, whose names were lienrique Alvares- 
the Snperiorp F. Gsspr* Fraivcisco de Cftm, Simm de Gnimaraes, Liils 
de Salvador, F* Mni^n, Pedro Ncto, and tlie lirothcr Jono de Victoria* 
They hnd witli tliem as interpreter the Jew Caspar do Gamai of 
whom f have spoken more at length in my nUtariciif aitd Artkepolo- 
fficaf S^Ltirh oj" tAf ^ ni sapra^ 

These Franciscans preached at (jyerT place tlicj touched nt on tliclr 
way to CaliEnrt* At Qniloa* on the pArrienri const* they Iiad a narrow 
escape fmm Iwing murdered by the savagesp several of them being 
biidly wounded, En tlie Ldand of Aiigediva* where Cabral Brsl hindcd 
on Iniliau soil, they nre imtil to hn^^e made twonty-lwo eon verts. 
At Calicut three of the FranelscrniJS weo' killed, and F. Ilcnnqno 
severely wounded. The latter nlbcr Jiis reenvery rctumed home to 
inform the King of the itntc of religious afFaira In India. He wfta 
made Biahop of CFUta, and then of Evora, where he died on the 2dth 
September 1532. From that lime* year after year, every fictt that 
came to India brohgbl from Portugal a certain number of tliCM Fran- 
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ciseoa mijaioiutries. The OrcC under tUecomift&nd of J«d d« Nora, 
mud that under Vuuo da Gama on bia Mfcond expedition^ had a prettjr 
Large number of them. On their ntrival in India tloeae Fnuieiocoiu 
met their four fellow-miMionaries who had been left by Cabnl, two 
at each of the Etntioiu of Cocbiii and Cooiianore, on hii way to Europe. 

Unt to write the Fmndseau Chroaiclea, eery iiiteretting though 
they nre, is net within the scope of these " Notes.” 

Now the only striking object amidst n vast mnsa of ruins of the 
Fmndsenn church and con rent at Chaul that exists at the present 
day is the tower, which, it appeartp served for the doable purpose of a 
church steeple, iind of a beacon for ships entering the harbour. It is 
about 9& feet high, nnd the natives, to expresn their admimtum of its 
height, itnrnc it or the ‘ serpn-storied.' The staircase of the 

ateeplc has been itmored, and there is now no means of acc«s to the 
belfry, ffwtn wluch a most delightful view might he obtained of nil ih* 
ruins around and the beaulifni scenery in the bacliground. The 
lower threatens to fall down, and its top is now a little forest of the 
prickly pear {OpuwHa val^arii), and other puraaittc plants, whieh seem 
smply to hasten its decay. In spite, however, of the bvoston of all 
these cDcmies ofiu security and duration, the ' Sntkhtuti' bus been for 
TOorc than three eentitrlea there on the ses.beaeh; the waters have 
cncnMctml upon the wells surrouuding it; hut notwithstanding the 
periodical wave at the spring-tide enters there and almost washes its 
foot, it still bids fair to weather the storms of many years to come. 

Tim arched roof of the church bw) now fallcD in, and the heap of 
dihrU, which is TOOny feet high, would perhaps, if removed, disclose 
many a gravc-stooe of no little local iutereel to the histmy of Chant, 
I had, however, no lime nor mclination to excavate. Thisehnreh 
when visited by Mr, fleam in lS47 “ wm perfect, and there were 
many little figures otanding out in relief from the roof—for matanee. 
those of the Crncifixinn, the Aseensitm, and Iflcaroation ^ ” hut in 18S4, 
whea his Report wo* written, it was ” completely choked up with mins.” 
Mr. tieara then thought, and rightly, that ■* befoie long they {the 
nihw} will all disappear, and cocoaaut plantations and Bhtndfirls’ 
houses wilt nre in their stead. Even now.” he adds, ” it is becoming 
a famous nursery for cocoaaiU plusts. owing to the place being so well 
protected by walls from the strong south-westerly winds during the 
monsoon,”* Mr. ftea ra’s prediction has been fulfilled, and the things

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that he ;kw vt now no longer there. The prlndpel krched door, 
for inetATicc, « with sn aperture in the wall agfwing in »ize with the 
Btooe” whk’h « was lying in the Ageiii'i bimgalow/' nud h now in the 
MuMiim of the Bombay Branelt of the RoyaJ Asiatic Socict}-, does not 
exist. The inscription had, like the other stone above referred to, 
the deciphering abilities of Father Poll bestowed upon it, and his 
dedphermentlhen, not unlike the other, wts found faulty and corrected 
in llie same way a» the other hy Mr. J. H. da Cunha Rirara.* The 
stone, wbirh is 3 ftet 11 inches long hy 2 feet 2} inches broad, is 
broken longitudinally into three unetjual parts (ace plate H). 

This inscription testifies to the vow nude hy King Bom Joad IV. 
of Portugal in the Cortes In the year I3d6 to diTend by all mesns in 
!■» jiowcr the Immaculate Conception of the Virgin Mary, for which 
purpose a decree was passed with an order to carve such inscripdoiu 
in every city and fort of the Portuguese in India, That of Bin is in 
liOtin.t 

The Franciseans of Chaul had from the royal treasury 371 xerafins 
and 3 taugas for the purchase of the following artieles:— A candic of 
wheat, fi candies of rice, 2 packs of sugar, 50 dimities, a certain amount 
of linen, fi maunds of butter, 12 do. of cocoanut oil, 7 do. of wai, 2 do. 
ofraiiins, 1 mauud of almonds, ^ do. of dry plums, and 3,000 rets 
for medicines.J 

^ Xow turning from the west, where the mins of the Church of the 
Franciscan friars arc situated, towards the south, one meets the mins of 
the Church and Convent of the Dominienns. The area occupied hy the 
ruins of this church and the adjoining monastery Is immense, but of 
the mins the only part recognizable is the choncel and a portion of the 
steeple, all the rest being a hideous mound of rubbish. 

The Church and Monastery of the Dominican friars were built in the 
yrar I5d5 by hr. Diogo Bermudes, under the invocation of ‘Our 
l.aHy of Cuadshipe.' The Domlnieans, who eame first to India in 
1515 and latided at Goa, did not build their church and convent there 
until the year ITp IS. Fifty Dominicans were once brought hy Affon^ 
d Albuque^ne's fleet, and placed in charge of the first wooden 
chureli built hy Albuf|iiert|Ue in St. Thiago's fort at GocAm and dedi-

They had 
also nO^OOO rcris m coshs 

Governor Duarte *Mcnoiea gave to this order the pririlego of 
electing from among themselves the Pis tie Chtitta^ or Pater Ckrit- 
/rdaorwn at Chaul, whose business it was, besides tnany other things, to 
take care ol the neophytes, Juveneius explains all these functions in 
short thus s—'* Pneest rei Christinnn! prnTnovmdte, Christianoe jnm 
fades fovel, et omnein datopenmj nt ad Christum alii aggrfgentnr.”* 

The office of the Pater Chriithnomm was, like the Miscricordia, 
to be found in almost every one of tlie numerous sottlomcnts of the 
Portuguese in Iniiin, Dutit wasnot cohiined to one religious order. 
It was given to several of them at different places; thus the Jesuits 
had the field of Gcja and Cochin esclusivcly for tJiemselves; Salseltc 
nnd the tsinud of Lnnuija were given to the Franciscans; NegajMilam 
to the Augustins ; and, lastly, Ghaul, Diu, nnd Macao to the Itomi- 
Dlcans, This was a dangerous appoiottneut, and the indiscreet seal 
of maibj of the Paim fi^rrsriaaorum often led them into unseemly 
affrays. The State used to contribute 2l},000 rtis a vear toward* 
the maintetinnce of this dignitary at CIrani, 

But to return once ujore to the ruins. The next object to attract 
one* attention is a little chapel, scarcely larger than a voiry'-roofn ; 
but it is now well known as a site eoiiseeratcd hy nmray a Roman Cstliolic 
pilgrimage. This place lias hccii rejidcred famous as the residence of 
the great missionary St. Francis Xavier during his sUy et Cbaul. 
His numerous biographies arc silent on the dates on which he visited 
Chaul; but it appears that during the three visits which he paid to 
Hasselii he must have lialted at Chaul, The fact of hi* having resided 
there IS, however, plainly recorded hy an interesting little tablet 
of white marble, embhironed with a ™it,of.arinB, about 1 feet

The n nth or of the Orimie informs us that this elia[iel 

was built by contribiitioiia of the inhnbltmnts of Chaub that every 
Friday n Jesuit Father used to my mass iu it, nnd that on the oetave 
of the feast of ibc saint a solemn niass^ wkb the nceompiuiiment of 
music and a sermon, was |>erformcd, nil the eapeosc being defrayed by 
tbe senate or munieipaJity of Cliauln* 

Close to this was anotlier smalL chapel dedicated to St* Ignatius, 
bnt it has now entirely disappeared. 

The epare ofgroiiDd iu front of the chapel of St. Franm Xavier 
and the sontbem gates on one side, and the gate of iho Captain's palace 
to the eastward m the other, was once occupiecl by or store- 

rooms; it is now but a vast eocoannt garden Inlerminglfd wirh Aome 
fruit trees mid much mnk vegetation* 

Thus far the intmmnrul public hulldmgs, or tbeir rmm\ besides 
whicli arc the remains of niimerGus private mansions iind houses, w hose 
outlines are barely traceable* their sites being now almost entirely occu¬ 
pied by eocoannt gardens. Among the extrainund buildings the first 
placie deserves to be assigned to the Castoni-hoiiAe, the establishment of 
which began to be talked nhout In the year 1bnt it was not con¬ 
structed until 1633. It was situated in just about the same place as the 
present little Custnm-huuse, to the right of the soiUhem gateway* 
TJiat hudiling was liowcTer, much more impashig iu appearance lliaii 
the luodcni one, wbicli is no better thm an ordinary police cJlqu^j. 

Although tlieavcmge rerenne yielded by the ciLstams at Chaul bnrdly 
exccctled the expense firjH iiicuired in maintaining it, Llie eustom-house 
having been estahibhed too late to be of any great use* when the trade 
at Chaul wss dtcli ning, ytill U yielded a p retty good sum * Em there were 
other sources of revt^nne from which a constant supply to the coffers of 
the King was derived. Etducting all espenscs, the budget showed 
annually, until the year I <331, a balani:rc of about 27,0U0 xerafins^ wbleli 
waa sent to the royal treasury at Goa- To enter into detaiU would 
be contrary to i he design of my Notes;'* but the render will find

UuE how to 
account for the diaappearaiice of this immense numlKer of buildinga ? 
They inform us that in the year 1513of the ^nth-nhauaera afishermaD 
by name Perasnbhagcls* a naiiye of KoU-An SalseitCj cnni|ueTed Chaul* 
and the war that he wagrd with that ohjeet^ and whieh lasted for & 
long time, enused the destruction of all these bul]dings by fire^ &e.

whose name ia not gii cm made a vow to indnige tbbi caprice of the 
goddesa by throwing every day arounel her neck prkiids of thia dower 
of the value of one thousand rupees, without rcrlecmbg which 
promise he would not cat his fooch lint one day it so happened that 
there were no champit flowers to be got in any baTAr or market, wdicn 
the opulent devotee of Kalillagi instead of throwing the prtand of 
flowers rotmd her neck, got only one. for which lie paid the same price*

Of the MaUmnednu antUiuit list of Chaul, there are the retnabs of a 
niusi|iK>, whicli appears to have been of good Biuand deatgii, on the 
banka uf the ereek, It was onee a inaaalvo gtnictare; but “ the 
fortiignese eaoiiiiii, " Ilcsru tells us, “ made sad havoc of the whole of 
the western side mid the mlnorcts,*' by which means n whole Ibe of 
nreliea was swept away, and were it not that peace was shod made, 
the remniiiiug porltuii would have been levelled with the ground. 
There is niso. not unlike the Hindu ay item, a legendary tale connected 
with the erection of ihia maajid, but the Maliomedani tlicniselvea warn 
to disbelieve it* Tiie dirnensious of this hutiJing, which wna hnilt of 
black hRsalt, were S9 feel long and -JS brood, its hdglit U not 
known. . 

Ai a little [listaiice from thw place are tlie rrmaius of an a|>|]amtlly 
strong Mahonieiian fort, partly iiivadrd by a mangrove swaiup, which 
cola off the villagi- from tlie creek. The waits that reinain now arc not 
nnjrc than thirt or four feel high. 

The other prominent arehitcetiiral reaialns of (be Maliomedaiu, in 
(lliaid are those of a striking building called ITanmnikhAiiii, wliidi is 
still in a fslc state of preservation, tt was a linthdiause j the interior 
is divided into three eircidnr ciiainhers. the central being the largest, 
and i-acfi liglited hy a circular opening in the enpoln above. The walls, 
it is sail!, have heen uciirly inKlenninrd by people, who are digging 
for trejisiire, iiinirr the iiripression that the Xlahomedans deposited 
here large stuns of iTiCTiey oil their evsenaliuii of t he fort. The pa ve* 
incnl. which whs almost nil of mar hie flogs, haa tfiiis been removed, 
and the impression that money is hiilden there has fountl condimation 
in the fai l of some persona having got some large sums in it from time 
to tiulpi 

The other Malitnmdaii antiquities of L'haiil are tornhs ofthc ordinary 
and domed variety. One of these, called Uadi-I’amali Pir, belonging 
to a sahil, i-v held in high vEneratlon, and au news or annual feast 
IS cflthratcd in his honour on some variable date between the monihs 
of RjtniAn and Shawal, corresponding to oiir September and October.

The author of th^ Penpfus records that long before hia time the 
Greeks traded tritb Kaljiir^f that since tbe conquest of Egypt by 
the Kom&itSt ^ ho bad monopolbod the loduLn trade and would not allow 
foreigaera to enter the Red Sea, the trade of the Dakhnn was wholly 
carried on hy kiid. The king of the country about Kalyina, Rassein, 
mid Boinbay was in the second century of our em called SantgAilos^ (Sil- 
raiiga or Surari^ha), who was friendly towards the Greeks, but Ski- 
danea having conquered tliat king, not only strieBy prohibited those 
fnrejgncirs from trading at Kalyatiu and its ucighbeurhood, but even 
sent some of them under a strong guard to Barygam (BroAcb)^ The 
wriler docs not give any reason for such a proceetiing, but others are of 
opinion that the Greeks Juul attempted to elFcct a scttlcmeut on the 
tfaland of Salscttc with a view to tU acquisition, and to facilitate their 
meditated conquest in the Dakhan. The king of Tagara Imd several 
harbours aonUi of Ealyana in his possession, but they were nil infested 
by Uie pirates,—^ fact tcstiEed to by Arrlaii, Ptolemy, Flinyt 
otbers.

WliiU-this sTimmary castigation of ibch deadly foes wus going on 
tinder the immediate supervision of Captains Saldanbn, Sylvelra, Mrirtim 
AfTonso de Souxa, and others, the General Muuo da Cunlia was nil the 
while devising latraiis to take i^iOJisession af IKii. His whole mind 
appears at this tinie to have been engrossed In this obyeetp while 
Bassein seems scarcely to have been thought of t laving, howevcTp ot 
ft sudden been made aciquainted with the faet that Mnlik Tokai^ son of 
Malik Eyltitp GoTernor of Dim was fortifying Dasseim which would 
certftLnly prove a useful uddliioo to the Mnliomedan citiideh on the 
coftsti cspeciailY as this place and the country around yielded timber 
of the best quality for tbe building of fleets, lie set otit to put a stoj> 
to it. In the meftnwbiie Malik Toknn liad built his citadel of DaBsein, 
foTtifled both margins of the river with trenebea and ramparts surround¬ 
ed with a ditch that admitted the water front the sea, and garrisoned 
the fortress with cavalry and infontry nmouuting to about If^^OOih 
He hadfc besides, improred its condition by faeilitatiiig mesiwi for the 
Luerease of the general jK>pulatl'iti, attracted there by the coinmerciAl 
importance of tijc place, which, Ijowever* dated from very remote times, 
and by the building of edifices^ bath public and private^ tbe vestiges 
of which are now wish difficulty traced^ esptciaUy among the ruioa oi 
the rircular castle in the centre of the foitp to be described hereafter. 

The Gtneral Nuno da GuLilni, solely intent on putthig down any 
fortified place that might prove tronble^onie to his ninbitioua views^ 

prepared a dert Lif 150 ship^ ninniied by iiten^ half of whom 

were Portugueip, otid the rest t'anuresc and Mnlabar^se. 

Malik Tokan^ on sfcitig thin fonnidable array of the naval power 
of the terrible FaraNjfi^ lost no time in makiug overtures of |jeacr. 
which being entertained by Uiiulia only under extruMTiely hard stipu¬ 
lation 9 ^ Tokaii had no resource left but ta try his fortune on the 
battle^field. Thereupon the Portuguese Inndt^d a little to the North 
of the citadeh and, led by Diogo de Sylvrira mui ^fftnurl de Mii*edo, 
glided oil to the moat of the forUfcs-S acalrd its rAtn|>art9p mounted 
Its parapets, nnd gained a i^DaUlaii from which Malik Tuksiip with his 
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wliole host, could not dislodge tiiem. Once \irithlii ihe -ciUnkU 
the PurtugufsCk not at nil daunted hjr llaeir Tniincncal inaigidft- 
Cnnce—for oalj the vanguard of the Fortogu^sc onny wjlb engaged 
ill the combat—threw thciriBcIres anihbl the ranks of the enemy with 
such itopetuDsitj and rancour tlial Malik Tqkaii'g troops were ftitirely 
dispersed. The terrible havoc wrought among the ^EaJiomedans cnuacU 
tlwin to retreat prcdpitatelvr lenTiug behind a prodigious quimtity of 
atorefl and nniiiitions of war. Thb nicrt handful of valorous Portu¬ 
guese^ whose daring deeds iu tltLg eetiaii often extorted the admimtion of 
ihtir foes* fought with success so declBive that tJic whole isUiui of 
Basseiii fell into their hiuidB. Only two per^ns of mark and a few 
soldiers, says Lafitau^ were killed^ while the whole field seemed to lic 
strewn witli the corpses of the enemy. This action took place on tlic 
iOtJt Jauuarjj on the day of Sl SebosEina ns the ehrouiclers call it* 

Nnuo dft Cun ha, naturally elated by so signal a Tictory, inE ended to 
celebrate this action by bestowing the honour of knighthood—En iniita- 
tieu of which* perhaps, Estavacl da Gama, son of the great admiral Vasen 
da Gamiti knighted his young companinns at the shrine of St* CaLEicrinc 
on the mount Sind—on a few of his oflicersL, distributing among his 
hravf troops the spoils of war; but the council of war hnTing deter^ 
iiuiiedi like die Roman sonnte^s decree (fe dtirntl^ Cartha^inef^ that 
the ramparts should be demolished and the whole citadel rasced to the 
ground—more on account of its proximity to the fort of ClianI, and 
its cqiisccpient ujclea-iuess, than, like the Ltomnn?, from hatred—the 
Foitugnese Gcuernl retirttd wUhout further oi''rrTuoJiy witli four htm- 
Jred [ileces of artillery to Goa, where hi- was received wiEh rejoicings* 

.^Rer his defeat, Malik 'Fokaii enJeaioureil to couHole hiiUikdr wiEh a 
systematic Series of intrigues^ unJerhaDd machinations^ and orgmiized 
Jiypocriiy with Haliildiir J^hiili m the one side, whom he hated from the 
Tery bottom of his heart* and with the PorEngueseon the other, also his 
detested eueinics, and it would W Binipty tediunsu if not uuph^nsant* to 
write ahouHu The General \uno da Giinha, at the rcrjuet^t of cneli 
party, sent an emissary to treat of peacc^ VaBco da Ciiiiha going tn 
Malik Toknn, and Tristoo de Ga to the court of liahtldur Shih; tlietr

their villages, winch ate very prodiietive. Here the river has two verv 
narrow passages, and a iiersoii can ford it nl low water from thr coun¬ 
try of the Aloors to the island ul Snlscitc ; near these brassages ihete 
are two eastlej tt-aled ou a rock over tile water to defend this pass. 
Hie river then caulinnes its |irngreasto the west about three leagues, 
ami foruia thffl benutirul hurboiir of Buiuhny, which extcnila itself to

a building stone that ia Gne and as hard as granite, and I never saw 
columns ami pilbrs of cutire stone so large m in this place. All the 
churches and sumpiuona palaces of Goa arc built nf ihb stone "f 
Dellon, another French imvellcr and a vi.nim of Uic Iniiuisitioii, was 
lit Bassein on January 2uJ, IGM. lie was lamicd as n prisoner from

StHiii iifier 
the middle of the sixteentli eeiiEiiry,—or, niore precisely, about the lime 
rnrtugal was usurf^ed by ihe S|wijiisli erowii.-^lhe dissipation of habits 
was of public notoriety, niid was not only nniniadvened iijkih both by' 
toreign traveUers and a fi w of the far^igbted among the i'ortiigiiese 
themselves, Init were complained of to the King, IMiilip M. of Spain,

ivho spent Uieir lifetime here^ and whose bones are sULI there moul* 
deHng in vaults covered over by ugly heaps of brick hnd motftar,— 
nay> the very neats of renomoua reptiles ; the scene of oiany a itnnantic 
episode^ of violenee and martyrdom^ of many a vaIiauI. soldier and not 
less heroic missionary ; It ^vns like the lost groin of a lion thatp enfeebled 
by decrepltudep EtilL frightens Ills assailant, Bnt‘Mt b a melancholy 
view to coutcmpkto the fall of riationSp^'^ Myi Abbe IlnynaL let us 
hasten to the narrative of the siege- 
Tlie conduct of the ,Mnradiiis towards the Fortugneso was froni 
the beginning marked hy duplicity^ They did not even ilaro to ap¬ 
pear before the fort of Bosaein until they liad iirst taken posses^ 
aion of n sniall fort on the opposite Hide of the TivcT^ namsd Ar- 
iiallA^ and put the commaudant and ha whole garriaoii to the sword 
when their troops crossed. 

The Portuguese governor of SolscttCp Luis do ilotelho, culled itnme- 
iliatcLy n eouiicil of war^ At which it wns decided that he should retire to 
CnranjOp leaviog Captnin Pereira to defend the fort^ and Captain Fcrrat 
to command the gnrrison of Bnndoni. 

A amoJi attack fol lowed p which was gallantly repulsed until the ehief 
oflicers were severely wnuniled^ Gon bring ilsidf distre^ssed hy the 
iinasion of the llhorkilea» no aid could he procured thciice, nor any 
nsslstanee oljtained from the English authoTities at liomhajp notwith- 
Btoiiding constant represeDtations made to them id pathetic terms hy 
dc Souza Ter™.* 

All thtoc circtinistances concurred subsciiuently to enconinge the 
MariilM gimeral Chimnajl AppjV the brothi>r of Pcshwil Biljt ItAot to

Wlipti Uiu MArn^liufl kid siege to Thatm aiid Salaclte, tlioj took the 
pn-^autioti ot oeeupying the blRod^t of Varaova and Dhjiruvi, nod the 
creek between and the mninp to pretenl bH nusistaoee reaching 

the forts on the island ; then adTancingp on the l?tli FcbrttaTy l73D,aad 
af^proaeliiug the mnipAft^ by isppingp they coiinnieiiced the memojmble 
siege of Bnsaein^ which lasted for more than three moitibSp And was con¬ 
ducted with Aiich skill, connigej und peraevermnee iw they hnye scldomp 
before or since, disptnyed. Notwithstanding All these qunlitieSp the 
^lar^thAS could not succeed until they had killed the hmve cominand* 
aiiLp Sylveira dc Menezes^ And, encouraged by their part ini success and 
the tacit cjoncurrence of the KngllBh, had sprung some twelve or ibbtero 
mineSp two of which exploded, making n large breach^ which thsy 
promptly mouutedp but a third blew up hundreds of the uasailaiiti in the 
Air* The bcsapged kept up their defence by tbrowhig liand-grcnndes 
among the crowds in the rcar^ and Bhells auJ huge stones tVoni mortorA* 
in their battcriefl And ircnchea* driving the besiegers awny and plying 
with musketry those who liad Ascended, thus Apreading tcmble havoc 
and slaughter Among the eticnvy. The Portuguese who hud come frotn 
Kiirope eihihited prodigies of valour ? it was with difficulty liiat Captain 
Pereira could restrain them from sacrificing their li^'cs. ^[any of them 
would sally out in the dead of the night to attack tlic besiegers in their 
lines. The ^La^ath^t 5 at length succeeded iu elfecting n hrcach in one 
of the curtmEis, Imt^as It was not luTgeenongh to be of use, other mineif 
were firedj which made At last a very large lireach under the tower of 
3t. SebAStion, which* having liecn wholly brought to the ground, was 
resolutely moniitcd by the Marathas, who succeeded iu gaining a 
position from which they could not be dislodged; and the garrison* 
worn out with famine Aiid fatigue^ and having lost the dower of 
their officers and men, and the scA^faec bciug at the abric time block¬ 
aded by the Augna* held out a while flag and offered to capitulate. 

In thii rncmorahlc siege the ^Inrathils lost About 12,000 meu in 
killed and wounded, while on the side of the Portuguese It is said 
fhc loss did not exceed 800^ and when the treaty of smrander And 
cAplhiKation was fllgned, on the Ifitli Mny 17,19^ it wss stipulated

In conelostQii, 1 cannot offer ft more fitting remark on the subject 
of this remnrkfthlc siege and capitulation ofBass&iu than by quoting 
here the following wonii of an EiigLish writer:—"Thns fell a Euro^ 
pnui city In lodta, as a stately tree, the growth of two eentiiricSt wIiecIi 
fulls never to ilourish ftgain! Mclaiicholy sa was the 133110 ^ yet no 
contest liftd been so glorious for the Indo-Portugi4CM> Ln none had they 
eametl sueh nnsoUicd tme, since the days when Pacheco, with liia four 
himdred eountrynien, repelled the Zainorin^ft army, and Albuqutri[iic 
twice comiuered Gon." The writer then Edds^ But ho one who ever 
told the tale of Bjwcin's last days brcftthed on insinuation agaiiut the 
honour and courage of its indo-Portngnese defeuders, and this pertioi) 
of Anglo-Indtaii oupals would baTC liad n brighter hue for us if the 
Knglbh had not been restmiiied by their calculations and mercantile 
propensity from rendering the unhappy dly more prompt and vahi^ble 
assistance^ if for the sake of Engtfind^s ancient ally the Government of 
Bombay had expended some ofthdr increasing treasure^ and responded 
to the moring appeals of the chivabons Gaetano do Souza, 

B ossein now, though m the hands of the Manitkila, did not lose 
much of its lustre ob n city^ for it was soon made a Sar Suitkti and chief 
place in that Bcctiou extending from the hHukot river to Damaiin ; hni 
there lieing no UiiidCLS of high caste to take the place of those driven 
away by the Portuguese, Mibihavnrrlo FeshwiL offcttKl grants of Land 
free to those who would like to settle in llie city or its neighbourhood. 
He also inatituttA a tax in aupporl of Brahmai^ia to purify the native 
ChristionSt whom they regarded as polluted Hindis; before recemng 
them into their former castes. Both these tncaaures brought down 
0 crowed of Hiiidua from .MnliArilshtra and Gujibrnshtra, especially 
Parahds, whose indiience is still paramount in the eountrj"* 

Basseiii w^as again restored to the MarAtbiSB by the treaty of Salhai in 
and again rcBumcd by the Engtish on the overthrow and depo¬ 
sition of the last of the Pesliwis, b Id 11^, when it was uicurfiorateil 
into the Bombay Prcsidcucy, 

To veeapitulalCp the IMar^thos did not long retain possesaiou of

The ^fariithil^ when pna^eased of Bassein and the districts aroundr 
were strong enough to keep a firm hold of them, so much m> that Nit' 
bidir, writing in 176-1, saja ; —^*T3epuis moo, depart de ccs contf€ei let 
Anglois out tente de ^ rendres mallrcit de cette Isle (Salsctte)i el, selon 
hs nourellca, lEs doivtnt avoir fiut eii efiet: mnis je iic sais pas s'ils 
poiirront blco defcndre Salsel eontre its grander tbrees de tern? des 
IVtarattra.*'* A few years afler^ however* this hold grew loose- 
Tho rortiiguesc lu the meanwhile were, while walling for el favourable 
opportunity, ilcvUing mcit!iA to recover their lost provinco. They Mcm 
to have froiii llic beginuiug nnurialied the hope of its restoralioii^ 
the evidence of which is found in IcUers of the period eiohajiged be- 
tween tlic Court of Portugal and the VSeeroyahy of Goa w ith a ]}o1itical 
agent at the court of the Peshwil.f At l^t* in 1774* the Porlugnese 
sviit a lonnidablo ornwuueut from Eiirope for the avowed purj^ose 
of recovering their lost poBsessions, but this circumstance liccoming 
known to the Government of Bombay* the then Goremor, William 
Hornby, “ determbed to ontieipate their fnterpriae, and seiKC upon 
tlip island for the Biigiulh J Ibe Viceroy of Qoa protested agmiost 
such a preweedbg, Qunllfying It ns "bn-ach of faith,'’ “disregard 
la the right of iintion#*" ^Gtifractioii of peaec,"" ^e.

Wc would have wished to confine onrselvea to our former aiiswers, 
because wc confess wc find a difficulty in treating seriouiily or witli re¬ 
gular argilroenls a position so totilmry to reason and received maiima 
ns the eabtence of a right of sovereignty in your nation to terrlturies 
ilismernbercd from its •dominionB almoac half a century, or that a regard 
on Qur part to such supposed right should prevent the English from 
canydng the war into such part of the ^riiAratta domhiions as they 
may find most convenient or conducive to their success. The English 
in their proceedings have been governed by the plain dictates of reason^ 
and of the laws of nature and of nations. They are engaged in a war 
with the Alharactas, and for their own safety and advantage they pro- 
seeute it with all |ios9iblc vigour They attack the Mharitta domi¬ 
nions wherever they judge an impression rnny be made with most sd- 
vnutage to tliemselvcs* or injury to the enemy, and when their armies 
come belbrc the walls of a fortress wliEre the Mliamtta colours are fly¬ 
ings they are under wo necessity to cousolt history lieforc the batteries 
are opened to duwover the aiielent possessor^ or to deliberate whetber

Were we to allow the fullest vuliditj tn those capUnlrttions, or their 
utmost force to tbc words you have quoted, the obligation llicreby 
laid upon the English would fall very short of ixing upon us a breacb 
of nationnl treaty j for lake those words in their mo^t exteuffiTe itiU-r- 
pretatioup they coilld only csclnde ua from making cotiqneats or claitiLB 
on the Province of the North so long as that ProTince conibued in 
the possession of the Fortngneae^ or made a part of their dominions;

We fiEid it atipukted in the ckventh artidc that when ihc‘ King of 
Great Britain shall send Lis heet to take poasedskn of the said jiori 
and island of Bombathe Eisglish aball liavc Iiiatnietions to treat the 
siihjeets of the King of ForUigal throughout the East Indies in the 
most friendly mMUief^ to help and assist them, md to protect them 
in their trade and navigation.

Af^er this full ciplntintion of the justice of the gr^^unda upon which 
ht h%ve prijcecdedp we must, in out own ’lindicmtion, reject am! dia- 
elaim your protect as In no wise fippertaining or npplicahle to this Go¬ 
vernment, nnd renounce every respoDBibilitj for auj cuii»e(|ucjicefl 
thnt may result in Europe from any rneasarefl taken hy the Crown of 
Portugal on your rcpnescntatiDn to the prejudice of the intencata of 
Great Britain* thotLgh we have the firmest cuDfidence that our Mo^n 
August Sovereign Ilia BHtannk Majeatj wdL afford thos« interests 
the most cfTcctuaJ protection and support from all injurious inYasiou. 
It cannol be unknown to yoti that tlie Honounihlc English East India 
Compeuy* out of regard to the national alhance aubsisting between 
fireal Britain mul Fertngal, incurred a large expense by assigtance 
afforded to the Portuguese in llte defence of their possesslom in the 
Province qf the North, for which, iiotwilhslanilLiig repeated demands, 
thev have not to this day hceu reiuiburBed; we must therefore hope 
that your Eicelleoey will do justice to the Conspmiyi and djacharge 
this debt of lo many years* standing. 

We are concerned to find that Mr; lleushaw baa hitherto been able 
to obtain so little satisfaction relative to the capture of tho Euglisb 
vessel at Itiangalore, made by a vessel tilted out from the j>ort of Goa* 
which will reduce ua lo a necessity of stating the alfair to our auperiora 
in Europe.

The English as early as Di'cemlier 1774 sent a forte of fi'JO 
EumpeanSi l,0d0 sipdAiSy nnd 20U gnn ls*fcars, under Gensral 
Robert Gordon p for the refhictton of ThapA. The hnUeries opened on 
the ^Gthp and on the 27th an attempt to storm was repulsed with the 
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lou of one hundrM Eiirop^Aiifl killed nnd woiuideiJ. XeKt evening 
A Esecnnd Tma givcn^ but with more bucccsa, re-Siiltiug in the whole 

guriaon being put to the Avrord. The third day of the siege vru 
mAihed by the loss of Commodore J, WatBORi who waa killed by 
particles of Band, etnick hy a cAitUOii shot cloee to him, penetrating 
his body. On the 6tb of March ^ by the treaty of Itassein, the island 
of Salaette and the territory around was ceded to the Engliih in perpe¬ 
tuity. 

By the convention of Warg^^ eon eluded in Jannary 1779^ tliia 
Latter acquisition, with othei^ waa about to be restored to thcMarilihas, 
htit ^It. iloniby disavowed the treaty, and determined at all iiaaards to 
resist the cessions to the^larath^ on the one hand^and the entreaties of 
the Portuguese Govern in ent to try their chnnee of recovery on the other. 

I'ery soon aAeTt the AfarfilhAs cut oflfihe supplies from Bombay and 
Salsctte* which were usimlly brought to those places from the main+ and 
this ivas A sufheient cotas for Iho Govemmeiit of Bombay to 
occupy the Kohka^ opjiosltc m fur as the Ghits^ including 

RalyApa.* 

It appears thnt the rcpreseirtation made hj the Governor of Goal to the 
Court of Portugal and thuti to the cabinet of St. Jntiiea had the effect 
of the Directors of the E. I. Company in London and tlic Supreme 
Council at Colcutta denouncing the conquest and annexation of Dadsein 
and Salsette by the Bombay Government as “unseasonable, impoliticp 
tinjusl, nnd unauthorized,^^ and advising them toeanecUhe treaty. In 
those times cotnmuuicAtion with England was so slow that these 
orders were not received in Bombay imtiL two years after the above 
evciits had taken place* The Council of Bombay, however^ protested 
against and disregarded the orders, being in the end sueccssful hi their 
negotbitiouB. To the intelligent pertinacity of Williaiifi Ilomhy and his 
Council, then ^ are the Bombay people indebted for the rise aud prosperity 
of the city nnii its suburbs, which would not be what they are had they 
remained in otlier handa.

solid iron bridge has been built by the B. B. aud C. L llailwij^ 
which connects Basseiii with Bombay.

The nbove divisions seem from the first to have coRiprised ell the pro* 
duetive villsges between Bassein and Tuiigar. The CagiU de Basaim, as 
late as 1695, when visited by GeineJli Careri,* nppeers to hove retained 
all Its outward appearance of a rich and fertile district. U wns taken 
poMcssion flf by the Portuguese on the 23rd December IS34, and 
as It was the custom of its former ruler to receive the revenue haJf- 
yearly fwin his subjects, the Portugticae got all the revenue due for that 
half-year, bluing, according to the native computation, with the Dth 
woe paid in (be Indian coin which the Portuguear 
chroniclew write/ft/eu, djuiralent to twelve reis. The anioniit for the 
year 153S was lSfl,475 fedeas. This sum was derived from taxes and 
duties levied on the sale of ciwoanut oil, opium, cotton, loddr, vege- 
tshlM, fish, eugBreanc,jirfM lPi>.r Chaaka or betel), and on th'r profes- 
sions of butchers, dyers. Koli fishermen, shepherds, &e.t This district 
was fortified by a stockade at Saihena, garrisoned by a captain, tweniv* 
omc European soldiers, and 530 natives and slaves. The captain had 

the salary of 300 pardacs, the.sum spent on the soldiem amountht 
td the iolM of p&rdnoA a >'^r.J ^ 

There were, besides, the forti(i«tion» of AgiUi, Suparfi. which thePor* 

tnguesc cKromclers wnte Sopera, NiUs. auJ others of lea# note. That of 
AgAsl was well eqiiipH cannon nnti strongly gnnisonM]. and had 
a coitom-housc.

They were, 
however, moit gallautly oppobed ^y Claptaiii Louren^ do Tnrara with 
a mere liandful of aoldten coneutiog of 50t> Europeaua and a body¬ 
guard of 50 chosen incii> He surprised them Jo their ovru camp io 
tlie cveiiiug, white most of the men were, as usual with .Mahomedaus, 
bathing; and the Jiand-to>hsDd fight that ensued was one of the most 
fierce mid terrific CTcr witnessed in Basscin; the Mahoinedait general 
had at last to beat a retreat, and the king of Cambay, under whose 
auspices the invasion was planned, did not venture to attack that dis¬ 
trict again. On their march homewards, however, they plundered the 
orphanage of Agilst, and it was hew. Frajicisam chronicles inform us. 
that the second batch of Christian martyrs was made, althongh it con¬ 
sisted entirely of lutiiv coaverts. The first batch of martyrs was 
at Th5ni^ but ol this 1 shall have to sjtvak when treating of that place. 
The inmates of the orphanage of Agasi, hearing of the approach of 
the enemy, fled precipitately away tn take shelter within the walls of the 
fort of Bssselu. Thus many pious orphan buy s were saved, but five 
persons somehow stayed behind, either through illness or old age. 
The Maliomedans on taking posaession of the almost deserted collie 
with the five tenants, tried all means m their power, fiist of 
persuRsiou, and failing in this of cruel tortures, to force them to become 
converts to their own faith. The Christiana resisted unflinchingly both 
the temptations of safety of life and of high prises held out to them, 
preferring to suffer all tormenis rather than change their creed. The 
consequence was that they were all shut up in a room of the orphansire 
and the huilding set oii fire The poor Ch ristifliis perished rossted in the 
lurid flames of the orplmuage. and thus “gained,” say the dironieles, 

“ ihc glorious pRim of nuirtjrdotii.** 

hear no more of this orphanage after its burning dawn; but in 
Ifia 1 there was a rich monastery of the Domiiiieaus there, besides u>a»v 
liandsome houses which were attacked by a DakhanI king, plunder, 
ednnd destroyed.* There were many eliapels and churches iu the 
villages thickly populated by a Christian imputation, the principal 
being the chapel of Sum i«ra,o, ,m„ i,i ruins, the jmrUb church 
of^ais /o«5 Bajjiiifa, which was in the charge of the Francircani- 
and that of AW SrnAo™ rfor JeeWror, in that of the IWinieiius!

The stalcnieut of Diogo do CoutOp made 
about three centuries ago, b fully home out by the fwhng of veueratian 
with which the llluius of the day regard the waters of that tank. They 
veneratE it now in fuct wiUi a vengeance, for during the PortuguEse 
government the Inquisition had put a stop lo all pilgrimage to the tank 
and to the use of its waters. Ultdor very^ aevere penalties. Now they 
hold a Jati d near the lank and a well-siiipplied fair^ 

Besides thi^, there were other churches, out of which the following 
are still standing, vi*. SmAortt tfat 3/ei-cfJ—which was built 

by Dum Ffp Aleiso de Slenezesj the Archbishop who fought the in¬ 
teresting sect of the Syro-Chaldtcaiis of Southern India*—and that of 
Mo/ite Caharw^ both under the charge of the Francisauis. The 
Augustins had the parish church of iVar-ia da Fida, some¬ 

times called in old docuiDents NoMa SemAora da Saud^^ and the chapel 
of the ^anharjci4^/n. All these were situated northward of the Fort- 
The churches to the eastward were the parish church of Noswci 
da Gra^a^ of Sam TAojtie^ of 8am TMaga Maiar^ and of Eapirito Santo^ 
which is the oldest aiiicng the rural churches, and the only one standing 
in its primitive state, Le- whose restoratian has not interfered with its 
former shape. All these were under the JesuilB. There is one more, 
of modern date, dedicated to Sam Miguel Archaojo, and is close to the 
railway statkm at Purtm or Manikpum. The old one, on the same spot, 
beiongeil to the Jeaiiita, 

Moat of the ahovc parishes throughmit the island of Bassein are non in 
a more or less HouriEhing conditiooi coutaimnga pretty large popnintion

The nallre Cliristliut population of Palli had ntnon]^ liiem a porish 
church of the inrocation of .1 Madre de /Jctra, but it nppears that it 
has long Iweu in a dilapidated couditiou. 

There was aiiolher church, dedicated to the Holy Cross, hnilt, as 
chroniclers tcil us,* in I5ti0, on a piece of groimd prepared from 
filling up a celebrated tnnk, the waters of which tlic iliiidiis believed 
were under the protection of a goddess, and purided both the body 
and the soul of those who used thciji. They were the Saloitc nr 
Lonidca of the Tlrudus. The Jesuits, however, would not allow such 
ail aboniinatiou to exist amidst them, especuiHv where a yearly jufr^, 
or jiilgrinij^e in a semi-dTiliscd fashion, was held, otiJ a saeriliw of a 
shocking nature, as they inform us, was made. One of the fanatic 
pagans used to ascend a high tree close by and then cast himself 
headlong into the sacml pool hriow, the result being instantsne- 
oils death. While one day the Jatri was being htld, the Jesuits 
obtained from the Governor of Basscin a guard of soldiers, and went to 
the spot, where there was a Urge conoourse of pt'ople, wliom they put 
to flight; the pagoda was pulled down, the tank fliled up, and on 
Us site erected a temple to the Roly Oroas. But the Hindus were 
not slow to console themselves in some way for the loss oftJieir sacred 
pooh They soon got another, to wliicli they tmnsferred al] the 
virtues ascribed to theooc destroyed by the Portuguese. But even 
here the Portugtu^ would not leave them alone in the pescpful 
enjoyment of their holy wsture. So they killed a hjw nod cast its 
cntroils into the tank, that being considered by a Hindu profanation 
psst all reparation. This tank is supposed to be the one above 
refeiTcd to; clow to the eliureh of JiWo SfttAora doi Brmfdiot 
and to which Diogo do Couto refers thus :-»To some lakes pnrticiJa^ 
virtue is ascribed, such as theoiie mhlwav between Bawein and .^gis?, 
where the church of Xoasa Bciiliom dus Remediw is bdli. in wl.ich 
the priests of the order of Si. DoTuiuic Tesfde. This Lndy hns per 
formed so many mimcles that all the walls of the church sre covrrrrl 
with pictures representing them. In front nf the church is the Unit, 
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to whicli they Attribute ao great a ^irtae ihat tliey affirm tJiat any 
fierson that geta bto it will be healed of any cainplalat lie may 
havc^ and the priealfl mtch it with great care tliat they never 
allow any Hindu to approAch il^ for fear of Ilia performing any 
aupenstitioua ceremony/'* it appears that the waters of the tonh 
wcrti Alter al l I either medidiuii or m ineral waters i or the curative virtnea 
were accorded in conac^urnee of the emolional natuTe of the iadiiriduala 
who resorted to them. For on whrtt other grotitid can one account 
for the proiacworthy impartiality with which the siicrcd watera be¬ 
stowed their favours on both the Christian believer and the infidel 
alike? 

That was the way the Portuguese Eoisaionnrles raised hiiildioga 
thronghont Bassein and tlie districts under lla jurisdiction. It nws, not 
unlike a well-known physiological law, a constant work of destruction 
nnd reconstruction^ with this dilTcrcuee, that for every half-dojEeu 
Ifiudu temples destroyed tlicy ereeted one Christum temple, assiinilatiug 
all tlic property belonging to them ; so they grew fat oud became laKV* 
Philip Anderson says:—The first people who had numemus eongre- 
gnliona for whom they raiserl sclid stmclnrca in Bombay mid its 
lU'lghhourhood were the Portuguese. Those zealous Roroaxi Catholics 
induced a large nuinber of natives to embrace their religion, and they 
built many Churches, a few of great niagnifictocei But the Portngnese 
attained their ends by iinLawful meansp and the earvoiJ stones of Booihay, 
Salsette, and Bassein. which they profusely raisofl to God's gloiy, are 
after all but rccorda of fniudp rapinci and violehee clone to lieatliens^ 
consciencses.'^t This is partially true, and of this we shall meet more 
jnatances as wegoon desedbingother difltrieta of the old ^‘Province of 
the NorthK" But which nation h entirely free from this blaine? 
The church of '* Xossii Senliom dos Rumedios," called by the luttivei 
Remedii is, like that of TliAniu the largest and moil respectable parish 
church existing in the ciistrirt^ and appears to be renovated tn ulmost 
the same style as when first built, aitbougb there is nothing very atriking 
about its architecture. Gemplli Carcri tells us: '^Thursday the 3rd 
(February 1695), 1 went to visit the image of oiir Imly J>e io3 
standing in a partsh-chureh belonging to the DomlnicanB ou the road to 
CauaiKi- About five years since this church was burnt by A'ac^ji, a 
GeniitF, subject to the Crrenr MoffuK who+ with a great multitude of

The church of AgAsi woa buiH after the destmcUon of the church 
and orphanage of the invocation of “ N’oasn Scnhora da Luz." It ia in 
point of time ft comparatively recent hnilding, oa in that of Architecture 
ft very ordinsiyone. Tliis ciuirch wfta visited in 1/60, twenty-oiieyeait» 
after the occupation of the isliwd by the Mariithiis, by Anquetil dii 
Perron on ita fcoat day, alUiough he waa not treated there so hos- 
pitahly aa at tlic chiifcbra of Poinur nnd Thitna* He writes :-~

Further tcstituotij to the antiquity ain! splendour of Kalyu^ is 
found in the Ealnd^t^ldf or ^Garland of Jewels,^ in which the scene 
being laid at KalyAna, where Rfija Bhuvar the €o1ankhI reigns in the 
year of Vikmina 752 {69fi a.d.)«, the Brahnian Krish^ajt celthjmtca 
the glories of the Ekilankhi princess.

There is much tralfic here, and nituiy ships md Taerchants frequent 
tJie place; for there is a grpat export of leather of ^arions ei^ceUeiit 
kinds, tuid also of good buckranr and cotton. The Dierclumta b tlEk^lr 
ships also import Taiious aiticleSi such as gtddp silver, cupper, and 
other things iu demand. 

Witli the king's eonniraneo many corsairs launch from this port to 
plunder merchants. These eorsairs hovie a covenant with the king 
that he shall get all the horses they capture, and all oUlvr plunder 
shall remain with them. The king doi» this bceatise he heis no horses 
of his own, whilst many are shipped froni ahroacl towards India | for 
no ship ever goca thither without horses^ in addition to other cargo. 
The practice Is naught and unworthy of a king.'^* 

Ihn EfttiTltfi (1334, Priauls) also speaks nf Thnnd as Kukin^TAna, 
although he never visited it j but from its fame mentions it as one of the 
ports from which great ihl|is used to go to Ailcn.-|” Some time laTore* 
fklnsi had dcHcribed ThtnA as " a pretty town ujioiia great gulf where 
vcAiJels aoehoT from whence they set sail ;”t niiLl although this looka 
rather ciaggeratcdp GildeineisLer§ has iia donht that ^“^Tlni^V wiia the 
only port known to the Arabs hetwecu llroach and Goa.*' G to vani BotcrOji 
although he speaks of Thun & as containing^' the remains of an immense 
city” and *"n town that still contained .%D00 velvet-weavers,*'never 
saw it. lie was charged by the Cougregation de propa^mida Jtde to 
collect and wnto notices of Christian tnissiems. He waw bom iu 154 D, 
was in Spain in 15S5, and died in 16J7» without ever coming to ludii^ 

About twenty years hefore the 4?onqucst of Tlia^ii by the Fortugiiese 
the lowu is desedbed, by Duarte Barbosa under the name of Toiiii'^ 
miyambu thus :—“Twenty-five Icagurs further on the coast is tlic 
fortress of the Wfure-meutloned king (king of GujanitJ* called Tana- 
TnajainLu, and near it is a Mootiah town, very pleasant, with mauy

but of little trade* And there are m this port smell fcsselfl of rovers 
like watch boats, which go otit to sea, and if they meet with any small 
ship less strong than thcmselecs they capture and plunder it^ and 
somedniEs kill their crews.*'^ AIwut a century betbre the arrival ot' 
the Portugnese, Than^ was the scene of a fierce and long-contbued 
struggle between the rival princes of the Dakhan and Gujariitp until at 
last the Dakhan monarch was entirely driven out of it in 14'2S, Exactly 
one century after—in 152^ — ^Heitor da Silveira, after the defeat of the 
fleet of the Gujarwi king ill Uie Bombay waters, was extorting tribute of 
the panic-BtricketiGoveronraf Tkil^n, Salsette^ and Bombay, who appears 
to have owed fealty to the Gujarilt priucej or had perhaps long been, as 
Elphln^tonef believes* an independent little rajah* bis small territory 
being a detached po!<;ifcssi(m of the Gujorfit kingdom. 

Ferishta* as tnutslatcdby Briggs, bas the event thus recorded :—** In 
the same year (1423 a.i^O Kutibkban, tlie Qovenior of ^laliim, dyings 
Bultiin Ahinadsbah Bahmoni thought this n favourable op|H}rtnnity lo 
obtain possession of that islandf which he efFected without loss.^^;^ 
Ue ndds—^^Taurtalt was taken mi the same time. Among the articles 
captured on the iitlAlid ofMahiim were some beautiful gold and silver 
embroidered muslinsj with which vessels were laden and sent to Ah- 
mednhad/'^ 

Elsewhere we are told that tyefore the Mabomcdaiis came to TiiUn^, 
the town and the mljacent country were under the rule of tlie Bbaugolb 
and Bhaniprisp The origin of this race is rather ohscore^ Mention is* 
however, made of it in the Brahmailara KAmrla of the Purfi^a 

and in the KaiA^ Kalpai^rMt wherein it is *gdd that the progenitor of 
this race, by name Bhnraguim^ was ereated by Siva for the purpose of 
bringing to him sweet toddy to allay his thirst after a severe fight with 
n demon. Dharagnnn liaving thus acf[ulred the esteem of t^iva was by 
him raised to the dignity of a treasurer* hence his name of Bhaigd^ib 
from ii^ treasure. The Bhaugolis are said to be a mere tribe of the lihan- 
^iris, so called from blowing their n trumpet or comet. It is

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auppKbicd ihftt iiti the overthrow ot'ibe BhniiilRr! rule Hi? 
took pDssfsaioii of tLcoouiatrjj aiid llien gradually ealended lliEii' power 
ntid mciJtered the ueiglibouring peoples. When the PortugiifhHe arrived, 
k ia slated that BahildLtr Khhu, who waa Govenior of Bnaaehi at the 
limet was ailitftHl by the former with the hope of gain, and con^wiiliHl 
to their estahLiEhing a factory there^ whieli was to be seen, according 
to chroniclers, w( early as aad was eifentnally, as wc have nlretuly 
leartit, cluuiged Into a fbrir»i and the capital of all the tiorlhem set¬ 
tlements of the Pottognese in India. In the mean while the l^haodarls 
nnd Bhai^olta were all aatin Xot being alow to profit by the ad vent of 
the new Eumpeui comers^ they sided with the ktter for the expnlsLDii 
of the Mahoinedaiis, nod thiia perhaps retaioedi as at Chaul ami else¬ 
where, those priviU'geji uf trumpeter chiefs, as they were called, to 
w hich there was no interruption since the dominion of the Fortugitese.* 
It ap|ieara tlint the Portuguese, anbsecpient to the con^^ue^t ofTluina* 
hnrAsaed ns they were with constant quarreb with the neighbouricig 
princes, hud little time or iiiciiiiAllon tosUolyAhe niitiqnitEca of the placcp 
rich field though it be for study^ But one day a Portuguese nobleman 
by name Dnni Antonio ilc Sonsaf who was Isying the foundst ton of his 
house nt TluViiiV, hapinuied to discover in the excA^tions made among 
i he ruiiiH of a pagnik nn imgraving of a friar^ which the chroinrlet 
believes was that of Friar Jordanns^ of the onler of PoniiiiEcans, wdm, 
hAit having buried lits four fellow-missionarkca, of the order nf Francis- 
eaiuft two of whom were pri^ibyUirs and two lay brothcrii, was killed 
and buried ihcre.t 

The subject of the martyrdom of Jordamts being yet a crjrn/a, 

let Us lirsit examine into its ongiii, and see who this Jordanus was. 

i'rinr Jordanus was a Freuchnimn; he h said to have hecn s native of 
K<5verac. But there being at least fire places of the nmne of S^vcnic in 
France, it is difficult to determine to which af these should accorded 
the hoEiour of being his birlhplncc. It appears probable, however, ths.t 
h# winE born \ n one cjf the three places in the district of Bouergue, in 
the department of the Aveyron, from a noble family^ called fromthia 
province Dc Sdveraci and which gave to France in the time of Charles 
Vn. n \fArsha1 by name Aniaulry de S^verac. He is nlio caJled 
ririffhfti, wliich is suppa^d to be the genitive of his father's name- J

lltJ^TOKY 4JfD AHTlyUlTIKS OP BAa3£lS. 


The dote* of Ins birth and death are yel uiilcnown, nor b there any¬ 
thing, ill spite of paiial hylU, to guide us as to the age at whii-li 
Joidanua was appoiutetl Bishop in iudia nnd first started for thin 
count n% 

It is tiimply Bitntvjsci3 llmt he at gretpuc of a party of twelve 
friare that, iintlci the giiitlan.ee of that teuentble soldier of his order the 
welhkiiown Thomas of Tolcntbop journeyed to the Eaat a^ early o 
\:{Q% procroding first to K'cgropniit and aflcrwarda fo Thebes.* That 
party ttm cbieHy composed of Franciscans. 

There ore no other dDcuments rclatlagto Friar Jorduiua than his two 
lettera addressed to memheie of his omi order (the Dominicaiih and to 
that of St^ Francis, residing in Persia, found in a MS. id the National 
Lihran' of Parim and his own little worh Mirubiitu the date of 

which la still undetermined. This work was first printed in France in 
1®39 by M. Coi^uehert Mantbret^ timsiated into English by Coh Yule, 
and published hy the Ilakliiyt Society In ISS3^ Of the two other 
letters^ the first Is dated ]2ih October L321 from Gogo, and the other 
20lh January 132d from Thanfl- Oo the receipt of hia second letter 
the Vloe-Custofi of tlteDominicans inPerata, by uamo NkohnisHomitiiis^ 
Is slated to have started for India. The only remsinbg doenmeDt of 
any interest to the biography of Jordanus is a bull of Pope John 
XXI [,+the date of which is said to be eqiiiynlent to ilth April L33(}, 
addressed to the Christians of Gohitnhiia orColutnhum (modern Coulam 
or Qiiilan), aud intended to he delivered to them by Jori;lainis himself, 
who was nominated Bishop of that plaee.f One of his letters appears 
to implyp however^ that he hail been to Colurnbum before his lauding 
at Thni^ with the Fnmesscans, and that Ills Mi^airiiia, the heading of 
which Kfa forth his episcopal desigoatioDp was written in the interval 
between 1328, when ho was appointed to that olhcc, and 1330, when 
he is said to have left Europe, f 

The centie of the mlsaionaiy operations was then Sultank in Persia, 
the seat of the Persian tnoimrchy prior to its overthrow by Tamerlane. 
Here an Archbishop, by naiiie John de CorCf was appointed by the 
Pope. This metropolitan Jiad three bishopTica— Tabriz SemiMat or 
Samarkandp and Columbufu — ntidcr hEm, and when Jordanus came to

But what la curioua in the eequenct of the narnitive is that 
John de IMarl^olh, or Joha of Florence M he U called, ^ho «aa a 
Minrhrite scut out to China oa a legate from the Pope to the Great 
Khnnp and was at Columhoro only twenty yeara lotefi hi December 
1346 or 134?* probably the latter* ftlthough he mentioiia a church of 
St. George of the Latin caminimion there* is absolutely silent un the 
episcopate of Jordniius. And not only in the work of Alnrlgnolli, but in 
the works of aercral others who have written on tbc Syrian Christianity 
orMalabar^ such na the Dotninlean Friar Navairette in I613p^ Father 
Vinceiiio Maria In lfi72j .\!ieliael Gcddea Id lG94p Ln Croze hi 1723, 
down to Fra PaoHno* lloughj and otheni in more rccont time^p except 
Whitchoii^V who fpiotca from Yitk^fl Cnl^ay and tlie name 

of Jordanu3 Is simply conspicauns by ita absence. It ia known, more- 
OTcr* that from the time of hb alleged episcopate down to the arrival 
of the Fortugiicse, there waa no Roman Cntliolic place of worship in the 
town of Quilon until Affonso Albuc|ncTqne im|iorted a DominieiLD friar 
by name Itoderic^ who built a church there.* 

Rut if there ia ao itiucli doubt hanging over the fact whellier 
Jordonna ever w^ent to ColumbuniT llierc b little about one individual 
of tlmt name haring oomc to Tli^na. The queation then arbi'^ Wan 
ibis ihc annse that was going to Colnmbutnl For the Porluguciie clftim 
him as a eounlryman of theirs* and the Lagiologisit Oardozot deelarea 
that ** Jordan na lilniBelf was eventually a martyr to the faithp*^ hut 
witlionc particulars or evidence. Tliese partienlars are snppUed by 
Pe. Francisco de Sonzott but they are iiimutbenticated. The only 
authorityp then* that remnini to be coi^nlted on this obscure q^dtinn* 
and which appears to throw some light on it^ i^ the FranciBcnn friar 
OdoHc of Friidip eommonly called Portimu^ a native of Porden- 
one, who enme out ns a misaionory to Trebizonde* Ornius^ and ^lalabnr* 
and after traveiling sixteen yeari lu the Fjist returned In 1330 to 
EuropCi amh having iRetated Ids travels to O. de Sotognaby order of Iris 
superiorj died in the oflour of sanctity on the Nih January 1331 j which 
day is lu the Roman Catholic calendar deilicated to his praise.§

Regnrclmg the martyfdoin of the four Fnmci^catis ftt TliAoa, if one col- 
lutes the stateinmts of Jordaous end Odoiic he will find that the formerj 
iti Ilia second letter, dated ^20 th January 1324^ reLatea that ha^dng started 
Irooi TabriK to go to Cathayt ho changed hi;! mind nnd sailed tuwarJa 
Coliimbum with four Frinciscan iriissiofianes, Lot they were driven by n 
Btormto in Iitdia* where they wero received hy Nestoriina. 

There he IcR hia cotnpaniono, and^ u he knew the PcTiRiaii tongue well, 
he started for Broach, hoping to preach with success, lie was detained^ 
hijwcver, at So per a (Snpara)^ and there he heard that his four brethren 
at ThiU^ii had been nrre;sted. tie returned to aid them^ hut found they 
had been put to death. 4^e was, however, enabled to remov^c the bodiea 
of the martyrs by the help of a young Genoese ivhom he found at 
ThAiia, and ha^drig troiuportcd them to Suptrii he hurled them in a 
rliureh there as hDiioiirably as he could. This, lie says, took place two 
years and a lialf before the date of hU letter, and he cuuehides by asking 
for more missionaries afler the iium crons cduversiDiis he had made at 
Hroiich and lietween Tli^ifia aiidSupdffi.* 

'Fkercis, however, another work—a chronlek emling with the year 
1320, which purports to have beeu written by one Jordaniia, ami hni bCf^ii 
trarcd with iomc plausibility to our author, although ^Euratorj 
Ifnf. Mfdii voL iv^^ pp. 349 gives a number of estractjf^ 

and states the authors apparent interests are tube Venetian amt 
Francbccan/^ This chronicle gives minute details of the martyrdom, 
but befog too long to enter here I give it in »hort. 

Certain brethren of the ordcm of Minora and Preachers were sent 
on 3 . iiiiaaion to Onniis, but, fiOiling that tliey could do no good there, 
they thfnight it well to go over to Columbitm in EuJia, On their arrival 
at Diu t the brethren of the order nf Minors seprated from the feat of 
ihe party, ouiLset cult by laud to Thanil, lliat they might there take 
siilp for Columbum. Now there was at ThAi^a n Saratcii ijf Alexandria 
named Yuatif* whosummuncil them to thi- presence of the Mdik, or gov-

The 
Malik then let them go j but Vnsnf pcrsoaikd ban to arrest and detain 
them. At length xMalik, KAzi, Pag^uisf and Saracens questioned the 
lincUtreii; ^'How ean IJhnst, whom you call the Virgiiis Son^ be the 
Bou of God, seeing that God has not a niate?'* They gate many 
in^toDcea of divine geueratioii, and the inideb conld not resist he 
apint tlut spoke in them/^ 

Then at last the Saracens kindled a great fire and said to them, ** You 
say tliat your law Is better than the law of Mahomet \ if it be so, go 
you bio the fire and by miracle prove your words.” The brethren re¬ 
plied that for the honour of Christ they wonJd freely go. Brother 
Thomas then came forward to go in first, hut the Saracens would not 
allow him to do bo» he seeming older than the others. Then came the 
youngest of alb James of Padmip and iucDiritinently went into the firei 
and abode In it rejoicing and uttering pnd*?* and without burning even 
his hair. Now those wlio stood by shouted with a great cry, “ Verily 
these are good and holy men But the KiiEi, willing to deny so 
glorious a miracle, said :I do notthliik soi his rninient b come from 
the land of Abraham ” Then they Btripped the imioecat youth and 
all naked he was cast bv four men iiito the fire; but be went forth 
from the fire unwathed. Then Malik set them free, but the Kazi niid 
Ynauf, Wring them inalice for having been rntenained in the house of 
n ceruiu Christian, said to *Malik, ** If you let them go, nil will believe 
in Christ, and the law of Mahomet will he utterly deatruyed,’’ Bialik 
replied that he found no cause for capital punishiivEnt+ But they 
said^ If one cannot go pilgrltn to Mecca, let hiin slay a Climtlan, and 
he shflll obtain tt full remission of siius,” Then the night following 
Jinlik ^ent officers who " despatched the three brethren, 'f houms, Jame#, 
and l>emetrius^ to the joys of heavcni, beaiiiig the palm of martyrdom." 
After a while brother Peter, who was in another place, prcBented him- 
selfj when after two days' sore affSietioiia, on the third they cut off his 
head ami accomplished his nr&rtyrdnm.* 

Tlivn jerdauus took away their bodied itnd buried them, as above 
stated, at Sriparu. Wadding relates that soon after their death great

The account of Odarie is stUI longer. Bat it is in suhatance just About 
the same aa thnt of Jordjmos^ with only a few diserepancirs^ He says 
itiat baviiig embaTked on hoard a vessel called Persian 

JaAa^f a generic rnime for ship, after twenty-eight days he Jundcd at 
ThilniV where for the faith of Christ four of. our ^^ino^ Friars had 
suffered a glorioas martyrdom/' lie adds that whilst the friArs were 
staying ia the house of a Christian at TbS^V one day tliere arose k 
quarrel between the good mAU of tbe house aad bis wife* and in the 
ereniag he gave her a sound heating, In the moniing the woman 
went aud made a eomplaint of the beating to the (KfiS],) 

or Bishop and ^agtatmte^ hucI the latter haring asked If she bad any 
proof of what slic alleged, she answered tliat tberc were four ** Frank 
Rabbans'' or monks. They were sent for^ Their namea were Thomas of 
Tolentino, James of PndiiAt HemetriUA, A Georgian lay brother good 
at tlio tongui^" Frinr Peter of Senna licing left at home to take care 
of their things. After some disciiSflon on religioiii the K^ai asked 
IVinr Thomas what he thought of Mahomed; the friar replied that 

Mahomed was the son of perdition, and had his place m hdl with 
the devil his father.Wkien the Saracens heard thiOf they all began 
to shout with n Loud voice together, ^ Let him die, let him die, for 
he hath blasphemed the Pfophet.^^ Then, after the friai^ were killed, 

the Christians,'^ Odoric continues, who were Lo that place, ueliig 
thi^ took the bodies^ and caused them to be committed to the tomb,** 
thtia avoiding all mention of Jordainis nnd the martyrs^ burial nt 
Suparil. At last Odoric says that he opened their tomb and humbly

and take of the earth of the pl&te where the friars were slaiu, ninl 
woeh it ill water and then drink the witer„ and IM> are iinme^ 
cliatelj freed from all their allment^"*^—wliish aomida like a parody 
of the tomb of the apuatle St+ Thomajfp and of ooine Huddhbt 
Srllmaaja. 

There is here one diaertpancy in dat42 Trhich ret^ulres eoircctloiiH 'We 
have seen that tlic letter of Jordanua Redivjrus^ aa he is sometimes 
railed, whieh mentions the martyriiom of the rrmnoijj^n friars^ is 
dated 20th January 1324^ whereas the chrocielo attributed to him is 
dated I320i Hut floeording to the jid& of the BollAiiduita 

the martyrdom took place on the lat April 1322; or the Thursday of the 
week before Palm Sunday of that year ; while the celebrated traveller 
Odoric of Friuli waJ at Thu^a in the aame year^ and sent home a letter 
describing the martyrdom as haidng oecurred in the preceding year+ 
Thus thla error in date^ and the martyrdom of Jordaniij himself at 
Thu^ aller hAvung huried the four FrauciscanmlBsionaricsi remain yet 
to Ik! corrected and confirmed. The martyra appear as in the 
Actn SirnctorurH^ and their feast is celebrated on the Wednesday of the 
Ifoly Week. 

Of ThanA Odoric writes ^— ^"'The city b excellent in positioOp and 
hath great store of bread and wine {one of his ^I SS. has * abundance of 
vietuaLs, but especially of butter, of^enmn [seaamef] and of riceTjip and 
aboundeth in trees.

X 0 w this pkc?e, whieH U evidently the Sovpitra of Plole mj and 
0{fpara of the PeriptttSi, was supposed by the Frcneh editor of 
Jordan us's jlfi'miiVta to be the S^ifaro e/ Uindi^f the Arabs^ which he 
places on the north of the first great river south of the Narnadies 
(Xarbadnjn i r.Tapli* over against Surat , pfohably aa the ancient re- 
presentotive of the fort of Sttah^* It is the StifalaA of Abnlfedsp a 
contemporary of JordanuSp Bad of which place Gildemeistcr wntesp 
tlf ^Jut tiiii ojwaif rattriH ntffaiona+ D’AuiilLe piBces Sapani at 
Sifcrdain. 

Lassen thinks Snpnru to he a eorruptioii of the Sanskfit SurjidraA^at 
which means ‘fine shore."

Rut this is 
earning one's sceptjcisin rather loo far, lie mny not have lisiKed 
Cathay fChinaj^ Suuiatra, Ac., htit of hb visit to Tlul^ia there is, it op. 
peora, not the Imst doubt, Th ii s wc hnvc it t hat in Timing now one of t he 
subiirhs of the city of Bombay, four Franciscan mi^iornnies, coEuradea 
of Friar JordannSj suffered mariyrdam at the hands of the Mahomedan 
Governor in 1321, were buried at SuparA near BasseiOk ariEl their hones 
removed to Europe by Friar Odoric only a year or two later* 

It is apparent from ihe above etaiemEiila that ThfitiA when visited 
by Jordsniis and Odoric was iiniler a Mussimnn Governott subjecl to

although the importation of new fabrics from Eorope nnd the esUblish- 
nietit of mills in liombay appears to have lesaened the demand for itj 
and Interfered with ihe reputation it once enjoyed. 

Before drawing the snbjeet of Jordan us and Odoric to a cloRe^ it is 
neccssarr to advert to another point which rtqnircs elucidation. Both 
the friars mention that there were at ThAnA in their time about 
fifteen Christian families of the Nestorian sect. In the seventh century 
Conn as ludicopleustea also refers to a Persian Bishop at KalyAiiaT, nud 
there must lure cansequently been a Christian congiegation of the same 
denamiontiou^ NevertlielcMi when the Portuguese came to ThAnA tliere 
no Christian of any sect to be found there. In the interval between 
the martyrdom of the four Frojiciscans find the arrival of the Portugtitsu 
they seem to hare diaoppeared* or^ anyhow* Abandoned the plnce^ 
Bui what is refilly surprising is tliat Philip Anderaon. shoithl tell us that 
" Sir Thomas Herbert found also Christiana of St. Thnnans at ThAnA 
nmongst Other places,^* and then add* We nre glad to ftacerUin how 
they appeared to an intelligeni Englishman of the seventeenth 
century."t ** intelligent Englishman of the aevcuteentli 

century*'" never said such a tbmg. AVhnt Sir Thomas Herbert refers 
to is Tanori and nifi ThAmi.J Taiior* now Tanure or Tmindr, was 
a mediEeval port of Afalahar, and an ancient city with manj Chris¬ 
tian inhabitauts, and ihc sent of ait independent rAjd* It was well 
known to the early Portuguese writets.^ it is a pity that so excelhnt 
a work in other reapecU fia TAc EftffliMh in II etlcra indmWf should con- 
iJiio such a wrong interpretation and hnaty conclusion. But this is not

‘The crew, twentv-four in number, having 
eontritvil to reach the short near Surtte,’ Sc., thua mnkiug jvntre* 
vingt ' twenty-four,’ instead of eighty, with great discredit to his em- 
dition, and jcrious diatiirhuice of the order and sense of histoiy, which 
nobody has the right to niter.”* 

The fortiflcatioiis built by the Portngnese at Thilnii consUled of two 
towertnnd one small square fort with two bastions at opposite comers, 
well placctl so aa to coniuiand two creeks on both sides- It appenrs 
that the latter place is now called KumhA nbout one mile north-west 
ofllhivtindil *“‘1 of the two creeks LativU nml Bhirnniji itself, which form 
the estuary of the KAmwarl river. x\l)Out two miles distant there is a 
hamlet Called Eirangpliip, and this was onct a rortugucse jwinto, or villa 
residence, much resorted to by the Tliimidor and Cnptahi of Thiina. 
Close to these forts arc Bome wells which are also the work of the 
Portuguese. 

The above fortifications were iiupettcd and described by the two afore¬ 
mentioned Portuguese officers, in 1 631 and 1738- The two round towers 
were called nflcT the names of Sam Pedro and Sam Jeronimo, and the 
M|uare fiirt with two bastion.! Eeis ^fegtM. They had first a small garri¬ 
son of eight soldiers (reduced to four) under n captain, and were etjuipped 
with four gun*. Thev were, until their capture by the Mnrathtls, in¬ 
complete. and although nrgeJ by the nhoviMncniioned inspectors to 
complrtc some, and build others, the GoTeminent seems to have turned 
n deaf ear to them, to repent ofit at the last moment. Grnnt DulT 
aays that the recommendation to build a new fort was at Inat acted upon, 
but with too little vigoiur, for the latal year 1739 arrived before it was 
Bnished-t They had besidES the above garrison one homhardicr, one 
torehhearer, and n bo«t with two rowers. The dishuiscmenta on each 
of the fortifications mode by the Factors of Bassein amounted to about 
yOflxerafins a year- The Governor of the town of Thkph, who was 

called T/t£n&ddrf or more properly a collector, had the salary of 
30,000 rra n year, and five peons under him. One otiwiiJor or judge

There was in 1634 one Cnthedml nt TiifinSl, immed " A Igtejn dn ST 
under n Tieiir^oiie parish ehiireh of ihe iiivoratioii of Sam Jon3 ; n 
coiiteiU of the AuguKtins with twenty monks : one of the Jesuits with 
eleven inmates ; another of the Capurkins with twelve ; and one of the 
Dominicans; with two. Outside the town there were two elmpetB, one of 
the iuvocotion of ** Xossa Sniliom do Rozario’’ under the Jesulta^ and 
another of “Xo*Ba Seuliora da Grara'' under the Augustm friars. 
Eneli of the above convents had uOD jcerahns n yeaf from the royal 
treasury, and each parish church or its viear 42pOQfl reis.'f 

When visited hy Fryer iu 107^1 Tluin-^ which ho writes Taafiic* 
had seven ohurchea aiid coUegeSj the chiefeat of the PauJistinw;

Next to the EgrejA dn Su of the iuvocatEon of Nossa fkmhorn da 
Coneebail't where otrr traveller snug the tluit gmiiied him so much 
re^jiect imd sympathy from the Chmlbiia ofTiiiiiih were theChtiifdiand 
Convent of St* Anthony. These were built by the aforeiiieiittoneil 
Fr. Porto, lie AppCAra to hare been nil the whlle^ fmm the ilay he 
landed At Basaein in 1.^34 with the iurarlitig army of his nation, on a 
building exenraion. He began wiili EasjH!iii^ where lie hnllt a niimber of 
cbnrchea and con rents, to which I shall liare to rofer hereafter; then 
he went to Ag«sh where he huilt the Church and College of Nossa 
Senhora da Luz, which was, as mbore atAied, burnt down with five 
Chnitians on the 30th April 1540 ^ then w^eat to TliAo<h and here^ 
among other things, huilt the Church and Conreut of St. Anthony* 
It is Etid that in order to build this church and cunrent be pulled down 
twelve pAgotlas which were round a great tank, which maybe the one 
Atill observed in front of one of the chELTchcs tbere, and raised over the 
niiuE of the Hindu temples liisown, it wa^ thought then, the ebro^ 
niders iuforiti us, that this was the very jdacc where the four Frau- 
cisenn friars bad been murdered two centuries before. + The niortvrs

Tlic next traveller who has lefl: m n detailed dcseriplion ofThAnil^ 
after the sjiirjYuevjr Du Perron^ is the venerable Bishop llcbcr, who 
visited tlio place in 18125.

The loteEt fotrt frotmettcd with the Riitiepiarmn hi.^torTcf Thfiniiis Uie 
dbcover)', about n year ago^ ntnuUt the ruins of the old fort—which bad 
for some time been used, els a j-aih ailEl where foundakons were beingIJirl 
for a new one—of some gravestones of in di\idiiiils of noparticnlnr iiitcfrflt 
to bistor}', with short epitaphs engraven on thetiii lusd of some cobs made 
of an alloy of tin and line called hy tbe Portugnere, which are very 
rare nowadays. They have St. Citberine's wheel on the obverse* she 
being the patron aaiot of Goa, which was conquered on the day of her feast^ 
and where this coin was first struck by the Senate, and Dorn .MamiePa 
crown or cross on the reverse. There waa also n Tlotrian Catholic medsl* 
with the head of Chrtit with the marginal legeud of Jl¥a>r/i 

on one face and the year I525p P* S+ for Petri Sedls, and Rome on the 
otheff dug up among archaic rfdAcit.* There is now very little of ar- 
ehmologicnl interest at Thni)A* All the coi3vents 1 have mentioned 
before have been almost entirely swept off the earth's surface^ and what 
remains ia about to he so^ notably tlic Chureli of St, John, whichp aT- 
t hough rebuilt in l6dEl^f is in n very [lllapidnted eoiidltimi* the walls 
n 30 S*‘gtowm covered with jougte all around, whhont being repaired or 
whitewashed for a great moiiy jearSi the whole siirroniided by some old, 
Tcnerabh; large treesp which appear to have been staudliig there for some 
three or four centuries, and the lofty chapel surmounted by a sqiiare 
tower and a dome thrcfttening to tumble down. There ii one of the largest 
bells the Portuguese ever hr ought to this place, suspended in its lielfry', 
miking a aouorous noise in that sequestered spot, where tbcrc are h 
few nitivG ChHstiius living, who seem to take great delight in listen* 
ing to its deafening sound* There is every evidence of the build¬ 
ing having been raised over the ruins of one nr more pi^odas dc' 
atroyed hy thepioiis zeal of the Portuguese mu^ioliBrieSi. 

Among the ruins now to Im? obi^TT.'cd are those of the Clinrcli of the 
Jesiiita* dtdicalcd lo the Blessrd Virgin* "A Msdre eIp Deus,"" siid n

The place seteeted for 
the huihliiig of this orphanage wa!i in the midst of a forest^ wlicro 
there was a fanions tein|de of the Trimurt!, which Father Silveira—- 
already knowm as a Provincial of their order at Ctoa^ where he had 
seen that soch a desecration of the poor Hindus^ temples could well Ij* 
done without much hurting their feelings [Jesuits even thought the

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iliff Drpbmiage—whicli Isc dfilir^nied, fts if ill ironicfil fiUiisimi to iliv 
thrfc'-bcaJpil ^iva, and in detliJice of liim, to tlu?

nnmiog it Tile Orphanage of the Blessed Trinity*"^ The nuniber 
of eobiiisti soon ro^ to 3(KS, and later on to ft fiUll higher niiiiiljer. 
The Concord and horinony that reigned there had a snlutar}’ ludyenee 
on the heathen^ and swed* we are tnhli to condnn many a wravering 
CatiioUe in his new faiths To the orphanage was soon added a 
farming establish n^cnt, where both the or|dians and the chlLdfen Umt 
were houghc during a famine Uiat raged there in those times were 
employcd From tliis farm were obtained all sorts of vegetables and 
grain for the support of the orplianage. It is sn|>|H>sed that the ruins 
of this ehureh and college are now at the bottom of the ^^eliar lake ; 
while the ruins of the orphanage nre still visible* 

A Klilla DK SALt'ETE:. 

The island of Sakette was the third division of the Province of the 
Nnrlhsubject to (lie Capital of Hossein. It was divided into a 
PrnganA and ninety^^vc villages. 

Its name is derived from Eanskrk trfl (Shfushtih Maruihi rTTfl" 
mennlDg ^\ty vUIsgeSp in contrailistinetimi to ct?W^ (ShatsMshti)^ 
^lanthi rrrwfe^ (SasHshtl), nr sixty-six villages* themme of the distnri 
of Sal^ette to the sontli-east of Goa, *T\ip other distlnctJon h that while 
the Salseite of Botiihay^ about ten mnes to the north of the latter citvi, 
is an island^ ihe Snlsette of Gao, lying about twenty miles distant from 
the new eity of Gem* is a peninsula. They were both indiamuiinately 
written by the Portuguese Salceic nr Salselte. (iraul inferred 

from the sound of the word that it wa^ derived from the Portugnese #af 
(i^lt), which was prepared duHog the oceupation of the island by' 
them* as it is now^ not flir from the causeway that imitea E^alsette to 
Bombciy.^ Another writer says " Thomas Steveas^ of New College, 
Oiiford* the first Knglishmau who visited the Westeni Const of India, 
landed in Goa in 157l^i and in 16113 was rector of a college m Siikette- 
lie, too» wrote an account of hb travels, hut lie is eipially reticent 
al>aut the iieighSioiiriug island at Boiiibay***'f^ Btevens iiei rr eauie to 
Salsette near Bombay* and was all the while tTvgagtd in the rectorship 
of a Jesuit colli'gc at ^Iar;^3 first, and at Ilaehol afterwards* in the

It is ati|i|Miaed that Sal!H!tte was visited by the Chinese pilgrim 
11 Wen Thsaiig iu tlie Ecrentb century« Gnicral Cuiiuingltain 
writes:—'Mn this ertse I would rend wc^^tcrti frontier of the klugderrij 
and identify his dite-mduasteTy with the wclhknown cxcnvatians of 
Kjiubcri in t1>e island of ^alaette. Indeed, if 1 niu eonect tii ij;e 
iilentiHcation of KnlyEmn ns ilic capital of MnliAnhslitrn in the severitli 
centurVp it ia nlmosL ccrtniu tlmt the pilgrim must liavc vbitcil the 
Ihiddhist establishinents of KEEiiherif which are not more tl^ii 
miles ilbtAut from Kalyiinu.'" Then al>oiit the dnte of the enves he 
mhl »:—Tlic iiumcrDiis iuseriptiona at KAnheri allow that some of its 
excavations must date ng enrly aa tho first ctntnry Ijcfore Christ, amt 
the bulk of them dtiriiig the first am) aecond century after Chrbt+”* 

Next to the Biiddhut mid Snivltc uionuinents of Sahwtte are cop¬ 
perplates and inscriptions. It apiK’ftn from them that Snlscttc was 
lirst subject to the Chnlukya dynnsty of Knlyann, whoso coppE?r|ilatcs 
have bc'.'n foinul in the hlaiuh and then to the Vaikvns, an jnscriptioii 
of which dynasty, besides several co|]per|iIntes» is found in the nljove- 
mcntioiied temple of Am bariiiitbaj. dated 7S2 (a^d. OfiO). 

The remaliting liistory of the IIluJli period until the time of ILi- 
madovn in I^HOk mul ofthe Mnhoittcdnii ride until the occupaliou of 
I lie island hy tho Portuguese, docs not difter from the ucighbgiiriiig 
town of Tliiina already described. 

Parsing on now to the Portuguese jicrio^b it wa^ as early ns lfh3D> 
that the Poriyguesc scut ilie above'ineDlioued Pr. Autotuo do Porto 
nil a mbsmimry tour to the t^iand* which TOtdtcd hi the coiivendou 
of thuiunuds of ITlkidu^ in which rtapeut Fr. Porto almost eipinlk-il 
the great St, Francis .Xavier, ilo built nunicroiis churches^ convents, 
and orpimiiagi's in it, and iu this respect he even excelled die Endian 
Apoatle. 






VM HiaTOJJT ASttSqClTIEJS OF UA^i^ElS, 

The first stronghold of pn^Aiii^m bh aitncks n‘crt directtd a^TBiiist 
Ti-ere the Buddhist eiLcarations of Kanherip This fact is meiitioEied 
hv Pr. Garrin d'Oha In the earliest work ctct written W a Kuro|>enn 
liint refers to the Kilnheri rav^, lie rites —"There is an itUmT 
called Salsette, where there are two iiitdergroiiiid pagodas, oneof whiebt 
under a hill* i« larger than the fortress of Dii 4 nud may l?v compared 
to a city of PortEgat eoiitaioiog about four hundred houses. There Is 
a way leading to tliia great [lagoda, hew n out of rockp where the monks 
of St, Fmneis have built a ehurch of the itivixation of l^t, Mseliael. 
Tliere are other pagodas along the way^ nud at the top mauy hou-'jea 
with apartmentall made of stouc- In one of these houses there is 
a tank or cistern of water, with conduits briiigtug to it min water. 
There are altogetlier three hundred houses, with iuiRgea of idols mrved 
out of stone ^ notwitbEtanding all tbls they are sunibrc and frightful, 
ns if nude for the worship of the devil.”* 

Diogo do Ccmio refers to the eaves more in detaih Hl- deseriU^? 
nnnierous chambers and tiiniicU with wiudiugSj into one of whieli the 
iudomitahlo Friar Porto went- Diogo do Couto writes i—The priest^ 
desirous of getting in to see tJiis wundEr^ and the uiagnllude of this 
work^ nbout which so much was eajek took cue of fiis companioiiSi, and 
collected twenty persons with arms mud nintchlocks to defend them- 
selvea against wild bensts:^ aui] some aervan ts tc carry'the nceeasary 

provisions for tJie journey......,Thus prepared, they 

entered the cnvcs by m entrance about four fothouis in brentlih, 
where ihiy placed a large stone, to which they fiurleued the end of 
the rope. They travelled through the caves for seven days wttbonl 
any intermpticn, through places some of them wide and others iiarrow,

It appears that ns late as the end of the seventeenth cciitim' ibe 
Kanhcri caves were unknown to EuropediiSi except to those who eoiild 
ri?nd the vrorks of Gareia d'Oria and Diogo do ContOr Gcmclli Careri, 
writing III IGOfi^ aivys:—^^%VhRt I most admire is, that it is almost un¬ 
known to Kuropeaiia : for, though 1 have made mticli impiry^ I clo nut find 
that any Italian, or other European traveller has written of it i and it 
is very strange to mo that an ingenions ft man as onr Peter de la Yal lo 
ahoulJ omit to aco both lliia Pa^oti and the palatM^^ of Uoriim* with ihc 
niitirpiities of CefmonsF, that weft hul a fewhiignieB otit ofhia way/' Jfce* 
Then agniiii " J know not what judgment Portngii^ authors make 
of it, hecaiisc their liooks arc scarce at Naples | but tliey, it is certainj 
are well acr|iininted w ith it, the viceroys themselves sonictiiues coining 
from Gna to see it ; yet it is most likely they could never discover the

Tbe other enresj which itctc alniost entirely tuniiM] into a Roman 
Cntholic chaprh tlio^ of Mftmlftpcftvami called iMont-Fczier or 
hlonpaeer by the Portuguese. CJu the side of these enves they erected 
nnother church and eoUegc, so tlint the Cfttei hceamt* m it tvcrct n 
crypt to the church. This churcli was by the snnie Fr, Forto dccli* 
ented to K. S. tb Concei^iJ. Tlic college was meant fur the cdii- 
catioii of iCtO orpham. All round the hill was n colony of two thousand 
natH'C coDTcrts, the traces of whose dvrclliiigs arc yet ^i^blc. Doth 
Gareifl d^Grta under the name of Afaijnz, dud DiogO do Couto under 
that of ^ilonpaecr, deecrihe this place in the height of iU prosperity m 
the works ahove referred to. 

In its decline It vtm tjsitcd by Gi'mclli Carerl, who writes i— 1 went 

to the vULnge of Moimpe*3er^ n mile dlstmitj from the KlUage of Pcihs 
liclunging to the nuns of St. Monica of Ooa> and sis miles distantp froin. 
BosseiUp to see a church underground^ furmcrly a cut in the 

rock I on which stands the college mid Tnoiiaiteiy' of the Franclsenus. 
It is n hundred spana long, and in breadth thirty. Tlie side walls^ m 
liiis been saidt nrc of tlm natural tocki aud only the front ia made by 
ari< Close by is another Pa^tNi cut in the rockf formerly serving for 
their idolatront worahip.” Thia wns ntso ccii?ertcd into a church ariil 
clcdicalcd to N* S. da Piedadcj and npjiears to l^e the present ehiirch 
of roiiisflr. Genielli then ndtls t — **Tliis church and monastery are 
like all the rest in India* Five religious men live there^ to whom tlic 
king of Foriugal nllowa 200 M*irarw* of rice, all whieU they give to 
the poor except only ns much as serves for iheir own sustenauce. Ono 
of tlieir fathers does the nffiee of a curate in die village of C^jsjtiV two 
miles distant, find has a good dwellh^g there.

Bestdea the two ahoYe-nientloiied cayca, winch were turned to religious 
lufci by Roman Catbofic missiooELries, they hnllt a great tmuilier of 
churches in the iihmd of ^afaette^ aome of which are itill in a fsir 
state of preservAtloiu To write the histozy of each of these hnildiuji^ 
and the collegiate iustitutions in coanectiou with them would carry me 
far liejmiid the limits assigned to this work^ I muat content myself 
with cmimemting them duia:—

GonieSf a Portuguese bom in ludiot whop froEu the number of converts 
he made at Uaudorn and the ncighhouriiig villages^ is styled by chroui- 
clers “ the Apostle of SalBette^^'' linudors appcftre to hsTe first resisted 
the efforts of the Ji^niU to couvert it to Christinnity, sudj being con¬ 
sidered au unpromiaulg field for missionary labour,, was almost iban- 
doiiedi until it was again taken op in tbe nboTtsmeiiiioned year by Fr- 
Gomes. When the latter entered Baiidpru he found un Christiorit 
there, but in he eould boast of d^OOO converts, which hy the year 
ihSU when the great missiouary^ diedj bad increased to ^,000- He 
had founded for them^ besidefl the parbh of St. Audrew^ two otherf^

JJtit when visittitl by Frjret^ in ltj7S, it had acquired 
greater dimeusions, for bs Bays It wm uot lojig beforo I waa 
cjnployed to wjiit on the Father Superior of the Xortb^ a lemrucd moiiK 
and a Spaniard DutioDp of the order of the Jeauita^ The Preaidynt 
(of the Bombay 1. C. eatabliahiueni) commandiHl bi^ own baloon 
(ft barge of stale of two aud twenty onrfl) to attend me and one of the 
Council, to couipLiumnt the Fatlier on the island of Caunreiu [Couto 
calU it Canaria, auutber natne fur Salsetle), parted from Bomlntini by 
a streaui lialf a mile broad, Kenr oiir landing place atoml a College, 
not luferior to the bqildingi ner much unlibo those of our tmivcrsiiies 
belonging to the Jesuits here, more t'ommcftilj called FanlisiiDes 
(Paulistaa)—whose Visitor waa now my patient—^wbo lire here scry 
sumptiionsly, tJio greatest jaart of the island being tbelrs. Onr enter¬ 
tain tnent wns trtilj noble^ and boeomlng the gravity of the Society. 
Afrer I hnd done my dnty, the Fathers accompanied ns to the barge; 
afore the College gate stood n large CTOSA* thwacked full of ynung 
blacks Bmging re^jitrs. The towu ia lorge^ the houses riled; it i^ 
called Bandora. At mir department they gart ii;!^ seyeii gnus, which 
they hare plan ltd on the front of their College for their ow n defenee, 
besides they are filled with gooel store of small nrins : following therein 
the advice gii'en by a statesninn to the King of i^pain, about the 
Netherlands E that ^ it the Soeiety nr the Loyolists were multiplied^ 
their eon vents might serve for castles/ 

In the middle of the river we liad a pleftsant proi^pect on Ijoth 
fiidea; on Handora side, the College, the towu, the Church of SC An¬ 
drew a mile beyond^ pud upon the hill that [K^intcd to Uie sen, the 
Agoadn, blockhouse, and a Church i Oft tbe other side the Church of 
Mnhini, with other lia noisome hnildings/^ 

That was the first visit of Fn^cr. Then lie paid a second one In 
company of a large party of fricndsi and n train of servants^ hor^s and 
palankeens^ which \vcre ferriisl over before them- Our autbor then 
adds:—''We^ coming soon after, were met by the Fraternity^ and 
conducted to the Fathers, who detained us till afternoon by a stately 
banquetr showing us the eirilitj of tbe Cburch and Go-ltege ; diverting 
us both with instrumental and local nin^fic^ and very good wine^ 
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■' After wilieli we were tliainksed, udJ four njilei olT Hnnilofn were 
ht4»[>pcd by the hindise^a of tlie Pndre SupErior^ whcKse iniiii Jate wherever 
Wit ftJiuie enuseJ llieiii to send bia retarders (reeadofl)—a term of i^oii- 
irrntidalioEi, EL6 we any ■our service’—with llic |iresents of the 
iftiitfi mid wiisc^ nnd wlmtover w wAnted. Here* not niyoiiung lo 
ofiy town, ill a sweet Air^ stood n mngnifLixinl niml rhureli ; in the 
way to whieh, and Indeed n\l n|> and down Xhh i^danih arc ideoaant 
Metis, ar eountry seats of the gmtir; wher^ they live like (ittiy 
nioTinreh^, nil tbnt is horn on the gmiind being theira, holding them in 
a jkerfect state of vitkliinge, they being lord* pafamuiint."*

Id tO. [t wns liirobably in its nrigin 
a gairlfoR chapel for the Boidkrs atatloiH'd at the Agenda fort. The 
fninc of this Bhrine, however^ appears to he from a recent dntd. For¬ 
merly the most celebrated images of the Virgin .Mary, resorted to by 
binli Ztoman Catholics and infidels for mirncnlons ciireB^ were those of 
N. S, das Augustins at Dhnnu, now complelely nnnetl, of Miidre 
lie Ihm at Chanh and of N\ S. ilos Reniedlos in thr island of haVlii, 
which was held in high venemlion not only by the Uoinan CalJiolies 
ami lllndfis^ but even by the ieoin>c1ast MBhODiedauR, who are said tu 
have spared that church, while tliey plundefed and destruynr every' 
other hiiilding during their repented incursions in the rouiiErv. 

Both the above iiuages seem now to lie auptrsnii^fl by that of N. S. 
do IMoiite, whieh, in order to add a mystic lustre to her other triumphs.

The fort of VansriTfl was rchuiU liy the ^^arat.hll5 (see 
Plate I3)i That of BnndonLp whm there wiu a place called Jg&ada 
for the ships of the Portuguese fleets to lake b woterj La almost en.' 
tirrly destroyed. The Jesuits' College at BsodotVi rendered lamoua 
by the visits of il umph ry Cook ond Fryer, had, as aborc stated* “ se I'eti 
guns mounted in front of it, ancl a good slore of fimall arms."'* The 
Hite occupied by this fortifiotl college h now coaycried into a slatkghter- 
hoiuCk the shed that ia built on it bearing every appeamnee of tlie 
Komaii Catholic cemeteries at Goa. 

The defenceless condition of the island of Salsctto was brought to 
llic notice of the Goa governmeut by the beforc'inentioned Factor of 
Basseb, Andri5 Kibeiro Omiiiho, in 17 2^, who writes;—To the island 
of Salsettc it is neccssaty to pay all uttention, not only bccniue it ia 
left QDcarrd forn hiit hecan<c its Tillages mijiistcr to the niistciiancc of a 
great number of the popuktioo of the jurbdiettoD of BaSdcin and the 
capital of Gon. The whole of this island ia unarmed, and exposed on 
the sen side to attacks of the enemy of the coiist (Ai]gria)v and on the 
land side to those of the Sidi^ Englis^i^ and Marat hit .'‘f 

it id quite true that the revenue derived from the bland of SaLsettc 
was a great help to the Portuguese govcmmenl, and to the iiiEiumernble 
idle hdalgos who had nothbg eW hut empty titles to Uye upon. 
There was at Solseito a ianadnt^ and some eu^tom-boiiRe clerks^ who 
nudertook the eoUcetion of laud rEveiiii^s^ excise dues* Stc* 

Most of the villages were given far au insiguifieaiit quLt-reut, generally 
in perpetuity, to the Portngueiic fnnjillps resident in Basaem and Goo. 
The posMfiflors of these Tiliagw were to all intcnUi and purposes like the 
feudal lords of the mediRval times, Geinelli Carer! says:—‘Mf the 
peasants take the land to till in the place of their abode, th/v pay no other 
duty to king or landlord (thotigb some esaet gome days of personal 
scrYice) ; bill those that hold in fee pay an imposElion according to what 
they are worth, every four months, to the ImgE factors or treasurers.

1 he island of CamnjEi Is one of the earliest known in Hindil histary* 
It would appear to be the fate of Jta villagei to have for centujies been 
the gifts of princes or ricb deTotecs to moiiastie institutions^ whctlier 
HuddJibit or ChnstinUp During the lluddliist period the nioulcfl Uviiig 
in the KAiilien cares were made, by tlie UbemlitT of an opulent tniuli- 
tefp the proprietors of a village in the island of Caronji^ just as the 
village of Vi bar* now covered by tlic lake from which water is brought 
by an aqueduct to Bombay* was assigned for their support by another 
party. Wlieii the island rame into the hands of the Portuguese* the 
Dominicans and Jesuits shared between thetaselvea the greater portion 
of the island, the remainder being distributed amoug a few Edalgos and 
soldiers. These religious assiguationa or gifts by royal jwrsonages^ 
ministers, or opulent devotees, who on entering the jiiiesthood thus 
disposed of their property^ were ouec vejy common among the Buddh¬ 
ists, and even now the giantiug of all the rents of a vltlsge for tli^ 
support of religious establishments h not a rare thing at all among 
the Hindus. 

The archicological remains of tlie format sect in the bkud are cells of 
a veij iuiignilicant character* bebg oow;, like tliowf of the Tungar hill, 
mostly filled with waier. ” They are here noticed only,'" writes Dr. 
Wilwti, ** ns vestigea of the Oriental asceticism m another of our Bom¬ 
bay islands* in all of which* capable of EUppKirling a small population* 
there appear to have hecn hcrmitngcsj cither Buddhist orBrahma^ical.^®*

same distinguished missionaTy, Fr. Autonio do FortOi who having ac¬ 
complished his mission in Bassein and Salsette went to Caranjap aud 
from this island to Chnul* date from 1535 + Fr.

til order to know where tSiese remains are now to be foiunL it is ise- 
cefisary to give n brief topographical description of the islands whieli 
eonsUtsot two hillsj called Great Hill and Little if dip and an iuterveuing 
plain. Viewed from ilgmbny the island looks iia if these two hills were 
plaixd side by sidCp and ns if rorioliig part of that range of hills that 
constitute tlie westeru iKiuudnry of ihc continent of IndiOt hut 
in reality separaied frcini llie inninlniid on the south hy a narrow arm 
juf the aea, and on the cost by another creek. 

Tlie blond is four mijea long and half m much brund. It is on the 
Great Hill'" tliat are to lie found the ruins of the church of N, S* da 
Fcidio, as well os of other chiirches. A long and winding flight of steps 
leads to it. The only church existing ai present in the island is of modem 
eonstructinii, and is of the invocation of B, da Furificacad.

There were two forts built hy the Foriugiiese, one on the eastern side 
of the islsjiih and the other on the top of the Great Hiir* lieforc nllud^ 
ed to. The latter was the larger of tile two. and huilt in the form uf a 
Kpiare. throe angles of which had a bMtion each, all wcH etpiippod with 
cannon. Close to it were the barrauks of the garrison, w hidi consisted 
of one captain, Sohlicrsp one bomlwvrdicr, and five peons, the Hum 
of whose pay amounted to dfiO pardaos a year, besides the rcb 

paid to the captain. Bid there were abn. liesidcs the above little gar-

mspeDted In 172^, the Faetor of Uas^eiil adviiied the goveru^ 
meut to bare a little loek in the sea close to the iilnnd ^rtifiedp but It 
appears tlmt it was then too late to do anything for the ilcfenec of a 
plaee that wiut rapidly gliding nway from tbeir grasp^ Carimj^ was 
the SOME hern exlremity of the late provlnoe, subject to the jurisdiclioii 
of HasH-dn, and jta fort was tlw? fonriecnUi In order from Bassein 
dnwiiwarditi uieluding the watebtowera whieh studded the whole passage 
from Baisem through to Bombay.f 

Besides the aboYc-mentioned ehurekes, the Dominienns had a her¬ 
mitage and n church of the im oeatiau of S. do Roaarlo, built by 
Falber-Genenil Fr. Jeronimo da PaixRi\ and subject to the prion' of 
(-haiib with a wherein nwd to reside the Palet CAnMitanarnm of 
the isbodp a member of that order. The Chrtslimis of Csranjn liad ouee 
offered ground and money sulhdecit lo build a courent for the Domini- 
causj but it ap|)eari that their offer, fur some reason or olber. was not 
accepted. 

On iho l.'ltb April 16IJ Qiranja w'os the scene of oiic of the greatest 
riots ever witnesAod in this ]]art of ihc Portuguese settlements; but 
it was soon quelled 'by the hmve Qdptahn Feruau de Sampayo da 
Cuiihsp wbosedbplay of energy and courage oil that occai^iop b eulogised 
hy the chroniclers,! 

Some years after the capture of the bland by the Marulbib it waj 
visited by Forbes, who writes in ITJEt —** I sailed from Snlbette to

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Caraiijab, And landed about two miles from the prindpal toirtip situate^l 
between two lofty luouotainJ, on llie west side i it wb nothing itiore tbau 
a Iftrge Mabntta TillagOi with low stregglirig houses, orara tank covered 
with wild ducks and water-fowh hitherto nnmolcated by Europeanj. 
Oil ila banks a small fon* a Ponuguwe ehurclw and a Hindoti temple 
emheltisbed the view. The principal fort stands on the aummit of b 
lofty mountain romantically diversified hj woods and rock^ tbe ascent 
is steep and difficult. This casde, amalh badly constmeted, and 
mounting only fourteen gmu* was incapable of defence, but its situa¬ 
tion rendered it almost inacccssihle. It commands a western view of 
tlie town and harbour of Bombay« Salsettep and all the adjacent islandi, 
and to the cast the moimtains of the continent^ and neu^r plains of 
Caranynh, abounding with ricedields, cocoAJmt, palmyrm mango, and 
tamariDd trees, filled with monkeys, porrotar owH nmi singti^ birds of 
various kinds,^** 

The islands of Nevem and Seveon are now called Ilog and ButjC:her''a 
tslandflr Hog Island was also cattind Beodevi hy the Hindils, and 
by the Portiignesc A itha dg or " water-meloti island,^ a name 

that Fryer corrupted into pn^ufAot, tf he did not pt It iji that guise 
from 8on>e Portuguese pamin who wiabed to apectilile with the credulity 
cf the English doctor, as it it an exceedingly ill-sounding word to Por¬ 
tuguese ears. The names of Xevem and Screon were used as such aa 
late as 17C0 by' Du Perron.^ Water-melons were forineHy brought to 
the island for sale from Panveh They arc now brought straight to 
Bombay^ 

The bland of Elephants^ with its rock-templea, has been so often and 
so thoroughly descHbed by others that I need not refer to it here^ 
Mpecially is that part of the history of the isknd during the Portu¬ 
guese sway, which is not g)ci»rfll3y kfiown, the render will find in fisy 
notes pnbliBJied in n supplementary form to William Erskine'a de- 
seriprion of the cave-temples in the new edition of the Trafrj&ctwnw 
o/tAe Liitr^iy 0 / vol. i., which is being edited by' the

I have, howcTcr* to enter a protest here agniiist the oarel««ocsa with 
which actuAiitbiw have been levelled by some writen agaiiut the Por¬ 
tuguese of haring destroyed the rock-temples of Elephanta. Fryer in 
1G75 says :^1 hey were *" defaced by the Portugols, who have ihiis

Now these om all unfoutuleil assertions. As for rattle, they were there 
in 15^3, as the fact is noted with no little aurprise and displeasure by 
Garcia d'Orta,"|- There is no evidence, therefore* to connect this sort of 
depredaliuna with the Portnguese* Tlie tetnplea might have been 
desecrated and injured long before by the Maliomcdan^ and who 
buowi if some heterodox Hindus hnd not a share In it thcmscU'eaI The 
Portuguese have alrr^ndy had too many suis to account for, and there 
is no need to add to the liat nthers they never committed^ The 
impartial lutlioritles of Niebuhr and Lord Valentk bear ont the abov<^ 
oplnton^ T’he former writes; — “Cea huit figures sont fort endont-

All these three districts were fortifiech and hml some churches 
aiiil chapels hnllt clo*e to the forts; but they are now in rniii?^ 
nod present no object of intcreBt to the tourist or the mitic|uariaup 
except the fort of Asseri* which is described by Qemclli Careri thus:— 

- - Besides its Ijcing seated on the top of the hilh where there is no other 
higher groLiud to comtoand it. a crooked psth cut out of the mouii- 
lain, along which two men cannot go ohreastp IcAdi up to It^ and is de¬ 
fended by several guards, who may wUhsiaiid au army, only rolling 
down tlw Etune* pkeed there for that purpose.*"t Dickenson dewrihed it, 
after the MarfithRS had had it for eighty yearly as arceSfllble only at oue 
point, aud of such natural strength that» "with a handful nf men to de¬ 
fend it, it may justly be considered imprcpable. The latter part of 
the flJKT'Ot up [s an almost perpendieular stairease (with a prccijdce 
of several hundred feet iininciliately below it) hewn out of the sicdid 
rock forty feet higher^ at the top of which is an iron iloor horiiontalty 
fixed, and froto which the ascent is tieorly a* steep and of efpial bright

Pawing on now to describe the tniiss of tbe city of Bawehi, I tnnjd 
begin with its walla and ramparts, which nre found to be in o fair staro 
of preservation, except where they are breached at two opposite ende, 
due east and west^ throttgh which runs the modem high-road from the 
bandar, dividing tbe fort into two unequal parts^ It is this road 
which prevents tbe old city from being ntterly desolate. Besides the 
two artificial breaches, nainre has made several along the seadiewb* 
At nne place the sea kas encroaebed upon the city to the extent of ex¬ 
posing some feet of the foundation of the wall, which must have been 
originally undcrgroiindi tlie resnU being ft breach. In its proximity 
a well eleven feet in diameter and twenty in depth has been left, like 
** & broken gigaotie cask.^^t The general height of tlie works is from 
thirty to thirty.fi’iT feet, deriving its chief strength from natnre, the river 
and awnnipA which surround it for the most part nearly to the fimt of the 
ramparts on the northi south, and east rides rendering it almost iin^ 
practicable for the regular approach of the besieging arniy in any of 
the above direetlons. To this circiinistanec U to be attributed the very

The Fort of Bosseiu was built in the form of an irregular detagdOr 
the circumference of wtijcli is about a mile and a haif^ and the iLiteriar 
of the fort from east to west a little above two-thirJs of a milc^ Each 
of its angles has a four-sided bastion named Nossa Senhorm dos lEc- 
tnedios^ Reis ^[Agos, Sam Thiago, Sam Oon^alo, At ad re de DeoS p Sam 
JcHH4 Elephante, Sam Pedro, Sara Paula, Rnd Sam Sebastimi^ There 
was another bastion, which U atill partly Handing, with an insciiptioii 
on it, behind the citadel or circular fort about the middle of the citVi 
and wna named CavalleirOi This is, unlike the othen^ round in shope- 

Of the two medimval gateways the one on the seaside, the^^PortA do 
Mtr,” with iti mo^siie teak gates cased with iron bare and spikes, ts 
in a state of perfect prescrratkin. The other, on the land aide—the 

Porta da Terra,** or " Porta do Campo^' as some chroniclers name it 
—is imperfect, so far as those apjicndagea Are lying on the ground, 
almost blocking up the passage. Each of these gatewnys had, like 
those of Chauh two gates, vi*., interior and exterior. QuL of these 
only the interior gate of the land gatewny is ornamented with two 
delaehed sets of double columns, fluted and capita lied, with a window 
lietween, indicating that the space above the two gates was a doored 
one* posaihlj a room for the guard of the gate* 

Tile re was an aucieat pc«teni behind ths cloisters of the Frandwans, 
which, from its undefended sUte perha|i^ wa* evrutually flcHud op liy

The Fort of Bai.^eio was in 1634, when vinted by Antonio Bocarrop 
et^aipped with eighteen pieces of ordnance^ and garriaoi^td by a certabi 
number of companieSp whiwe number varied according to tlic exlgvii- 
cie.5 of wati There were, however* 400 Furopeans and 200 native 
Christum! within the Fort mt this tinirp eiery one of whom wai 
supposed to have under him three slaves^ And this luado In case of 
emergency an Aggregate force of 2,400 men in A fair condition to reaist 
the mitacks of the native potentates^ besidis the handfuk of gunrds of 
soldiera which each idalgohad in his village for Its defence.* In 172H^ 
when the Factor of Baasciu mode a detai led report on the defences of the 
North KosikBOp he drew particular attention to the insecure eotlditicm of 
the fort. Bnssein had ninety pieces of artillery, ranging betwt^cn three 
and tweuty^four pounder!, out of which twenty-seven were of hronTje* 
and a garrison of eighty liifantry and twelve artiUerymeii^t There 
wcrtj besides:, seveiity mortara, seven of which were of bronscp and in^ 
eluding those of all the forta of the dJstncts subject to the juriadktion 
of Bassein there were altogether one hundred and twenly-seven pieces 
of artillery^ of which thirty^three were of bronze, and one hundred and 
eighteen mortars* of which only seven were of bronze^ Tlicre were 
tweiuy-onc arnicd boats in the Bassein port* each of which carried 
from ^teen to eighteen pieces of ordnance.;^ 

On the capture of Dassein by the Maratba« all these warlike stores 
were token possession of hy thoni, but it does not appear that they 
niade any effort to improve the fortificatioiis. Dii PerroD* who visited 
the Fort only thirty years after its capture* writes:—

Captain Dlckiiifioa in ISIB* ou the Rritiah inking posacssion of 
Biuseiu, found, “ braidcs aerernl pjcees of ordnnnce niid other storpa 
ucaEtercd over the tiilerior of iho forti upwards of one hundred gnri- 
cAsriagea lipou the tvorkav iomc of which were iu gfjod eondiiiout or re¬ 
quiring little repnir." The aame writer advijea the hosfilijiiy Ooveni- 
ment, in spite of ^^thc great height of the wnrks> which must of itavlf 
exclude much of the sea-hreeic> the exlndutioiia from the swamp jungle 
ftud old walls, Impregnated oa tliey fire with putrid vogetatinup''^ to eou- 
vert the fort into n big JaiL lU writes ;—It may liecotne n question 
how far In its prescolL stale the fort of Besspiii is not only avnJlahle^ 
hut very iisefuk for purposes of police nnd the like. As a hue sltUAtiou 
for a general as well na a provincial jail or place of security fur prisoEi^ 
era in the event of any internal eommatioii or war with a Euro|ieaii 
State, it uiiqupstiotiahlj hns its AdvnnlageSp as well also iu the- 
uumernus old bihJdiugs which might nt any tinfio and nt a f^mnU ex^ 
pcusti be rendered habitable." He again reports on the advisability 
of repairlug the fort of Bjisaetu, for two other reason»j vir.* In the 
proteeLiou it would ufFnrd any boat or larger vesselp when in danger uf 
Ijeing captured by on eneuly, there being anlhcient depth of water un¬ 
der cover of the guns for v«iels of 11t}0 tons burthen, wlueb coii- 
ffidcnibly exceeds the general deacription oferaft employed either in 
the carrying on or protection of the coaat trade; and as a chief re- 
oeptnde of timber from the forests nf tlie interior,” ^c.f 

Scarcely had seven years elajised after iho above Report was 
written when the ruins of nassein had the honour of being vUUed Isy 
two eminent tmvcUeri^ Hishop and Mra, Hebcr. But tliev did 

not ailinire iho ruins very much. The Bishop writes :_"Alxjut liftccu

The PortiigiiesET churrhea in this pLice mid Sabettc are all In n 
paltry style enough, of Grectalt mixed with Crothle. In Bowiii they 
hare tower-^steeples withont Siiircf^ in Sabette the small arched pedi¬ 
ment to hang the l>ell which is usual in WnleSf Their roob^ where they 
ri:!Tiinfiip are very itceti and em'ered with tiles^ and one of tho9C in Bas- 
Eeiii* whieh ap|iear3 to liave belonged to a house of Jesuits, has the re-

Bcionteenth ecntnry; hut I was much struck^ on etiterlng the mai^re 
wcibgnardcil gate, with the scene of utter desolation which presented 
itself; it reminded me of tome story of eudiantment which I had read 
ip my childhoodi and 1 could almost liave expected to see the shades of 
ki origiiial inbnbitanta fiitting obnut among the juugloi which was 
grown in melancholy luxuriance in the courts and areas of churchet* 
conTcnts; and houses,”* PoslauSt lioweverp had a more im¬ 

pressionable mind. She could set great nrcliitcctural beauty in the 
buildings of Basaeiin where others saw but cverythingnuau and paltry,

But to return to the rtuna aa they are now seen. Within tlie 
cnckaure are atiKl ^vera! buildinga^ but all more or less in a desolate 
and dilapidated condition. Standing near the portal of the andent 
dtaddi nnd viewing oroand the prccincta of the once spS-endid city, 
the tourist beholdsp with tliec-'sctptioaof a few inieripticns» the Christian 
monogram I. K, S. carved on doon of churcheap nnd which are atiEl 
intact, nothing but crumbling walla cveiy where : the antiquated inoas- 
covertd cross, that traditiciaAl sytubol of Christianity, which the 
Fortugueae loved to rnise at every comer and cross-road \ the broken 
masonry of gates, windows, anil walla overgrown with sod and weeds, 
and overhung with creeperSk the oEauipreieiLt fipait the tmdying 
prlckly-penr, nnd other tropical plants which thrive lu^tuHnnlly, aend- 
ing their twisted tendrils into* and striking rexit down among, the 
chinks and crevices of inasaive walls. Immense pillsja with beautifully 
i^arvcd capitals* porches, pilasterKk cornices, abutment^ vanUed 
ceilings, and the reroauii of lome idegant faeadea testifying to the 
opidencc of olilcn timeSp now, alas ! fiassed away for Churcbes* 

convent, colleges* jinlacts and mansions are strewn iibout in fengments. 
Here n column, there n i^cdeitalp yonder a long symmetriefll mass 
pierced with n row of cclL^ some fallen and smetbEred in grass and 
brterSp some still erect, bearing tlieir wealth of foliage* trailing wreaths, 
wnring tufts, ftud thick shrubbery* like bringing gardenfl high in the 
air. SiUuec and gloom reign supreme where once the air resonnded 
with the clash of ntms, the roar of cannoDp and the tramp of gorgeous 
pomp and pageants ; the traveiler'a step falls heavily on the ear, where 
once the chant of the religions, who kept high festivnlE and held 
gaudy and snlemu proeesmons within thb recess, rung throughout its 
now dejicrted uavea and nialcs. A busy stage of missionnry activity* 
with many a site consecrated hy the footsteps of the celebrated sJ 
Fraiicis Xavier* Fr. Porto, and Ft. Maaud Gomes ; a pkoe that was

these sites are now obliterated^ their edifices rooflesi^ the whole a 
sublime chnos of huge stecplefl and towerSi or mere aliapeless muiinds of 
ancient minSj amidst which are found the tombs of thciT founders, 
some desecrated, dug up end pltmdercdp end others without even a 
decent slab—a pregmint theme for the contemplation of the philoso* 
pher end the a Aloutesquicu or a Gihhon^ 

Now if one has the chance to stmui on m elevated s^wt nhont the 
middle of the Fort and survey the whole area nrannd, be will be struck 
with the peculiar marking off of it into two difltinct Ecctiout, that 
towards the sea being covered with the mins of imuicrous Imildiiigs, 
while the one fronting the land is found entirely unoccupiedi What 
could be the reason of this strangf fttmugenmut ? Tlircc reasons have 
been brought forward i^one being that in the case of n sii'ge the 
unoccupied area would be the quarter whore the shot of the etiiiuiy 
would naturally fall thicker than on the other ; the secoiuh that in the 
event of tht siege being prolonged, and the garrison starved for want of 
provisions^ tins space of ground would be utilired by cosily cou verting it 
Into n rice field, whieh whether in the rainy season or not, nw iug to the 
ample supply of water in its neighbourhood for irrigation purposes, 
would in Iffis than six months yield rice tmough for the support of the 
garrison. TIse third is thot advanced by GcmcMi Caten» who wiya that 
in con^ticnce of a plague which towards the end of the srventeeuth 
century is said to liave devastated the ialand and the adjacent coiiiilry, 
liijs space, which in about one-third of the city, became un}jeDpled, 
and the dweLEings dlsajqicared.

Thi§ is a large Intildlng ccmatnicted after the aatnc general architec¬ 
tural type wliich obtains clsewhcret viz. lofty belfries, ranUeil sancina’ 
rles, lancet windows, and arched doorways, with om towered froii- 
lispiece and a rtctangnlar campanile besides. It i^ roofless liut th^ front 
and the side walla are in a fair state of preserratton^ .A winding flight 
of stone steps leads to the lO[s of the steeple. An attempt was mndeta 
explore it and obtain a view of Die surrounding edifices from nhovp* but 
scarcely was the ascent begun when two atep« enimhied into dnst^ To 
persevere would have been not hrrnisni, but folly. It la an inglnrioua 
death to die blirkidheLieath thei/e^nVorm fallen edifice, a Wcstminsler 
Abbey or n PaniJtcnn though it he.

reptiles Bocarro refers to this bastion tlius This city of B ossein 
has in the inside* attached to the church of ‘ the Sklisericordia/ a hansc 
where the captain resides. It is surrounded hy an old brick wall, and 
seems to liave been the pk ec of residence of die Moors, to whom at 
belonged* It has a round bastion which faces the pillory yard* This 
{the hostion) is a small thing* and being of little importauce has been 
left unoccupied, and is now falling into rui n*'^*

present thncp as l;(elonging to the Portuguese mediteval civic architecture. 
Which U now fast disapiieanng. Fryer, who saw the aho^-e buildings 
when still la a fair state of preservation bi 157^ m twenty years liefore 
Coreri, describes tliem thust—The fort in the middle of the dty la 
circular ^ towards the market appears a state house pinticd, where the 
Govcraor convocatea theevery morning upon consultation^ in 
which they all standp n chair not being permitted the Governor, though 
gouty : toward^ evening they meet there to garne.'*i- 

The captain of the fort and city of Bassein was the head of the 
Settlement. lie had a large cstablishmetitp not unlike tJiat of (ihaul. 
under him^ paid by the roj^aJ trcasujy'.

A lUtle behind the portal of the drculAT eit&del, and about tlio end 
of the &tr«t that Icada froni the aea^gnte abn^ the mil to the plllorj- 
vard, are the mna of a magiiideent buildings the usoa of which hare 
not vet been ascertained with prccUlon. (See Plate 21.) While somt 
n»eEt that it was the house of the Captam, and nthera the Court of 
Justice, most people think k to have been the Church and Gonvent ef 
t he AugustinianB. 1 u fronts to w Inch a slylohatc of fi vc deep steps* new 
partly covered with earthr fonns an aseent, consists gfajidcgiint portico 
supported by four piilari^ dividing the entrance into three arches^ 
leaihng into the vestihule^ The background of the portico bears the 
Portuguese roya^ arn^s^ and the remains of some o^ier emblematic 
devicea,^ uow utterly undistinguishable. The entablature and the pcdi- 
ineut used to hear until lately two Inscriptions ^ both of iheni hate 
uow been removed- The lower one was caned on the architrave^ the 
whole of which having fallEii to the gronml, the visitors often mistook 
it for nil inscribed pillar. The upper iiiscrijHion waa placed iu the 
tympaiuiin^ above the mkiug corttice of which was raised another piece 
of snperfftmeturo with a circular window crowning the frontispiece* 
which has now entirely disAppeared. The whole it made a graceful 
fai^dc ill the stylo of UlC medisvil ecclesnatical architeeturc ufSontbem 
Eiirope.

and wealth that surrounded theur dwellings, which throws a great deal 
of light on a subject that eau never he elucidated hy drj" historical 
docuincuts; aUliough iii some onses, perhapSi much subsidiary assist- 
liiicc can be derived even from thenu 

xVmong the travellerSf Fryer aud Oomclh Careri appear to have moved 
among the higlier drele of society at Basseini and the little glim para 
we obtitin from their vrntmgs are ecrtably worth rceordingp Fryer, 
after stating that the Captain of Basiein and those of other SittlcmeiUa 
held their appointnients for three yTarSj, which were cnlailcdon certaiu 
fmnilies of the eonjC|iierorB, addSi "‘Every one iii his course hariug his 
turn to rule in some place nr other for tJtree years, ntui upon these 
they can borrow or take up money as certain os upon their hereditary 
estates, the nest incumbent being seeoriiy for the pay ment i pursuant 
to till At n uew Govenior coming to Chotifj his Honour the President sent 
to cougratulate lum * and the old Admiral of the A'ortA coming to 
another was scutou the same mesaage.'"

It wna cnllcd the Church and Cullegcof 
the Holy ^anie of Jesus.’* St. Francis Xaiicr, aithough dcejdy ah- 
ewrbud iu missionary labours of great moment elsewhere, nav*r tftistil 
to t'viiiee tltc interest he from the first took ill the JesiJts* mission nl 
Bnsseiu. Id ons of Jus lettcn addressci' to Fr. F, GunteSj Rector of 
tlic College at Goa, from Cangoxiinn, and lintcil the Sth Noremher 
laiEl, he wiitas t—»" 1 want to hear from yan about Melehior GousahTSv 
about the College of BasKiu, the Franciscans who before held it, 
whether any friars of that order liave lately come from I’ortugal, 
wliethcr the College which has once been given op to our Society ts 
Still governed by onrs, and whether it la es|iceted that it will lie so 
perpctiuilly,”f 

About this time the number of Jeauiia in India was very limited, 
and even these few did not dlsjjky, with the exception of St. Francis 
Xavier,illojty marfccd degree abilities for their work, Thrvwcrc simply 
eminent in medtocrily. Coamc Auncs, the ■* 'I'edor Gcmfda F«*ciidii” 
at Basselii, in a letter to the King written from that city ami dalinl 
the 3(Jlh November ]3d7, after aiioomieing the death of the Vicar- 
aenemk Miguel Vru, says " All the faihew of the Order of Jcsiis 
tvlio have wiiie here, are, with die exception of .^Meslre Fraiietsco' 
(St. Fnmcis Xavier), Incapable for lliis.”J 

Fr. Meldilor Gonsalves, however, worked successrnllv nt the College 
«fRns8cm,nnd, notwithstaiidtiig the arduous duties of the Hdlumle, 
found time to make occasiotial missiounry exenraious into the uelgld>our- 
nig villages, whore he issaid to have nuuk- a givai many cmiverts. Three 
years after, on his being sitcceeded by Fr. .Meleliior Nmns Rirreits

cud Ui hy a Yialeut draih tlirough by one of llic pagans of 

the town. The ac^and Rector of Basbclu, Melchior Dfirroto^ was n 
brother of the Putriurcli of Elhtci|im, Fnmeiseo Jo&tJ Nunes Barreto* 
ul^o a Jesuit, who bebg prevented from entenug his diocese leuinmod 
ni Goa* living in the reahleure of hla urdcr at ChorftH like a umjde 
Fntlicr. In the meBuwtiile the bishop of Con, Dora JoatJ dMlhEifnierj^ 
f|ue, having diodi the Patriarch of Ethiopia wai cAlleJ upon to net as 
Admiiiiatrator of Uie dioecse of Goan During tho seven years that 
the episcopal Btc of Goa remained vneant it wm governed by the clinp- 
tiTj nil the epbcot>Al fimetions and ordinatioiut being performed by the 
I'atrinreli, The second Rector of Baasein an esteemed comrade of 
St Frmtcb Xavicrg whose three esECellent letters addressed to him have 
been lately publEshedp and show the aficetion the apostle had for hi in. 

Fr. Barreto did not, however, roniain long at BasE^cb. On the 
death of Gaspar llojcrts^ Reetor of the " Santa Fd** College at Gnn» 
and Provincial of the Jcsuitn in India* whicli took plnccon the 0th Octo- 
l*er he was appointed Provincial.

Tlie niina of the frandJictii Church mil MouMtery art? still visible, 
ami its divlsiotii fairly tmceable^* This was the largest and niost im-^ 
porlciai monastic building aAor that of St Fmncis at Uiaa^ 
soon afler the cuaqucfTt of Uiiii dty in 1510. There was a ndkge 
in conuETtioii with it» and on It were de|jeii4.1eiit the REiid churches uf 
Es]ftrtto Santo^ Monte Calrarioi Mndre de I>ciw nt Pale, N+ S* ila Lus 
at Agasi* and numerous others In the ishmd of Sabette and clse- 
wiitre, moslly built by Fr. Antonio do Pofto* each of rrhieh churches 
beramc at last a central station, wJu?rc two or three friars usu¬ 
ally resided* and hod charge of all imporUiit churches or chapeU in 
the neighbouring villngps. Hut the churches they btdlt, until the 
flirivnl of the Jesuits, when they considemblj increased* hebg simply 
missioimry stations, their congregations were very limltcdp 

Tlic principal chapel of this church has the arched ceiling with 
its elaborate moutdings ui a tolemble state of prtMrrfttioiii The great 
nich near the chapel of the baptismal foot is built in the style of the 

HaL arcU'^ of the church of Belem near Lisbon, nml is still well 
preserved (^ce Plate 25). The church has four laieral chapelB* each 
of which, as well ao the ceniral nave and the chnneeb contains a 
niimljcr of tombstoneSp some with and others without epitaphs.

The corridor round the cells fonnliig the cloistere placed no the 
four sides of a square: eonrtjurd, pkntiHl with trees, is si ill in n 
fair slate of pies^rii’ntion. The arcade is siipportEd by fotir eomplete 
and two half columns; whereas the corridor of the cloisters of the 
Jesuits lias only four complete columns. The Tcstibule of the Chnreh 
of the Franciscans is f cry elegant, its front eonaisting of three high 
arebes, the portion above hanng fallen into min. Agaln^ while most 
of the huildiitgs of Rajsein are built of irregnkr sharp fragments of 
basalt stone joined together by pretty hnrd mortnr and elay, the builil- 
tng of the Church and Monastery of the Fmnekrans consists priucipally 
of cut stones of laterite for the walk, and of hajwilt for staircases, 
arches, windows, and door-posts. One atmreaae finely eonstmeted of 
this stone is still found well preserved beside the vaulted sacristy*

Tlie ^asl Chturch of the Dominieiiiia U now i*Doneaaj escept a 
part tloso to the chanisl, which is Taultcd (aw Plate 2C). Like the 
Eugliah churches, ita length is estmordiiULry in proportieu to its 
brwilth. Its walla, partially discolatnred, arc still standing. The 
principal chapel, with ita beautiful arch, la ui a very 
good eemdition. On the Gospel aide of the altar ia the tomb of the 
patron, iq ruins, the epitajih being scarcely legible. The uionnatery 
0 is also iu ruins, and an attempt made to tmec its plan resulted in 
utter oonfusioii. The corridor^ halls and colli are now occupied 
by mnttnds of rubbish eoeered with rauk vegetation. Wlien visited 
hy Gemclli Careri it had an excelleat dormitory. He writes:— 
" Saturdiiy the rnh, I visited tilt monastery of the Domiiiiimni, with 
the famaiis dormitory. The church was larp and had but three 
altars, as we said was used in India, opposite to the great gate, and all 
well adorned.''*

which yet testify to the HideriEbur and ojiulcttce of foniirr limes,

An instance of ihe public spirit and opnlcnce of the Indies of 
Bassein h found in tlie Buhscriplions which only a few of tbetn^ and 
those of the noblest cxclodi ng every other of the lower graites of 

nnliility, eollectei] among themselves for the bnildlng of ft monajitcry 
of Ihe invocation of St. Clara of the IVtTiarelialc of St. Francia 
dMesui for two lunidreil mins at Goa. The sMhicriptioii list amonnteil 
ill ft very sTiort time to ^!Ofl,Dya xcnilias, a pretty large aum in I hose 
<lays i hut the ArchbiBliop, D. Yr* AleLxo de Alcneicfl, spent it in the 
erection of the College of S. Hon vent lira, hnill in IGO^.* 

Of the ■* stately^' dweUhigs now" rcniftin hnt heaps of stones atnl mortar 
overgniwn with dense forest, and llicy have ihhs lost the fcslnrea hy 
whifh tliey could be identified. This whole cjnnrter ii now like nnta 
the niielent campuM uiri Troiafail. 

Tlicre are, however, two ohjeets worth hunting after, and these are 
an uiscriptional ^Inh kt into n wall to the left of the street in the 
iieighhcntrhfKi^l of ihe newly built eoCtages for the arti^ns who onut 
Worked at the sugar ficlory set up in the Chnreh of N. da Sande, 
mn! an nninmental hath-room, which isstUi well preserveii, owing to its 
tkeiiig huili entirely of hard cement studiled with shells and pieces 
of porreTnin.

The history of the *'Santos Passos** or Pasaioii-play at PaBsehi is 
esttremcly curious. It originated with the Jesuits, Tlie “Santos 
Passos” were first performed in Uic church coiiueeicd with the Jesmls' 
College of "the Holy Foitli” at Goa, as o Hcr]uciice to on event of 
religious rcrival in 1331, when tire Pope, in eorapliaiwe with tire re¬ 
quest of St. Francis Xavier, granted a general jubilee for India, llic 
first ever celebrated in this country. iS Jesuit, hy name OasiwirBeWo, 
cstablislud then a society of the so-called “ diaciplinantes” whose 
husiiicss it was, while the preacher raised their religions emcrtioiB re 
lire pitch of insanity, to chastise themselves with scourges, which in 
some instances had little iron blades altuched to them, so as to mate 
Licisioiis into the stio deep enough to allow the blood to How. Some- 
limes the iheopathy of the faithful, as ut usually tire case, was of so 
catdiiug a nature (bat whole congregations were found bin^iu 
tire process of flogging themselves. In some instances the voice 
of the preacher, who hod in the meanwhile worked himself up 
to a frensy, was quite drowned in the whack mid thwack of the 
lash and stripe. Tlic hysleric penitents, of course, fainted ( lint then 
there were tire Jesuit brothers always ready by their side to help them 
into niioihcr room, wire re consolations were liberally -hspeiiseJ to 
them.

“diseip]inaiitc»» began their work of wlf-tortiire. TJiis «)tbusiasFii, 
lowever, could not ijuit Jong, And soon gave place to tlie so-culled

Tliia group of sbrimr* ia about Atc moiles up tfie hdl,'Bud just M 
niueh from the summit. From the temple to tlic top of tlie hill tlie 
ascent ia not only steep and much obstructed by jungle, but even, m 
some placefl, extremely dangerous. The Piule trach is from three to 
four feet wiile, flanked cither on ana or both sides by deep ravmcs, to 
cress rrhieh at full gallop would simply amount to seeking an iuglonous 
death. It is said, howci-er, that an ascent on a more easy gradient

The history of the Tuiigir hill as a sanitarium is of recent origin. 
Tt appears ih^t it was in 1066^ ibal Mr. Hope brought it to tbc notice 
of Uie Govern raeut. From the areap supply of watcri and aece*sihility^ it 
was Lhonght tbat Lt would rival the .Matheran hHl as s sojiitarinnip and 
driLw, besides the Dnmhay invalicljp those of Gujftratp from their proxi- 
mitv to the hill. This waSp however^ long before the opening of the 
Sue* Caunip since which event it haR been jiractically demonstratiKl tlmt 
the BiiJiitJi.riaof Matheran and Afahnbleahwar are more than sufficient for 
the local wants of those sufToring from malaria niid feebleness brought 
on by long reiiideoce in an enervating climate t nor can ibey have greater 
preteujions than these.
